THERE is no time of our Life, under what Cha- 
ra^r focvcr, in which Men can wholly diveft themfclvcs 
of an Ambition to be in- the Favour of Women. C/irdan, 
a grave Philofopher and Hiyiieian, conftfles in one ©f his 
Chapters, That though he !iad fuffcrcd Poverty, Rejpul&s, 
Calumnies, and a long Series of Affli^ions, he never wa» 
thoroughly dcjcdcd, and impatient of Life it felt but 
under a Calamity whteh he fuffcred from the Beginning 
of his Twenty firft to the End of his Thirtieth Year. 
He tells us, That the Railery he fufifeped from others, 
and the Contempt which he had of himfelf, were Afflicti- 
ons be)ond ExprefTion. I mention thisjonly as an Argu- 
ment extorted from this good and grave Man, to (up-

I make no manner of difficulty of prbfeding I am not 
furprifcd that the Author has exprefled himfelf: after this 
manner, with relation to Love-; the Heroick Chatty fo 
frequency profefied by HumouriHs of the fair Sex gene- 
rally endf ia an unworthy Choice, after having over*- 
looKed Overtures to their Advantage. It is (or thiJr Red- 
fon that f would cndeavonr to dirc^, and not pretend to 
eradicate the Inclinations of the Sexes to each other. 
Daily Experience fliews us, that tjie m«ft rude Ruttick 
grows human as foon as he is infpired by this Pailion} ic

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A Guardian cannot befiow his time in any OifidB 
more fuirable to his Chara^er, than in reprefent-i 
ii^ the Difaflers to which we are cxpoiea by thef 
Irregularity of our Pailions. I think I fpeak of this mat-i 
ter io a way not vet taken notice or, when l<^iervethat: 
they make Men do things anwocthy of thoft very Padi-* 
ons. I (hall illuftrate this by a Story 1 have lately read ia 
the fioyd C^mmentariis tf Peru, wherein you behold an 
Opprcflbr amoft contcmpribW Creature at ter his Power 
is at an Ehdj^and a^^Pepibfi be oppreifed Co wbd'y intent 
upon Revenge till he had obtained it» thAt in the Purfuit 
of it he uttcr!y ncgle£^cd his own Safety ^ but when that 
Motive of Revenge was at an end, returned to a Senfe of 
Dang r» in fuch a manner, as to be unable to lay hold of 
Occalions which oflcred rhemlelvcs for certain Security, 
and expo{e himfelf from Fear to apparent Hczard. The 
Mo'ives which 1 fpeak of are not indeed fo much to be 
called PaiTions, as ill Habit« arifing from Pa(Tions» (uch as 
Pride and Revenge, v/hich are Improvements of our In- 
firmities, and are methinksbuc Seem and Anger regulaily 
conduced: But to my Stpr^v 

LlOEiJClADO Efquhel, Governor of the City ?#«. 
tccfi, commanded aoo Men to march out of that Garri^a 
towards the Kingdom of Tucman, with f{tl£k Orders ta 
life no InJians in carrying their Baggage, and placed him* 
felf at. a convenient Station, without the Gates, to ob- 
(erve how his> Orders were put in Execution > he found 
they were wholly negled^ed, and that Indiam were ladca 
with the Baggage of the^/)4A/VsrJ!f>ut thought Be ro let 'em 
inarch by till the la^ Rank of all came up, out of whicli 

C 4 he 
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he fdzed one Man, called Agmrt, who had two Indi/ms 
-laden with hfs Goodi : Wichin few Days after he wsS 
taken in Arreil, he was fenjtenced to receive 200 Srnpei* 
jigmre reprelenred by his Friends, that he was the Bro- 
ther of a Geotlemaa, who had in his Country aa Eftate, 
with Vaflalage of JndtMW, and hoped hi^ Birth would ex» 
empt hina freni a Puni41?men( of fb much Indignity. Li* 
ceKciado perfifted in the Kind of Punilhment he had alrea- 
dy pronounced; upon which -4?*'''* petitioned that it 
jijtight be altered to one that he fhould niot furvive; and, 
though a Gentleman, and frona that Quality not liablp to 
iuffer fc ignominious a Death, humbly beiought his Ex- 
cellency that be might be hanged. But though LicenciaJ^ 
appeared all his Life, before he catne into Power, a Per- 
son oF an eafie and tradable Difpolition, he was fo chang- 
ed by bis Office, that the(e Applications from the unfor- 
tunate Aguin did but the more gratifie his Infolence^and, 
during the very time of their Mediation for the Prifoner, 
he inSiited them alio, by commanding, with a haughty 
Tone, that his Orders ihould be executed that very In- 
flanr. This, as it is ufual on fuch OccaHons, made the 
whole Town flock together; but the principal Inhabi- 
tants, abhorring the Severity of Licenciado, and pity in? a 
Gentleman in the Condition of jfguire, went in a Body^ 
and belbught the Governor to fufpend, if not remit the 
Punilhment.

The 
calm Mtmer with which he refigned htmfrlf, when he 
found his Diigrace nraft be, and the Scorn of daUytng 
with it, under & Safpenfion of a few Days, which Mercy 
was bttt another Form of the Governor's Cruelty, made 
it yiSkAe that he took Comfbrt in (ome ftcret Refolutioo 
to aveiige the Affront. 

A F'ra R this Indignity Agtiir^ could not be perfiiaded 
(tho* the Inhabitants of B§Hfcfi often imporruficd htm from 
the S|>irit they iaw ii| him) to go upon any Military Utk" 
dertakmg, but excufed him&If witn a nrfodeft SadneTs in 
hfs Countenance, faying, Ttnu tfttr fmch a Shume ms his 
MM, Uuth mttfl- hf his only "Bmrniy miJ-Cenfilatm, vhkh 
In vp0kU enJeavpm /• §kMi» ss.fmtt as ftffibli. 

tJNDER this Melancholy- he remained in P^(#, un* 
til the time in which the.Office of Bfipsivei expired ^ af- 
ter which, liken delperate Mati, hepurfuedand followed 
him, watching an Opportunity to kill him, and wipe oS 
the Shame of the late Afh'onr. Bfipuvel, being informed 
•f-this defoerate Refolurion by his Friends, endeavoured 
to avoid his, Enemy, and took a Journey of three or four 
hundred Leagues from him, fbppofing that ^guirt would 
not purfoe him at fuch a Didance ^ but B/quivel's Plight 
did but encreafe jfguire'i fpced in following. The firft'

Lodging in the middle of the Street of the great Ckurchv 
where he lived with great Care and Caution, wearing t<r 
Coat of Mail under his upper Coat^ and* went alway»^ 
armed with his Sword and Dagger,, whieh are Weapons 
not agreeable to his Profeilion. However Agmn follow-- 
^ hither aUb, and having in vain dogged him fron^^Placo 
to Place, Day after Day, he refolved to make the At* 
tempt upon him in hk own Houfe, which he encred, and 
wandered ffom Room to Room, till at laft he can^ into 
his Study, where Limnckik hjuoa a Couch aGf^p. Apd^ 
t4 ilibbcd him. with his. Dagger with great Tranquillity^ 
asd vtry leifurel^i woundad him in other ^Parts t»f the Bo- 
dy, which were not covered by. his Coat of .Mail. Hfr 
went out of the HouiaJn Safety ^.^ but as hi& Reientment 
was iatedy he naw began to^rencfb upon, the inexorable: 
Temper oi. the Governor of the Place... Udder this Ap** 
pf eheniion he had,nDt( Comppfure enough to fly to a San-- 
^uary, which was. near the Place where. he> committed* 
the FaiSfc^ but raninta. tha'Street, fraatick.and diflra^ed,> 
proclaiming himielf a. Criminal, by crying., out. Hide. 
mCi hide me. 

THE wretched.Fate and ppor Behaviour of XJcmcla^ 
ia, in flying his Country to avoid the fame Fer£}n whom« 
he had before treated with fo much Infolence, and the*, 
high Refenjtment of. a Man fb- inconiiderable as Jlffirt^ , 
when much injured, are good Admonitions to little Spi-

MA NY of the Subjc£b of mv Papers will coniift;

Name Mr. CintrmU, This Pcrfon watf foTnerijr a Mer^ 
chant in this City, who by exaA Oeconomy, g^eat Fru«^ 
gality, and very fortunate Adventures, was about twenty- 
YcaKS^nor; aod the fortieth Year of his Age, arrived to 
the £fLite which .we ufMaliy call . a Plumb.

Running by the Houfe, which was in the Center of the 
Eftate, but the fame not navigable, and the rendering it 
navigable had been opposed byithe Generality of the whole 
Country. The Roads exceiTive bad, and no Poffibility of 
getting off the Tenants Corn, but at fuch t Price of Car- 
riage as woiild exceed the whole Value when it came to 
li^ark^t* The Underwoods all deftreyed to lay the 
Country open to my Lord's Pleaiures } but there was in- 
deed the lefs Want of this Fewel, there being fome large 
CoaUpics in the Eftate, within two Milea of the Hdute, 
and fuck a Plenty of Coals as was fufficient for whole 
Countiifs. But then the Want of Water Carriage made 
rheie alfo a meer Drug, and almoft tvciy Man's for fetch- 
ing. Many Timber Trees were ftill ftanding only for 
want of Chapmen, very little being ufed for Gilding in 
a Country fo thin of People, and tho& at greater diftance 
iKing in no likelihood of buying Pemiywortbs, if they 
nuft be at the Charge of Land-Girriaee. Yet every Tree 
was valued at a much greater Price tnaa would be given 
for it in the Place; fo was every Aere of Land in the 
Fark; and as for the Tenants they were all racked to Ex- 
tremity, and almoft everyone of^them Beggars.

Tl^y were afraid they muft be ob%ad thoaftlvea to 
con&me the whcde Produ^ of their Farms, and that they 
ihou'd be toon undone by the Oeconomy and Frugality of 
this Gentleman.

THE thing has fuccceded to his Wiilu In the Space 
of twenty Years he is fo fortunate as to fee i ooo new 
Hfi6fes upon his Eftate, and at leaft fooo new People^ 
Men, Women and ChildrQ:!, Inhabitants of thoic Houles» 
who are comfortably iubn^cd by their own Labour, 
without Chaige to Mr. Chmrwl^ and to the great Profit- 
of his Tenants.

WH EN a Poem make« its firfl Appearance in the 
World, I have always obierved, that it ^ves 
Employment to a greater number of Criticks, 
than any other kind of Writing. Whether it be that moft 
Men, at fomc time of their Lives, have try'd their Ta- 
lent that way, and thereby think they have a right to 
judge i or whether they imagine, chat their making (hrewd 
Oblervarions upon the Pohtc Arts, gives them a pretty 
figure f or whether ;there may not be fome Jealoufie and 
Caution in beftowing Applau(e updn thofe Who write 
chiefly for Fame, Whatever the Reafoas be, we find 

few 
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Wdjfcouraged by the Delicacy ancK Danger of fiicli aa 
Uxideitakiiig. 

I think it certain, that moft Men are naturally not only 
capable of being f^eafed with that which rai(ea agreeable 
Pidures.in the Fancy, but willing sdfo to own it. But 
then there. are many, who, by faUe Applications of ibnoe 
Rules ill underftood, or out of Defereqce to Men whofe 
Ooinions they value, have formed to themlelves certain 
ScDemes and Syftems of SacisfkdHon, and will not be 
pleafed out of their own way. Theie are not Criticks 
tfaemfcives, but Readers of Criticks, who, without the 
Labour of perufing Authors, are able to give their Cha- 
racers in general ; and know juft as much of the feveral 
Species of Poetry, as thofe who read Books of Geogra* 
phy do of the Genius of this or that People or Nation. 
Thefe Gentlemen deliver their Opinions fententiouHy, 
and in general Terms $ to which it being impoHible rca* 
dily to tJrame compleat Anfwers, they have often the Sa« , 
tis£i6tion of leaving the Board in Triumph. As young 
Perfons, and particularly the Ladies, are liable to be led 
aiide by thcfc Tyrants in Wit, I fhall examine two or 
three of the many Stratagems they ufe, and fubjoin fuch 
Precautions as may hinder candid Readers from being de-> 
ceived thereby. 

THE (irft 1 (hall take Notice of is an Objeaion com- 
monly offered, viz.. That fuch a Poem hath inditdfimigood 
Lines in ity but it is not a regular Piece. This for the moft 
part is urged by thofe whofe Knowledge is drawn from 
Ibme famous Fr$nch Criticks, who have written upon the 
Epic Poem, the Drama, and the great kinds of Poetry, 
which cannot fubiift yvithout great Regularity ^ but ought 
by no means to be^ required in Odes, Epiflles, Panegy. 
ricks, and the like, which naturally admit of greater Li- 
berties. The Enthufiafm in Odes, and the Freedom of 
Epiftlcs, is rarely difputcd 5 But! have often heard the 
Poems upon Publick Occaiions written in Heroick Vc'rfe, 
which I chufe to call Panegyricks fevcreiy cenfured up- 
on this Account f the Reafon whcrcpf I cannot guefs, 
unlefs it be, that becaufc they are written in the fame 
kind of Numbers and Spirit as an Epic Poem, they cught 
, therefore to have the fame Regularity. Now an Ep'c

Poem, confi^ng chiefly in Narration, it is ncccflary that 
the Inddentr niduld be related in the fame Order that 
they are fuppofcd to have been tran(a6led. But ia Worka 
«f the flbove^mentioned kind, there is nv more Reafoa 
-that fuch Order (hould be obf^rved, than that an Oratioa 
fhould be as methodical as an Hiftory. I think it faffici- 
^cfit that tbc great Hints, fuggefied from the Subjedk, be 
fo difpofed, tliat the firft may naturally prepare the Rea- 
dtrr for what follows, and fb on ; and that their Places 
•cannot be changed without Difadvafttage to the wfaofe* 
I' will add furtijcr, that fometimes gentle Deviations, 
fometimes bold and even abrupt Digreflions, where the 
Dignity of the Subjc£l fecms to give the Impulfe, are 
Proofs of a noble Genius ; as winding about and return- 
ing artfully to the main Deiign, are Marks of Addreis and 
Dexterity. 

ANOTHER Artifice made u& of by Pretenders to 
Criticifm, is an Iniiauatton, That all that is good is horrvw* 
^from the Ancmts, This is very common m the Mouths 
of Pedants, and perhaps in their Hearts too; but '\% often 
urged by Men of no great Learning, for Rea(bns very 
obvious. Now Nature leing dill the fame, it \s impo(^ 
iible for any Modern Writer to paint her otherwifc than 
the Ancients have done. If, for Example, I were to de- 
fcribe the General's Horfe at the Battle of Blenheim, as my 
Fancy repreftnted fuch a noble Deaft, and that Defcripti- 
on (hould refemble what Virgil hath drawn for the Horie 
of his Hero, it would be aimoft as ilUaatured to ui^ 
that I had ftoien my Defcription from Virgd, as to re- 
proach the Duke of Mtsrlkorongh for fighting only like 
JBneas. All that the moft exquilite Judgment can per- 
form is, out of that great Variety of Circumftances, 
wherein natural Obje^s may be coniidered, to {cU€t the 
tnoft beautiful ; and to place Images in fuch Views and 
Lights, as will afiFe6i the Fancy after the moil delightful 
manner. But over and above a juft Painting of Nature^ 
a learned Reader will find a new Beauty Superadded in a* 
happy Imitation of ibme kmous Ancient, as it revives ia 
his Mind the Pleafure he took in his firft reading fuch aa 
Author. Such Copyings as tfaefe give that kind of double 
Delight which we perceive whca we look upoa the Chil- 
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dren of a beautiful Couple; where the Eye is not more 
chirm*d with the Symmetry of the Parts, than the 
Mind by obfcrving the Refemblance tranfmitted from Pa- 
rents to their O^fpring, and the mingled Features of the 
Father and the Mother. The Phrafes of Holy Writ, and 
Allufioos td ieveral Paiges in the Inspired Writings, 
(though not produced as Proofs of Dodrine) add Majeftjr 
and Authority to the nobleft Dilcourfes af the Pulpit : In 
like maaner an Imitation of the Air of H^mer and Vir£ii 
raiies the Dignity of Modern Poetry, and makes it ap. 
pear fiat^ly and venerable. 

THE lad Obfervatiosi I fhall make at prefeat in upon 
the Difgud taken by thofe Criticks, who put on their 
Cloaths prettily, and diilike every thing that is not writ- 
ten wiih Eafi* I hereby therefore give the genteel part of 
the learned World to underftand, that every Thoughc 
which ia a^eable to Nature, and CKpareft in Language 
fuitable to it, is written with Eafe. There are fome 
Things which muft be written with Strength, which nc- 
verthelefe ate ea(ie. The Statue of the QlndiMor, though 
repreTented in fuch aPofture as drains e?ery Mufcle, h as 
eaue as that ofVentis; becaufe the one exprefles Strength 
and Fmy as aaturally as the other doth Beauty and Soft- 
ne& The PaiTions are fometimes to be rouz^rd, as wdl 
as the Fancy to he entertained j and the Soul to be exalt- 
ed and enlarged, as well as foorhod. This often requires 
a raifcd and &uratiye Stile; whici Readers of low Appre- 
htnfions, or ioft and languid EH^ofitions (having heard of 
the W«rds >F/j^» and Bombafi) are apt to rcjed as ftiff 
and aHe^d Language. But Nature and Reafon appoint 
different Garbs tor different Things; and fxnce I write 
this to the Men of Drcis, I will ask them if a Soldier, 
who is to mount a Breach, (hould be adprned like a Beau, 
who is fpruced up for a Ball?

TH E Reader has had fbme Account of the whole 
Family of the Lizardsy except the younger Sons- 
Theie are the Branches which ordinarily fpread 
themielves, when they happen to be hopeful, into other 
Modes, and new Generations, as honourable, ' numerous, 
and wealthy, as thofe from whence they are derived. 
For this Reafi>n it is, that a very peculiar Regard is to 
be had to their Education: ' 

YOUNG Men, when they are good for any thin|, 
and left to their own Inclinations, d^ight either m thole 
Accompliihments we call their Exerci&, in the Sports of 
the Field, or in Letters. Mr. Thomas, the fecond Son, 
does not follow any of thefe with too deejp an Attention,- 
but took to each of them enough neve/ to appear Un- 
graceful or Ignorant. This general Inclination makes him 
the more agreeable, and faves him from the Imputation 
of Pedantry. His Gurriage is {b eade, that he is accepta- 
ble to all with whom he converfesj he generally falls in 
with the Inclination of his Company, is never afluming, 
or prefers himfelf to others. Thus he always gains Fa- 
vour without Envy, and has every Man's good Wiihes. 
It is remarkable, that from his Birth to this Day, thoueh 
he is now Four and Twenty, I do not remember that he 
has ever hid a Debate with any of his Play-fellows or 
Friends. 

HIS Thoughts, and prefent Applications, are to get 
into a Court-life; for which, indeed, I cannot but think 
him peculiarly formed. For he has joined to this Com- 
placency of Manners a great natural Sagacity, and can 
ycry well diftinguifh between Things awi Appearances. 

That 
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That way of t^ife, wherein all Men are Rivali, deminds 
great Circumfpe^Hon to avoid Controverfiesarifing from 
different iBtereds; but he who is by Nature of a iexible 
Temper has his Work half done. I have been particularly 
pleafed with kis Behaviour towards Women j he has the 
Skill, in their Converfation, to convcrfe with them as a 
Man would with thofe from whom he might have £x- 
pedations, but without making Requefls. 1 don't know 
that I ever heard him make what they callaComplimenf^ 
or be particular in hisAddrefs to any Ladyj and yet I ne- 
ver heard any Woman fpeak of him but with a peculiar 
Regard. I believe he has been often beloved, but know 
not that he was ever yet a Lover. The great Secret a- 
mong them is to be amiable without DeHgn. He has a 
voluble Speech, a vacant Countenance, and eafie A^ion, 
which rcprelents the Fad which he is relating with great- 
er Delight than it would have been to have been prefent 
at the Tranfadiion he recounts. For you fee it only your 
ow^n way by the bare Narration, but have the additional 
Pleafure of his Senfe of it by h s manner of reprefenring 
it. There are mixed in his Talk fb many pleafant Iro- 
nies, that Things which deferve the feverell Language are 
made Ridiculous inflead of Odious, and you fee every 
thing in the mod good-natur'd Afpe^fl it can bear. It is 
wonderfully entertaining to me to hear him fo exquiiitelf 
pleafant, and never fay an ill-natured thing. He is with 
9II his Acquaintance the Perfbn generally choien to recon- 
cile any Difference, and if it be capable of Accommodation, 
TomLizArdx^ an unexceptionable R^er^e. It has happened 
to him more than onco, that he has been employed by 
each Oppofite in a private manner, to feel the Pulfe of 
the Adverfary; and when each has propofed the £>eciiioa 
ofthe matter by any whom the other (hould name, he 
has taken hold of the Occafion, and put on tht Autihority 
affigned by them both, fo feafooably, that they have be- 

fan a new Correfpondence with each other, torrified by 
is Friendfhip, to whom they both owe the Value they 
have for one another,' and confequently confer a greater 
meafure of their good Will upon the Interpofer. i muft 
repeat, that above all, my voung Man is excellent atraiiing 
the Sd))e£t on which he ipeaks, and cafting a Light upon 
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it more .agreeable to his Company, than they thought 
the SubjeS was capable of. He avoids all Emotion and 
Violence, and never is warm but on an affe^onate occt^ 
iion. Gentlcnefs is what pecuh'arly diftinguilhes htm 
from other Men, and it runs through all his Words aild 
Actions. 

Mr. William^ the next Brother, is not of this fmooth 
Make, nor fo ready to accommodate himfelf to the Ho- 
fnours and Inclinations of other Men, but to weigh what 
pafles with fome Severity. He is ever ftarching into the 
Rrft Springs and Caufes of any Aftion or Circumftance, 
infbmuch, that if it were not to be cxpedied that Experi- 
tcncc and Cqnvcrfation would allay that Humour, it muft 
inevitably turn him to Ridicule. But it is not proper to 
break in upon an inquifitive Temper, that is of ufc to 
him in the way of Life which he propofes to himfclf to 
wit, the Study of the Law, and the endeavour to arrive 
at a Faculty in Pleading. I have been ytry careful to kUl 
in him any Pretenfions to follow Men already ertiinent^ 
any further than as their Succefs is an Encouragement ; 
but make it my Endeavour to cherilh, in the principal and 
firft Place, his eager Purfuit of folid Knowledge in his 
Frofcflion : For I think that clear Conception will pro- 
dace clear Expreflion, and clear ExprclGfion proper A£lioil« 
1 nCATcr faw a Man fpeak very well, where I could not 
apparently obferve this, and it (hall be a Maxim with me 
till 1 fee an Infiance to the contrary. When young and 
unexperienced Men take any particular Perfon for then: 
Pattern, they are apt to imitate them in fuch Things, ta 
^hich their want of Knowledge makes them attribute 
Succefs, and not to the real Caufes of it. Thus one may 
have aa Air, which proceeds from a jufl Sufficiency and 
Knowledge of the Matter before him, which may natu- 
rally produce fome Motion of his Head and Body, which 
might become the Bench better than the Bar. How pain- 
fully wrong would this be in a Youth at his firft Appear- 
amce, when it is not well even from the Sergeant of the 
greareft Weight and Dignity. But I will, at this timc^ 
with an Hint only of his Way of Lift, leave Mr. WtUsmth 
at his Study ia the Tw9fk.

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THE Yoongcft Son, Mr. fthn, is now in the Twen- 
tieth Tear of his \%t^ and has had the good Fortune and 
Honour to be chofen laft Elc^ion Fellow of jilt-Scids 
College iri^ Oxford. He is very graceful in his Perfon ; 
has Height. Strength, Vigour, and a certain Chcarfulnefs 
and Serenity that creates a fort of Loye. whicli People at 
fird Sight obferve is ripening into Efleem* He has a Sub- 
lime Vein in Poetry, and a warm manner in recom- 
meading, cither in Speech or Writing, whatever he has 
earneflly at Heart. This excellent young l^an bat de- 
voted himfeif to the Service of his Creator} and with an 
Aptitude to every agreeable Qualiry, and every happy 
Talent, that coula make a Man (hine in a Court, or com- 
mand in a Camp, he is rcfolved to go into Holy Orders*. 
He is infpired with a true Senfc of that Fun6Hon, when 
chofen trom a Regard to the Inrerefts of Piety and Vir- 
tue, and a Scorn of whatever Men call Great in a trnnfi- 
tory Being, when it comes in Competition with what is 
llnchangeable and Eternal. Whatever Men would under- 
take fiom aPa0ion to Glory, whatever they would do 
for the Service of their Country, this Youth has a Mind 
prepared to atchieve for the Salvation of Souls. What gives 
me great Hopes that he will one Day make an extraordi- 
nary Figure in the Chriftian World, is, that his Invention,,

1 have faid, in a foregoing Paper, that every Thought 
which is agreeable to Nature- and expreifed in a Lan- 
guage fuitaole to it, is written with Eafe ^ which I offe- 
red in anfwer to thofe who ask for Eafe in all kinds of 
Poetry -, and it is fo far true, as it llates the Notion of ea- 
fie Writing in general, as that it is oppofed to what is 
forced or affe£lcd« But as there is an eafie Mien, an eafie 
^Vefs, peculiarly fo called i fo there is an cafie fort of Po- 

. ctry. 
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ttTj. In order to write eafily, it is oeceflary in the firft 
place to think eafilf. Now, according to dificrent Sub- 
jeAs, Men think difiercntly; Anger, Fury, and the rough 
Padjons, a>vaken ftrong Thoughts: Glory, Grandeur, 
Power, raife great Thoughts : Love, MelanchoJly, So^ 
litude, and whatever gendy touches the Soul, infpires ea- 
fie Thoughts. 

F the Thoughts fuggefted by theie gentle Subje^s, 
there are fomc which may be fet ofif by Style and Orna- 
ment : Others there are, which the more (imply they 
are conceived, and the more clearly they are cxprcflcd, 
give the Soul proportionably the more pleafiiig Emotions. 
The Figures of Stile added to them (erve only to hide a 
Beauty, however gracefully they are put on, and are 
thrown away like Paint upon a fine Complexion. But 
here not only Livelinefs of Fancy is requiflte to exhibit a 
great Variety of Images i but alio Nicenefs of Judgment 
to cull out thofe, which, without the Advantage of Fo- 
reign Art, will fhine by their own intrinfick Beauty. By 
thele meacs, whatfoever ieems to demand Labour being 
rejected, that only which appears to be ealie and natural 
will come in j and fo Art will be hid by Art, which is 
the Perfection of eafie Writing. 

1 will flippofe an Author to be really pofTefled with the 
Pailion which he writes upon, and then we (hall fee how 
he Would acquit himfclt. This I take to be the fafeft 
Way to form a Judgment of him j fince if he be not 
truly moved, he muft at lead work up his Imagination 
as near as pofTible to refemble Reality. I chute to in- 
itance in Love, which is ohferved to have produced the 
mod Rnifhed Performances in this Kind. A Lover will 
be full of Sincerity, that he may be believed by his Mi- 
ftrefsj he will therefore think (imply, he willexprcfs 
himfelf perfpicuoufly, that he may not perplex her j he 
will therefore write unaflPe^ledly. Deep Refledilions are 
made by an Head undifiurbed $ and Points of Wit and 
Fancy are the Work of an Heart at Eafe: Thefc two 
Dangers then, into which Poets are apt to run, are effe- 
^ually removed out of the Lover's Way. The £elc&\ng . 
proper Circum(hnces, and placing tnem in agreeable 
Lights, are the fined Secrets of all Poetry^ but the Re*^ 

collcftion 
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coUedion of little Circum^nces is tke Lover's ible Medi- 
tation, aod relating them pleafii^l/ the Bufinefs of his- 
Life. Accordingly we find that the mofl celebrated Au- 
thors of this Rank excel ia Love Verfes. Out of teitv 
thoU(and Inftances lihalt name one, which I chink the^7 
moil delicate and tender I ever iaw*.

FROM what I have advanced it appears, how diifi* 
cult it is to write cafily. But when cafie Writings fall 
into the Hands of an ordinary Reader, they appear to him* 
fb natural and unlaboured, that he immediately relblves 
to write, and fancies that all he hath to do is to take na- 
Fains. Thus he thinks indeed (imply, but the Thoughts, 
not being choTen with Judgment, are not beautiful > he,, 
it is true, exprefles himfelf plainly, but flatly withal. A- 
gain, if a Man of Vivacity takes it in his Head to write 
tn^s way, what Self-denial muft he undergo, when bright. 
Points of Wit occur to his Fancy ? How difficult will he 
find it to rcjeft florid Phrafcs, and pretty Embellifliment*- 
of Stile? So true it is, that Simplicity of all things is the 
hardefl to be copied, and Safe to be acquired with the 
greatcft Labour. Our Family knows very well how ill 
Lady Flam^ looked, when Ihe imitated Mrs* yane in a 
plain Black Suit. And, I remember, when Frank Courtly, 
was faying the other Day, that any Man might write ea,- 
ik, I only ask'd him, If he thought it pofllble that Squire 
Hawthorn fliould ever come into a Room as he did ? Ht 
made me a very handfome Bow,, and aniwered with a 
Smile, Mr. Ironftde, you havi convince J mt, 

I fhall conclude this Paper, by ob£erving that PaJUral. 
Poetry, which is the mofl confiderable kind of eaiie Wri- 
ting, hath the ofteneft been attempted with ill Succels of 
any fort whatfoever.

Only allow me, in ray own Ekfence^ to Qlj, that 
I do not remember ever to have met with any Piece 
of Critxcifm upon this Subjeftj fo that if I err, or feem 
lingular in my Opinions, you will be the more at Li- 
berty to dififer from them, fince I do not pretend to 
fupport them by any Authority. 
* 1 N all Ages, and in every Nation, where Poetry has 
been ia Famion, the Tribe of Sonneteers have been ve- 
ry numerous. Every pert young Fellow that has a ro- 
ving Fancy, and the leafl jingle of Verfe in his Head, 
(cts up for a Writer of Songs, and refblves to immor- 
talize his Bottle or his Midrefs. What a World of in- 
fipid Produdions in this kind have we been petered 
with fince the RevoUition, to eo no higher? This, no 
doubt, proceeds in a great meafure from not forming 
a right Judgment of the Na^ture of thefe little Compo- 
sitions. It 15 true, they do not require an Elevation of 
Thought, nor any extraordinary Capacity, nor an cx- 
* tcnfive Kiiowledgcj but then they demand great R^u- 
[ larity, and the utmoft Nicety j an exadt Purity of Stile, 

• with 
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with the taoft eafic and flowing Numbers; an elegat>t 
and unafFe(fted Turn of Wic, wi^h one uniform and- 
fimplc Dffign. Greater Works emnot well be with- 
out fbme. Inequalities and Overfights, and they are in 
them pardonable but a Sonp lofes all its Luftre if itr 
be not polifhed with the greateft Accuracy. The fmall- 
eft Blemifh in it, like a Fla^v in a Jewel, takes off the 
whole Value of it. A Song i% gs it were, a lirde Image- 
in Eanamel, that reqaires all the nice Touches of the 
Pencil, a Glois and a Sraoothne/s, with thofe delicate- 
finifhing Stroaks, which would be fuperfluous and 
thrown away upon larger Figures, where the Strcngtk 
and Boldnefs of a MaHerly Hand gives all the Grace. 
• SINCE you may have recourfe to the 'French and 
'EngUJh Trandations, you will not accuie me cA Pedan- 
try, when I tell you that Sappho, Jniureon, and Horace- 
*• in fome of his fliortcr Lyricks, are the Compleateft Mo* 
dels of little Odes or Sonnets. You will find them ge- 
nerally purfuing a finglc Thought in their Songs, whicli 
is driven to a Point, without thofe Interruptions and 
Deviations fo frequent in the Modern Writers of this 
Order. To do Juftice ro the Wrench, there is no living: 
Language that abounds fb much in good Songs. Tha 
Genius of the People, and. the Idiom of rfwir Tongue, 
feems adapted to Cdmpofitions of this fort. Our Wri* 
ters generally crbv^d into one Song Materials enougb. 
for feveralj and fo they ftarve every Thought, by en- 
deavouring to nurfc up more than one at a time. The/ 
give you a String of imperfe£l Sonnets, inftead of one- 
fini{hed Piece, whHitts a fault Mr. Waller (whofe Beau- 
ties cannot be t'^.o mdch admired) fomerimes falls in- 
to. But, of all our Countrymen, none are more dcfe- 
^ive in their Songs, through a Redundancy of Wit, 
than Dr. Dorme and Mr. Cowley, In them one Point of; 
Wit flaihes fo faft upon another, that the Reader's At- 
tention is dazled by the continual fparkltng of their I-. 
magination^ you find a new Defign ftarted almoftin, 
every Line, and you come to the end, without thcSa- 
tisfadion of feeing any one of them executed. 
' A Song fhould be condudled like an Epigram; and 
tb? only Difference between them is^^ that xbc <me does

IF it were poflible to bear up agaioft the Force of Ri- 
dicule, which Fa(hion has brought upon People for 
acknowledging a Veneration for ,the mdft Sacred 
things, a Man might fay that the time wp now are in is 
fet apart for HumiHation ^ and all our Addons (bould at 
prefent more particularly tend that way. I fcmcmbcr 
about thirty Years ago an eminent Divine, who was alio 
moft exadily well-bred, told his Ck>ngregation at White- 
HmU, That if they did not vouchfafe to give their Lives 
a new Turn, they muft certainly go to a Place which he 
did not think fit to name in that Courtly Audience. It's 
with me as with that Gentleman ; I would, if poflible, 
rcprefcnt the Errors of life, efpecially thofe arifing from 
what we call Gallantry, in fuch a manner as the People 
of Pleafure mav read me. In this cafe I muft not be 
rough to Gentlemen and Ladies, but {peak of Sin as a 
Gentleman. It might not perhaps be amifs, if therefore 
I fhould call my prefent Precaution a Criticifm ufon Fw- 
nicatim\ and by reprefenting the unjuft Tafle they have 
who afFe£l that way of Pleafure, bring a Diftaflie upon it 
among all thofe who are judicious in their Satisfadions. 
I will be bold then to lay down for a Rule, That he who 
follows this kind of. Gratification, gives up much greater 
delight by purfuing it, than he can pbdibly enjoy from 
it« As to the Common Women and the Stews, there is 
no one but will allow this Affertion at iirft fight \ but if 
it will appear, that they who deal with thofe of the Sex 
who are lefs profligate defcend to greater BafeneHes than 
if they frequented Brothels, it fhould, methinks, bring 
this Iniquity under fbme. Dlfcountenance. The Rske, 
who without fenfeof Charadter or Decency « walloivsand 
ranges in common Houfes, is guilty no further than of 

proftitutiog 
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proftiruting himfelf , and expodng his Health to Dileafes > 
hut the Man of Gallantry cannot purfue his Pleafures 
wifhoat Treachery to feme Man he ought to love, and 
making deipicable the Woman he admires. To live in a 
continual Deceit, to refled upon the Difhononr you do 
ibme Husband, Father or Brother, who does not deierve 
this of you, and whom you would deftroydid you know 
they did the like towards you, are Circuroftances which 
pall the Appetite, and give a Man of any Senfe of Ho- 
nour very painful Mortification. What more need be (aid 
a^ainft a Genrleman's Delight, than that he himfelf thinki 
himfeH a bale Man in punuing it? When it is thoroughly 
coniidered, he gives up his very .Being as a Man of In- 
tegrity, who commences Gallant. Let him or her who 
is ^ilty this way but weigh the matter a little, and the 
Cnminal will find that thofe whom they moft efteemed 
are of a iudden become the moft dilagreeable Compani" 
on&i nay, their good Qualities are grown odious and pain- 
ful. It is faid. People who have the Plague have a De« 
l^ht in communicating the Infe^ion^^ in like manner, 
the Senfe of Shame, which js never wholly overcome, 
inclines the Guilty this way to contribute to theDeftru^i- 
pn of others. And Women are pleafed to introduce more 
Wqmen into' the fame Condition, tho' they can have no 
other Satisfadion from it, than that the Infamy is (hared 
among greater Numbers, which they flatter themfelves 
eaies the burthen of each particular Pcrfbn. 

IT is a m^A melancholy Goniideration, that for mo- 
mentary Sen^icions of joy, obtained by health, Men are 
forced into a conflraint of all their. Words and A^kions in- 
the general and ordinary Occurrences of Life. It is an 
Impoffibility in this caic to be faithful to one Perfon, 
'Without being falfe to all the reft of the World : The gay 
Fieures in which Poetical Men of looie Nk>rals have pla- 
ced this kind cf (lealrh are but f^ble Confolations, when 
ft Man is enclined to Soliloquy or Meditation upon his paft 
Life^ Flafhes of Wit can promote Joy, but they cannot 
allay Grief. 

DISEASE, Sicknefs and Misfortune are what all 
Men Jiving are liable to, it h therefore ridiculous and mad 
to purfue» inflead of ihunning, what muft add to our 

Anguifk 
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Angufh Oiider Difcafe, Sickncfs or Misfortune. It is pof- 
liUe there may be thofe wkofe Bloods are too warm to 
admit of theie Compun^ions ; if there are fuch, I am 
fure they are laying up Store for them.* But I ha?e better 
hopes of thofe vtrho have not yet erased the Impreflioas 
and Advantages of a good Education and Fortune; they 
may be afliired, that whotutr wholly give themftlvts tip /# 
^ufit will foonfind it thi lea/i. Fattif they are guilty ef, 

IRRECONCILABLE Hatred to thofe they have 
injured, mean Shifts to cover their Offences, Envy and 
Malice to the Innocent, and a fj^eneral Sacrifice of all that 
is Good-natured or Praifc-worthy when it interrupts 
them, will polTefs all their Faculties, and make them utter 
Strangers to the noble Pleafiires which flow from Ho- 
nour and Virtue. H^py are they, who, from the Vifita- 
tion of Sickneis, or any other Accident, are awakened 
from a Courfe which leads to an infenfibility of the grea- 
teft Enjoyments in human Life. 

A Irtnch Author, giving an Account of a vtry agree- 
able Man, in whofe Charader he mingles good Qualitiea 
and Infinnities, rather than Vices and Virtues, tells the 
following Story. 

' OU R Knight, fays he, was pretty much addidedfa 
the moft fafhionable of all Faults. He had a loofe Ro?ue 
for a Lacquey, not a little in his Favour, though he had 
no other Name for him when he fpoke of him but 
^e Kafcd, or to him but Sirr^^h, One Morning when 
he was drefling, Sirrah, fays he, be fure you bring home 
this Evening a pretty Wench. The Fellow was a Per- 
fbn of Diligence and Capacity, and had for feme time 
addreis'd himfelf to a decay'd old Gentlewom^o, who 
had a young Maiden to her Daughter, beauteous as aa 
Angel, not yet iixteen Years of Age. The Mother's 
extream Poverty, and the Infinuations of this Artful 
Lacquey concerning th^ fofc-CHfpofition and Generofity 
of his Mafter, made herconfent to deliver up her Daugh- 
ter. But many were the Intreaties and Reprefentations 
of the Mother to gain her Child's Conient to an Adlion, 
which fhe faid (he abhorred, at the fame time (he exhor- 
ted her CO its but Child, fays (he, can you fee your Mo- 

• tter 
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< tker Jie for Hunger? The Virgin trgaed 00 longer, 
■* but barfting into Tears, faid (he woulagn any where, 
^ The Lacquey conveyed her with great Obfequiou&efi 
' and Secrecy to his Mailer's Lodging, and placed her ia 
^ a commodious Apartment till he came home. The 

* Knight, who knew his Man never failed of bringing 
■* in his Prey, indulged his Genius at a Banquet, and was 

< in high Humour at an Entertainment with Ladies, ex- 
-* pcf^ing to be received in the Evening by one as agreea- 
' ble as the heft of them. When he came home, his 

< Lacquey met him with a fancy and joyful Familiarity, 

* crying out. She is as handfome as an Angel, (for there 

* is no other Simile on thefe Occafions) but the tender 

* Fool has wept 'till her Eyes are fwelled and bloated 4 
' for (he i| a Maid and a Gentlewoman. With that he 
^. conduced his Mailer to the Room where (he was, and 

* retired. The Knight, when he &w her bathed in 

* Tears, faid in fomc Surpriac, Don't you know, young ' 
^ Woman, why you were brought hither? The unhappy 

* Maid fell on her Knees, and with many Interruptions 

' of Sighs and Tears faid to him, 1 know, alas! too well. 

* why I am brought hither 5 my Mother, to get Bread 

* for her and my felf, has fent me to do what yon 
' pleafed i but wou'd it would pleafe Heaven I could die, 

* before I am added to the Number of thofe miferable 

* Wretches who live without Honour! With this Refle- 
' ^ion fhe wept anewi and beat her Bofom. The Knight 
' Pepping back from her, £iid, I am not fb abandoned 

* as to hurt your Innocence againft your Will. 

* T H E Novelty of the Accident furpriz'd him into 

* Virtue i and covering the young Maid with a Cloak, he 

* led her to a Relation's Houfe, to whofe Care he recom- 
' mended her for that Night. The next Morning he 
^'.fcnt for her Mother, and ask'd her if her Daughter was 

* a Maid ? the Mother affured him, that when fhe deli- 

* vered her to his Servant fhe was a Stranger to Man. 

* Are not you then, reply'd the Knight, a wicked Wo- 
man to corttrive the Debauchery of your own Child/ 
She held down her Face with Fear and Shame, and in 

' her Confuiion utter'd fome broken Words concerning 
I her Poverty. Far be it^ faid the Gcuitleman, that you 

* fhould 
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^ ihould relieve your fclf from Want by a much greater 

Evil : Your Daughter is a fine young Creature j do you 

' know of none that, ever fpeke of her for a Wife ? The 

* Mothe? anfsvered. There is an honeft Man in our Neigh- 
' bourhood that loves her, ' who has often faid he would 

* marry her with Two Hundred Pounds. The Knight 
' ordered his Man to reckon out that Sum, with an Ad- 
' dition of Fifty to buy the Bride Cloaths, and Fifty more 
'' as an Help to her Mother. 

I appeal to all the Gallants in Town, Whether poA 
feifing all the Beauties in Gunt Brifain could give half the 
Pleafure, as this young Gentleman had in the Reflexion 
of having relieved a miferable Parent from Guilt and Po- 
verty, an innocent Virgin • from Publick Shame, and be- 
flowing a Virtuous Wife upon an honeft Man ? 

AS all Men who are guilty this way have not Fortunes 
or Opportunities for their Vices, yet all Men may do 
what is certainly in their Power at this good Seafbn. 
For my Part I don't care how ridiculous the Mention of 
it may be, provided 1 hear it has any good Confequence 
upon the Wretched, that I recommend the mod aban- 
doned and miferable of Mankind to the Charity of all ia 
profperous Conditions under the iame Guilt with thoie 
Wretches. The Lock Hofpital in Kenl-ftreet, Sotstkwark, 
for Men, that in Kingjl/ind for Women, is a Receptacle 
for all Sufferers jnangled by this Iniquity. Penitents 
(hould in their own Hearts take upon them all the Shame 
and Sorrow they have efcaped ^ and it would become 
them to make an Oblation for tkeir Crimes, by Charity 
to thofc upon whom Vice appears in that utmoft Mifery 
and Deformity j which they themfelves are free from by 
their better Fortune, rather than greater Innocence* It 
would quicken oyr Companion in this Cafe, if we con « 
fidered there may be Objects there, who would now 
move Horror and Loathing, that we have once embraced 
with Tranfportj and as we are Men of Honour (for I 
muft not fpeak as we are Chriftians) let us not defert our 
Frieni for the Lofs of their Nofes. 
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THE Profpea of Death is fo gloomy tnd ^ifmai; | 

that if it were confbmly before our Eyes, it would 
imfafttter all the Sweets of L^fe. The gracious Au* 
thor of our Being hath therefore fo formed us, that we 
are capable of many pleafing Seafatioat and Refle£Hoiif, 
and meet with fo many Amufements and Solicitudes, as 
divert our Thoughts from dwelling upon an Evil, which, 
by Reafon of its fteming Diftance, makes but languid 
Impredibns upon the Mind. But how diftant foever the 
Time of our Death may he, (hicc it is certain that we 
muft die, it is necefTary to allot fome Portion of our Life 
to coniider the End ot jt$ and it is highly convenient to 
fix ibiael9ated Times to meditate upon the final Period of 
our Exigence here. The Principle of Self Love, as we 
are Men, will make us enquire, what is like to become 
of us after our DifTolation ? and our Confcience, as we 
are Chri^lans, will inform us, that according to the Good 
or Evil of our Adiens here, we fhali be tranflated to the 
Maafions of eternal Blifs or Mifery. When this is fcri- 
riouily weighed, we muft think it Madnefs to be unpre* 
pared againg that black Moment j but when we reke£i 
that perhaps that black Moment may be to Night, how 
watchful ought we to be! 

1 was wonderfully affe^ed with aDifcourfe I had 
lately with a Clergyman of my Acquaintance upon this 
Head, which was to this £f)e«: ' The Conlia^ration,

O F all the Profcffions of Men, a -Soldier's chiefly (houki 
put him upon this religious Vigilance. His Duty expofcs 

.^Im to fuch Ha2ards, that the-£vil which to Men in o- 

. ther Stations may -(eeci far diftant, to him is inftaut, and 
ever before his Lyes. The Confideration, that what Men 
in a Partial • Life purchafe is gained with Danger and 
Labour, and muft. perhaps be parted with very ipeedily, 
is the Caufeof much Licenfe and Riot. As moreover it 
is neceflary to keep up the Spirits of thoie who are to 

rencounter tfccvmoft terrible Dangers, O^cnccs of this Na- 
ture meet with great Indulgence. But there is a Courage 
tetter founded than this Animal Fury. The fecret Aflft- 
ranae,-that all is right within, that if, he falls in Battel he 
•will the more fpeediiy be crown'd with true Glory, will 
add Strength to a Warrior's Arm, and Intrepidity to his

IT was prettily obferved by fbme body concerning the 
great Vices* that there are three wkich give Pleafure, 
as CovetoufflefsiGIattsnyaod LuA^ one* which taftef 
of nothing but Paift, as Envy j the reft hare a Mixture 
of Pleafure and Pain, as Anger and Pride* But when a 
Man confiders the State of his own Mind, about which 
every Member of the ChriAian World is- fuppofed at thia 
time to be employed, he will find that the bed Defence 
againft Vice is preferviug tbe'worthieft Part of his own 
Spirit pure irotn any great Ofidnce againft it. There is a 
Magnanimity which makes us look upon our felves with 
Di^aia, after we have been betray'd by fudden Defire, 
Opportunity of Gain, the Abience of a Pcrfon who ex- 
cels us, the Fault of a Servant, or the ill Fortune of an 
Adverfary, into the Gratification of Luft, Covetoufnefs, 
''Envy* Rage or Pride; when the more fublioie Fart of 
our Souls It kept alive, and we have not repeated lofir* 
mities till they are become vicious Habits. 

THE Vice of Covetoufnefs is what enters deepefl into 
the Soul of any other; and you may have ieen Men, o- 
therwiie the nioA afpeeable Creatures in the World, £o 
ieized with the i)eiire of being richer, that they (hall 
fiartle at indifiFcrent thingis, an^ live in a cootinual Guard 
and Wa&h over themfelves frwn a remote Fear of Ex* 
pence. No pioua Mski can be io circumfpe^l in the Care 
of his Coafcience, as^ the covetous Man is in that of hit 
Rocket, 
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I F a Man would preserve his owa Spirit,- and his na-> 
tural Approbation of higher and more worthy Purfuits, 
he could never fall into this Littlenefs, but his Mind^ 
would be ilill open to Honour and Virtue, in fpite of In- 
jfirmlties and Relapfes. But what extremely difcourages 
xne in, my Precautions as a G u a r di'a n is, that there if 
an univerfal Defection from the Admiration of Virtue. 
Riches and outward Splendor have taken up the Place oi 
it; and no Man thinks he is mean, if he is not poor. 
But alas! this defpicable Spirit debafes our very Being, and' 
makes our Paflions.take a new Turn from thdr natural 
Beat. 

1 T was a Caufc of great Sorrow and Melancholy to 
nie fome Nights ago at a Play, to fco a Crowd in the 
Habits of the Gentry of-E»j//w^ftupid to the nobleft Sen^. 
timents we have* The Circumftance happened in the 
Scene of Drftrcfs betwixt P/Vncyvand Anns Bmen: One of 
the Gentinels who ftoodon the Stage, to prevent the Di£, 
orders which the raoft unmanly Race of young Men that 
ever wore (cen in any Age frequently raife m Publick A^ 
£:fnblies, upon Fiercy*s beaching tOL.be heard, burfl inta 
Tears; upon which the greater Part ot the Audience fell, 
into a loud and- ignorant Laughter; which others, who 
tnrere touched with* the^ fiberal' Compailion in- the poor 
Fellow, could hardly (upprefs by their clapping. But the 
Man, withoi^ the lea(l Confiiiion or Shame in his Coun- 
tenance for what had happened,- wiped away the Tears^ 
and was ftill intent upon the Play. The Diftrefs dill ri- 
£ng^ the Soldier was fo much moved, that he was ob- 
liged to ttwn his Face from the Audience, to their no 
fmall Merriment. Fiercyrhstd the Gallantry to take No* 
rice of his honeft Heart; and, as I am told, gave him a 
Crown to help him in his AflUdion. It is certain this 
poor Fellows, in his humble Condition, had fuch a lively^ 
CompaiTion as a Soul unwedded to the World ; were ic 
other wiiej gay Lights and DrefTes, with. Appearances of 
People ot FaOtion and Wealth, to, which his Fortune 
could not be tamiliar, would have taken up^ all his Atten- 
tion and Admiration.

ALL Gallantry and Fafliion, one would imagine, 
ihould rife out of the Rcli^on and Laws of that 
Nation wherein they prevail j but alas! in this 
Kingdom, gay Chara^ers, and thofe which lead in the 
Pleafure and Inclinations of the fafliionable World, are 
fuch as are readied to pradife Crimes the moft abhorrent 
tot Nature, and contradidory to our Faith. A Chridian 
and a Gtntleman are made iaconfiftent Appellations <^f the 
fame Perfonj you are not to expedl eternal Life, if you 
do not forgive Injuries, and your mortal life is uncom- 
fiwtable, if you arc not ready to commit a Murder, ta 
RefcDCment for an Affi-ont: For good Senfe as -well as 

Religion 
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'Ile£gi0ii is fb tttterlf bamfhed the Weiid, tliat Men glory 
iff rlitfir very Paffions, am) purfte Trifles with the utmoft 
Vengeaacc; fo little do they know that to Forgive is the 
naft archxotis Pitch haman Nature can arrive at : A Cow- 
ard has ofteii Fought, a Coward has often Conqaercd, 
but a Coward never Fargdve. The Power pf doing that 
fiows from a Strength of Seal confcious of its own 
Force, whence it draws a certain Safety, which its Ene- 
my is not of Con^ratfon enough to interrupt; for 'tft 
peculiar in the Make of a'brave Man, to hare his Friends 
ieem much above him, his Enemies much below him. 

YET though the Kcglfed of our Enemies may, fo in* 
tenfe a Forgivencfs as the Love of them is not to be in 
the lead accounted for by the Force of Conditucion, but 
is a more fpiritual and refined Moral, introduced by him 
who dyed for thofe that pcrlccuted himi yet very juflly 
delivered to us, when we confider oar (elves Offenders, 
and to be forgiven on the rcaibnable Terms of Forgi- 
ving; for who can ask what he will not beftow? Bfpc- 
C'ally when that Gift is attended with a Redemption 
from the cruellcft Slavery to the moft acceptable Free- 
dom : For when the Mind is in Contemplation of Re- 
venge, all its Thoughts muft furely be tortured with the 
alternate Piangs of Rancour, Envy, Hatred, and Indignati- 
on; and they who profefs a Sweet in the Enjoyment of 
it, certainly never felt the confommatc Blifs of Reconcili- 
ation : At fach an Infbnt the falfe Ideas we received un- 
r.:vcl, and thff Shinefs, the DiftrufV, the fecrec Scorns, and 
all the bafe Satisfailions Men had in each others Faults 
and Misfortunes, are difpelled, and their ^ouls appear in 
their native Wlritencfs, without the Icaft Streak of that 
Malice or Diftafte which fuUied them : And perhaps thofe 
very Actions, which (when we looked at them in the 
cblique Glance with which Hatred doth always fee 
things) were Horrid and Odious, when obferved with 
boneft and open Eyes, arc Beauteous and Ornamental 

BUT if Men arc avcrfe to us in the moft violent De- ' 
g^ee, ztid^e can never bring them to an amicable Tem- 
per, ^11 indeed we arc to exert an obftihate Oppofition 
t<rthem ; and never let the Malice of our Enemies have 
ft effi^ual an Advaatage over us, as to cfcapc our good 
^ • Ef ' V/iU: 
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.Will: For the negle^d and defpifed Tenets of Religion 
are fo Generous, and in fo Tranfcendent and Heroick-^a 
manner difpofcd for publkkGood, that 'tis not in a Man's' 
Pov^er to avoid their Influence; for the Chriftian is a^ 
much inclined to your Service when your Enemy, as the- 
moral Man when your Ericnd. 

BUT the Followers of a Crucified Saviour muft root 
but of their Hearts all Senfe that there is any thing great 
and noble in Pride or Haughtinefs of Spirit ; 3^t it will 
be very difficult to fix that Idea in our Souls^ except we 
can think as worthily of our lelves, when we pra^ife 
the contrary Virtues j we mud learn and be eoavineed; 
that there is fomething; Sublime and Heroic in true Meek« 
uefs and Humility, for they arife from a great, not a 
groveling Idea of Things; for as certainly as Pride pro- 
ceeds from a mean and narrow View of the little Advan- 
tages about a Man's felf, fb Meekneis is founded on the 
extended Contemplation of the Place we bear in the U- 
niverfe, and a jud Obfervation how little, how empty, 
how wavering are our deepefi: Refolves and Councils. 
And as (to a well taught Mind) when you've faid ao 
haughtj and proud Man, you have fpoke a narrow Con-*. 
cepticia, little Spirit, and defpicable Carriage; fo whea 
you have faid a Man's meek and humble, you have ac* 
quainted us that fuch a Perfon has arrived at the harde^ 
"Task in the World, in an univerfal Obfervation round 
him, to be quick to fee his own Faults, and other Mcns- 
Virtues, and at the height of pardoning every Man foonec- 
than him felf J you have alfo given us to underftand, that, 
to treat \nm kindly, fincerely, and refpeftfully* is but a 
meer Jufiicc to him that is ready to do us- the-iame Of-, 
ficcs. This Temper of Soul keeps us always awake to a 
juft Senfc of Things, teaches us that wc are as well, a- 
kin to Worms as to Angels ; and as nothing is above 
thefe, fo is nothing below thofc. It keeps our Undcr- 
ftandii^g .i;ight about us, fo that all things appear to us, 
great or little, as they are in Kature and the Sight of' 
Heaven, not as they arc gilded or fuUied by Accident or 
Fortune. 

i T were to be wifhed that all Men of Scnfe would 

think it worth tlieir while to rcflcft upon the Dignity of 

"^ ~ " ^ Chriftian 
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Giiriftuui Virtues, it would pofliblf enlarge their Sods- 
into fuch a Coatempt of what Fafhion and Prejudice have 
niade honourable, that their Duty, IncUaation and Ho- 
nour would tend the (ame way, and make all their *" 
lAvts aa uniform A&, of Religion and Virtue. 

A S to the great Cataftrophe of this Day, on which the 
Mediator of the World fufrered the greateft Indignities 
and Death it felf for th's Salvation of Mankind, it would 
be worth Gentlemens Coofideration^ whether from his - 
Example it would not be proper to kill all Inclinations to - 
Revenge; and examine whether it would not be expedi- 
ent to receife new Notions of what is Great and Ho-^ * 
nourable. 

THIS is neceflTary againft the Day wherein he who 
died ignominioufly for us JhitU defetnd from HttfverrU h* ' 
ottr Judge, in Majefiy Mnd Glory, How will the Man, who 
ihall die by the Sword of Pride and Wrath, and in Gon-«' 
tention with his Brother, appear before^ him, at vhoft'- 
Irofinct JfJmuro JhM he irt an Agony, Mnd the grtn$ and 
gloriom Bodies of Light be ohfcwred \ when the Sun /hall he 
darkned, the Moon turned into Blood, tmd all the Vowers of ' 
Heaven Jhaken ', when the Heavens themfilves /half fafs a* 
way with a great Koife, and the elements diffohe withfer"- 
vent Heati when the Esrth alfo, and all the Works that ate 
.therein /hail he htemt ufi 

WHAT may juftly damp in our- Minds the Diabolic 
cal Madnefsy which prompcs us to decide our petty Ani^ 
molltics by the Has^ard of Eternity, is, that in tlut one 
A^ the Criminal does not only highly offend, but force* 
himfelf into the Prefence of his Judges; that is certainly 
his Cafe who dies in a Duel. I cannot but repeat it. He 
that dies in a Duel- knowingly offends God, and in that 
' very Adlion rufhes into his offended Prefence: Is it pof- 
fible for the Heart of Man to conceive a more terrible 
Image than that of a departed Spirit in thi^^ Condicion ? 
Could we but fuppofe it has juft Ictt its Body, and firuck 
with the terrible Reded^ion, That to avoid the Laughter 
of Fools, and being the By-^ord of Idiots, it has now 
precipitated it felf into the Din of Demons, and the 
iiowling9 of Eternal Defpair, how willingly now would 

it 
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icfuffer the IivifMittcioii of Fear and Cowardice, to have 
one Moment kft not to trennbie in vain ? 

T-HE Scriptures are full of pathetieal and warm Fi- 
bres of the Condition of an happy or mi&rable Futuri- 
ty; and, I am confident, that the frequent reading; of 
tnem would make the waj to an happT Etemiry To a- 
greeable and pSeafant, that he who tries it wiH nnd the

0faa hmm Sin, both from the Light rf Nature mni 
KevtUtim, after having gi?en us the Defiriptioa 
of the Lafl Day out of Holy Writ, has this remarkable

PASTORAL Poetry not only atnufcs the Fancy the 
mbft ddfghtfblly, but is likewifc more indebted to it 
than any other fort whatfocver. It tranfports us in- 
to a kind of Wahy Land, where our Ears arc foothed with 
the Melody of Birds, bleating Flocks, and purhng Streamsj 
our Eyes enchanted with flowery Meadows and fpring- 
ing Greens 5 we are laid under cool Shades, and enter- 
tained with all the Sweets and FVeihnefs of Nature. It 
h a Dream, 'tis a Vidon, wliich wc wiih may be real, 
and wc believe that it is true. 

Mrs. Comdm Lizxrd's Head was fo far turned with 
thefe Imaginations, when wc were laft in the Country 
that flicloft her Reft by liftening to Nightingales j fhe 
kep^a Pair of Turtles cooing in her Chamber, and had a 
tame Lamb running after her up and down the Houfc* 
I ufcd all gentle Methods to bring her to her fclf 5 as ha, 
ving had a Defign heretofore of turning Shepherd my 
fclf, when I read Virgil and Theocritus at Oxford, But as 
my Age and Experience have armed me againdany Temp- 
tation to the Paftoral Life. I can now with the greater 
S^ictj conMct it J and fhall lay down fuch Rules, as 
thofe of my Readers, who have the aforefaid Defen, 
ought to obferve if they would follow the Steps of the 
Shepherds and Shephcrdefles of ancient Times 

I N order to form a right Judgment of piftoral Poe.^ 
try, It will be neceflary to caft back our Eyes on the &.ft 
Ages of the World. For fince that way of Uf^u no^ 
now in Bring w-emuft enquire into the manner of it 
yhen It aaua ly did cxiil. Before Mankind was formed 
into large Societies, or Cities were built and Comm^rZ 
cftabHfh'd, tte Wealth of the World Zm^SZ 
Flocks and Herds, The tending of thrfe, wc find to 

have 
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hkre been the Employment of the firft Princcf , whofe 
i^jeAs were Sheep and Oxefi« ami their Ddminions the 
adjoinifRg Vales. As they fived m great AfHucnce and 
£afe, i^re may prcfame that they enjoyed fuch Pleafitrer 
ais that Cbndttion afforded, free-apd umntemspCed. Their 
msiMwr of Ltfe gave them Vigour of Bcfiy, and Serenity 
of Mind. The Abundance tlwy were pofl^ of Secured 
them from Arari«e, Ambition or Envy^ they could' 
icarce hare any Anxieties or ContcMtions, where every 
one had more than he could teH what to do with. Love 
Midecd might occasion fome Rivalfbips amongft them, be- 
caufe many Lovers fix upon one Obje^, for the LoG of 
which they will be Qtisned with no Compenfation. O* 
tkerwiie it was a State of Eafe, Innocence and Content- 
ment; where Plenty begot Plealii re, and Plcafure begot 
Singing, and Singing begot Poetry, and Poetry begot 
Plea(bre again* 

THUS happy was the firft Race of Men, but rude 
withal and uncultivated For before they could make a- 
By Gonfiderable Progrefs in Arts and Sciences, the Tran- 
quillity of the Rural Life was dcftroycd by turbulent and' 
sfmbitious Spirits j who, having built Cities, raifed Ar- 
mies, and uudied Policies, of Sta'^e. mad© Vafltis of the 
dcfencelefs Shepherds, and rendered that which was be- 
fore ea(ie and unreflrairied, a mean, laborious, miferable* 
Condition. Hence, if we confider the Paftoral Period 
before Learning, we fhall find it unpoliihedj if after, we 
fiiaif find it unpleafanr. 

THE Ufe that I would make of this (hort Review of 
the Country Life (hall be this. An Author, that would 
amule himielf by writing Paftorals, (hould form in his 
Fancy a Rural Scene of perfe^ Eafe and Tranquillity, 
where Innocence, Simplicity, and Joy abound. It is not 
enough' that he writes about the Country ; he mud give 
us what is agreeable in .that Scene, and lede what 19 
Wretched. It is indeed commonly afiittneJ, that Truths 
Weil painted will ceitainly pleafe the Imagination -, but 
it is Ibmetimet convenient not to difcover the whole 
Truth, but that Part which only is delightful. We mud 
ibmetiail^ ^ow only half an Image to the Fancy; which, 
if we difplay in a lirely maoDer, the Mind it fo dexte^ 

• ^ roWly 
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roufly deluded, tbat it doth not readily perceive that the^ 
other half is concealed. Thus in writing Paftoralt, let 
the Tranquillity of that life appear full and plain, but- 
hide theMeanne(sof k; repreuntits Simplicity as clear «» 
you pleaie» but cover its Mifery. I would not hereby be-. 
fo underftood, as if I thought nothing that is irkibme or«> 
unpleaianr Aiould have a Pace in thele Writings ^ I onljr 
mean that this State oi Life ia general ftiould be fiippo^ 
^^reeable. But as there is no C>nditi9n exempt from An-- 
3uety, I will allow Shepherds to be afilided with (uch 
Misfortunes, as the Lois of a favourite Lamb, or a faithle(&- 
Mi(irc(s> He may, -if you picafe, pick a Thorn out of his. 
Foot, or vem his Grief for lofing the Prize in Dancing;^ 
bat the(e being fmall Torments, they recommend tl^t^ 
State which only, produces fuch trifling Evils. Again, I 
would not ieem fo (\n& in my Notions of Innocence and > 
Simplicity, as to deny the Ufe of a little Railing, or the - 
Liberty of Stealing a Kid or a Sheep-book* For theie are 
like wife fuch petty. Eaormicies, that we muft think the. 
Country happy where thele are. the greateft TranfgreOTi^ 
ons. 

WHE N a Reader is placed in iuch a Scene as I have, 
defcribcd, and introduced into fuch Company av I have^. 
cholen, he gives himfelf up to the pleaiing Delufion i* 
and fince every one doth not know bow it comes to pa&^* 
I will venture to tell him why he is pleafcd. 

THE Brfl Rcafon is, becaufe all Mankind loves £aff».' 
Though Ambition and Avarice employ moft Mensk 
Thoughts, they are fuch unealie Habits, that we do not 
indulge them out of Choice, but from iome Ncceflity,; 
peal or imaginary. We &ek Happine/s, in which Eale-. 
is the principal Ingredient, and the End propofed in our - 
moft refltlefs Purfuits is Tranquillity. We arc therefore 
Ibothed and delighted with the Reprefenration of it^ and* 
fancy we partake of the Pleafure. 

A^fecond Rcafon is our Approbation o£ Innocence and 
Simplicity. Human Nature is not fo much depraved, as 
to hinder us from refpeding Goodnefs in others, though. 
we our felves want it. This is the Reafon why we are 
fc much charmed with the pretty Prattle of Children, 
aad even thcExpreffioos of Pleafure or UaeaTmeis infome.*

HAVING already conveyed my Reader into the 
Fairy or Pafloral Land, and informed him what 
. inanncr of Life the Inhabitants of that Regioii 
lead 5 I (ball rn this Day's Paper give him fome Marks; 
whereby he may difcover whether he is impofed upon b^ 
th«(e who pretend to be of that Country j or, in other 
Words, what arc theCbaradJerifticks of a true Arcadian,' 
FROM the foregoing Accouat of the Paftoral Life^ 
we may difcover that Simplicity is ncccfTary in the Cha- 
ncier -of Shepherds. Their Minds muft be fuppefed fo 
rude and uncultivated, that nothing but what is plain 
and unafFcftcd can come from them. Ncverthelefs we 
are not obliged to rcprefcnt them dull and ftupid, fince 
€ne Spirits were undoubtedly in the World before Arts 
were invented to poliHi and adorn them. We may 
therefore introduce Shepherds with good Senfc and even 
with Wit, provided their Manner of Thinking be not too 
fj^Sknt or refiaed» For all Meui, both. the rude and po-> 



ltt< thmkand ooneeive tktngs the £it»e wty (Truth be* 

ing eternally the iame to aH) though thej express them 

very differently. For here lie* the Difference: Men, who 

by long Study and Rxperience have eeduced their Ideas to 

certain Clafles, and confider the general Nature of things 

abdraded from Particulars, expre& their Thoughts after 

a more concife, lively» furpriiisg Manner. Thole wh^ 

have little Experience, or canaot abftra£fc, deliver their 

Sentiments in plain Deicriptians,' by Circumftances, and 

thofe Obfervations, .which either ftrike upon the Senfes* 

or are the firft ^Motions of the Mind.

A third Sign of a Swain is, that fbmething of Religi-' 
on, and even Superflition, is part of his Chara^icr. For 
we find that thoie who have lived eage Lives in theCoun^ 
try, and contemplate the Works of Nature, live in the 
grc^teft Awe of their Author. Nor doth this Humour 
prevail lefs now than of old : Our Peasants as fincerely 
believe the Tales of Goblins and Fairies, as^ the Heathens 
tbo^ of Fauns, Nymphs and Satyrs. Hence we find the 
Works of Virgil and Theocritus fprinkkd with left-handed 
Ravens, blafled Oaks, Witch-crafts, evil 5ycs, and the 
like.

A modeft Pefon fekiom fii^s to gsln the Good- Will of 
thofe he canverfes with, beciuft no body envies a Man, 
who does not appear to be pleafed Pnth himfelf. 

WE ihould talk extreamly little of our felves. In- 
deed v/hat can we iay ? It would be as imprudent to diT- 
cover our Faults, as ridiculous to coupit over our fancied 
Virtues. Our private and domefiicljt Aflairs are no leis 
improper to be introduced in Conyerfation. What does 
it concern the Company how many Horfes you keep 
4b your Scabies ? Or whether your wvant is moft Knave 
or Fool ? 
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A Man may equally afiiroat the Compaoy he is in, by 
engroding all the Talk, or obKervmg a coatemptiious 
Silence. 

BEFORE you tell a Story it may be generally pot 
ami(s to ^raw a Oiort Charadler, and give the Company 
a true Idea of the principal Perjfbns concerned in it.

This piece of Stupidity is the more infufiFerablc, as itputi 
on the Air of Wifilom. 

A prudent :Man will avoid talking much of any parti-, 
eab^ Science, for which he is remarkably famous. There 
is not methinks an handibmer thing (aid of Mr. Gtmlt^ 
in kis whole life, than that none* but his intimate Friepi^s 
ever dilcovered he . was a great Poet by his Difcourie : 
Befides the Decency «f this Rule^ it is certainly founded 
in good Policy.

THE prora'ding. Hnmour of crying up Authors that 
have writ in the Days of our Forefathers, ttoA 
of paifiog flighdy over the Merit of our Con*' 
tmporaries, is a Grievance, that Men of a free and 
unprejudiced Thought have complained of through all 
Ages in their Writings* 

J went home hft Night full of thefe Reflexions from 
a G>ffee-Hou&, where a great many excellent Writings 
were arraigned, and as many very indifferent ones ap- 
plauded, more (as it Teemed to n\e) upon the Account of 
their Date, than upon any intrinfick Value or Demerit. 
The Converiation ended with great Encomiums upon my 
Lord r»w/«i»V Hiftory of fi^ the Vlf th. The Com- 
pany were unanimous in their Approbation of it. I was 
too well acquainted with the Traditional Vogue of thati 
Book throughout the whole Nation, to venture my 
Thoughts upon it. Neither would I now offer my Judg« 
mcnt upon that Work to the Publick, (fo great a Vencra* 
tion have I for the M^ory of a Man whofe Writings 
^e the Glory of our Nation) but that the Authority oi 

Fa fo 
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To Icidiog, a Name may perpetuate a vicious Tgfte a- 
nOBgft us, and betray future Hiftorians to copy after a 
Model, whicii I eannot lielp thinking far hem com- 

f^eat. 

AS to" tlie Fidelity of the Hiftory, I have nothing to 
fay ; to examine it impartially in that View would re- 
quire much Pains and Lcifure: But as to the Compodti- 
on of it, and fomctimes the Choice of Matter, I am apt 
to believe ii: will appear not a little faulty to an unpreju- . 
diced Reader. A compleat Hidorian fliould be endowed 
with the effential Qualifications of a great Poet. His 
Stile muii: be majeftick and grave, as well as firaple and 
um&iSted i his Narration fhould be animated, fhort and 
clear, and fqas even to out-run the Impatience of the 
Reader, if poflible. This can only be done by being very 
i^ing and choice in Words, by retrenching all coTd and 
Superfluous Circumflances in an Ad^ion, and by dwelling 
upon fuch alone as are material, and fit to delight or in- 
ftru6t a fcrious Mind. This is what we find in the great 
Models of Antiquity, and in a more particolaf manner in 
Livy, whom it is iropofTible to tead without the warmefl 
Emotions. 

BUT my Lord Vendam, on the contrary, \s ever, in 
the tedious Stile of Declaimers, ufing two Words for one 5 
Qver:CRdcav©uring to be witty, and as fond of out-of- 
the-way Similies as fome of our Play- Writers. He a-' 
bounds in low Phrafcs, beneath the Dtgntty of Hiftoty, 
and often condcfcends to little Conceits and Quibbles, 
Hist political Rcfie^ons are frequently falfc, almoft every 
wh^re trivial and puerile. His whole manner of turning his 
Thoughts is fdl of A{]Fe<fiation and Pedantry 5 amd there 
appoars throughout his whole Work more the Air of a 
reclufe Scholar, than of a Man vcrfed in the World. 

AFT RR pailing fo free a Ceiifurc upon a Book which 
for thefe hundred Years and upwards has met with the 
moft univerfal Approbation, I am obliged in my own 
Defence to tranfcribc fome of the many Pafl&gcs I for- 
merly colle61:ed for the Ufe of ray firft Charge Sir Mar- 
madttke Lizard^ It would be endlefs fhould I point out

IS it po0ible then that the fmaOeft Bodies ihouU^ by 
a Management iiiperiour to the Wit of Man» bo difpofed 
in the moft excellent manner a^eable to their refpe^ve 
Natures; and yet the Spirits or SquIs of Me» be neg- 
lc6l£d, or managed by fucb ftules as HI Aioit oi^ Man's 
l^iderftanding? Shall every othep Pa(&ofi be rightly ^ced 
by Nature, and (hall that Appetite of ImtuportaKty natu- 
ral to all Mankind be alone mifpiaced, or deiigned to be^ 
iru^lrated? Shall the indudrious AppUcatioa of the iufe- 
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r»r Afifmal Powers in the meancft Vocations be anfwtr* 
cd by the Eads we propofe, and (ball not the generous 
E£R)rts of a virtuous Mind be rewarded ? In a Word»

Poverty of Imagkiation, and Narrowiwis of Soul in thofe 
that nic it, I ihall endeavour to remedy thofc Defed^ 
tnd open- their Views, by layii^ before them a cafe 
which, being naturally poiTible, may perhapa reconcile 
them to the bcKef of what is fupcmaturally revealed. 
* LET us fuppoie a Perfon blind and deaf from fans^ 
Birth, who being grown to Man^s Eftate, is by the Dead 
Palfie, or fome other Caufc, deprived of his Fe^lii^, T** 
lling, and SmelUng $ and at the fame time has the mpe- 
diment of his Hearine removed, and the Film taken from 
kis Eyes: What the hve Senfes are to us, that the Touclr; 
Tafte and Sowli wcie to him. And any other ways of 
Perception of a more refined and ei^tenfive Nature were 
to him as inconceivable, as to us thofc are which wilt 
ene Day be adapted to perceive thofc things which £yr 
hmh mtfemi nor £4r kesrd, mthw h^tb it mmd mt9 tU 
^esrt ff Um t§ smmm. And it would be juft as rea« 
fonablc in him to conclnde, that the IqIs of tbofe three 
Senfes could not poffibly be fuccccdcd by any new Inlets 
of Perception J as in a Modern Itm-thmker to imagine 
there can be no State of Life and Perception without the 
Senfes he enjoys at prcfent. Let us further iitppoie the 
fame Perfon's Eyes, at their firll opening, tp be llruck with 
a great variety of the moft gay and pleating Obje^s, aad 
his Ears with a melodious Confort of VocJ and Inflru- 
mental Mofick: Behold him amazed, raviflicd, tranlport- 
cd; and yoa bave ibme diftant Reprefentation, fbme faint 
and glimmering Idea of the exftatic State of the Soul ia 
that Article in which Oie emerges from this Sepulchre of 
Fleih into Li£e and Immortality. 

N. B. It has bem ohferved by the Ckrifitans, that a eertm 
sngmious 'Bdrelgmr, mho has pUli/hed many extmpiary Jffis 
for the.ufr ^ Verfmf i» the Aft'tcle of Death, was very mwk 
$ut ofHumout irkJk lat9 ^it ofSlcknefs, till he was m a fmr 
»ay of ^cfiverp.

The* 
two latter of thefe are jud^^d to be far (hort of 
yhe$(miuf, whom I (hall fipcak of more largely, bccauik 
he m^ the greateft of all Poets, Fiir^/fAimfclf. He hath 
the Advantage confefledljr of the iMm^ in oomiog before 
him* and wrkine ia a Tongue more proper for FSalbraL. 
The Softoefi of the Di^hk Dialed, which this Pbet it 
£iid to have improved beyond any who came before him j. 
i« what the Ancient Smmh Writers owned their Ltn*^ 
guage could not approach. But befides this fieautj) he 
feems to me to have had a Soul more feftly and tender-^ 
\y inclined to this way of Writing than ^^//> whole 
Genius led him naturally to SublimitT* k is true that 
the great Knnm^ by the Nicenefs of his Judgment, and 
greaji; Command of himfelf, bath acquitted him(elf dexte*^ 
rouily this way. But a penetrating Judge will find there 
the Seeds of that Fire which burned afterwards f« bright 
in the Gnrgicks, and bla&ed out in the JEntid, I mud- 
not, however, diflemble that the£e bold Strokes appear 
chieEy in thofe Eclogues of ViriU^ which ought not to be* 
Bumbered amoogit his Paftorals, which are. indeed gene* 
rail/thought to be all of the Paftoral kind; but by the 
be^ Judges are oqly called his Scle^ Poems» as the 
Word BaogM originally means. 

THOSE who will take the Pains to confult Sa^hger^k 
Comparifon of thefe two Poets* will find that Jhtocritm 
hath out-done him in thofe very Pallages which the Cri- 
t;ek hath product, in honour of VirgtL There is, in (hort, 
more Innocence, Simplicity, and u/hatcver elfe hath beea 
laid down u thp (Uftuaguiffaing Marks, of PaAoral, in the 
_ Grttk 
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Greek than the RomMi and all Arguments froni the Ex- 
a^Rcfs, Propriety, Coacifisnefs and Noblencfs of Virgil, 
may very well be turned againfl him. There is indeed 
fometimes a Crorsnefs and Clowniihnefs in Jheocritsis, 
which Vir^ii, who borrowed his greateft Beauties from 
him, bath avoided. I will however add, that Vtrgil, out 
of the Excellence of Genius only, hath come; fhort of 
Theocritus 'y and had poflibly excelled him, if in gi^ater 
SqbjeAs he had not been bom to ezcell aN Mankind 
THE IttUians were the firft, amongfl the Moderns^ 

• that felt into P^ftoral Writing. - ft Is obfervcd, that the 
People of" that Nation are tery profound and abflrufe 
in their Poetry as well, as Politicks} fond of farpridng 
Conceits and far-fetched Imaginations, and labour chiefly 

• to fay what was never faid before. From Perfons of thw 
Charader, how can we cxpc^l that Air of Simplicity and 
Truth, which hath been proved Co eflfential to Shep- 
herds? Thci<e are two Paftwral Plays in this Language, 
whieh they bbaft of as the moll elegant iPerformances ia 

' Poetry that the latter Ages have produced j the Amintn 
of Tp^Jfo, and Gu^rin^s ?afior Fide, ' In thefe the Names 
of the Perfons are indeed Paftoral, and the Sylvan G^s, 

'- the Dryads, and the Satyrs appointed with the Equipage 
of Antiquity ; but neither their Language, Sentiments, 
Paffions or Defigns, likie thofe of the Pfetty Triflcrs in 
Virgil and Theocritus. I fhall produce an Example out of 
each, which arc commonly taken notice of, as Patterns 
of the Italian way of Thinking in Paftoral. Sylvia in 
Tajfo*s Poem enters adorned with a Garland ef Flowers, 
and views hcrfclf in a Fountain with Aich Self-admirati- 
on, that (lie breaks out into a Speech to the Flowers on 
her Head, and tells them, flje doth not -wear them to adorn 
htrftlf, but to make them ajhamed. In the Vafior Ttd9^ 
a Shepherdefs reafbns after an abftrufe Philofbphical man- 
ner about the Violence of Love, and expoftulates with 
the Gods, for making Latos fo rigorous to reflrain us, and at 
the fame time giving us invinciiie Defires, Whoever can . 
bear thefe, may be aflured he hath no Tafte for Paftoral* 
WHEN 1 am fpeaking ef the Italians, it would be 
unpardonable to pafs by Sannazarius^ He hath changed 
the Scene in thit kind of Poetry from Woods and Lawns, 
•^ " ~ t<> 
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* to the" barren Beach and boundlefs Ocean i introduces Sea- 
calv^es in the room of Kids and Lambs, Sea mewS for tbe 
Lark and the Linnet, and prefents his Miflrefs with Oy- 
flers indead of Fruits aad Flowers. How good (bevcr 
his Stile and Thoughts may be y yet who can pardon him 
for his Arbitrary Change of the Iweet Manners and plea- 
fin g Obj^^ ^^ ^ Country, for what in their own Na- 
ture are uncon\fortabIe and dreadful? I think he hatli 
fc\y or no Followers, or if any, fuch as knew little of his 
Beauties, and only copied his Faults, and fo are loft and 
forgotten. 

THE French are fo far from thinking abftrufcly, that 
they often feem not to think at all. It is all a Run of 
Numbers, Common-place Defcriptions of Woods, Floods^ 
Gloves, Loves, cS'C. Thofe who write the moil: accurate- 

\ ly fall into the Manner of their Country, which is Gal- 
lantry. I cannot better ilhiftrate what I woidd fa? of 
the French, than by the Drefs in which they make tncir 
Shepherds appear in their Padoral Interludes upon the 
Stage, as I find it dcfcribed by a celebrated Author. * The 
' Shepherds, faith he, are all embroidered, and acquit 

* themfelvcs in a Ball better than our BngUflj Dancinp- 

* Mafters. I have feen a Couple of Rivers appear in 

* Red Stockings; and Alpheus, iaftead of having his Head 

* covered with Sedges and Bull-rufhes, makifig Love in a 

* fair full-bottomed Perriwig and a Plume of Feathers; 

* but with a Voice fo full ofShakes and Quavers, that I 

* ihould have thought the Murmurs of a Country Brook 

* the much more agreeable Mufick. 
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Ride fi frfis Mart.. 

IN order to look into any Perfon's Temper, I gene- 
rally make my firft Obfervation upon his Laugh, 
whether he is eafily moved, and what are the Paflages 
which throw him- into that agreeable kind of Convuffion. 
People are nev^r fo much unguarded, as when they are 

pleafed j. 
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plcafed i and Laughrer being a viiibie Symptom of Ibiae 
inward SadsfadioB, 'tit then, if ever, we may believe 
the Face. There is, perhaps, no better Index to point us 
to the Particularities of the Mind than thia, which . is in 
it felf one of the chief DiftindUona ol our Radonalicyr 
JF'or^ as Milton fays,

I fcave often bad Thought^ of Writing a Treatife yp» 
on thisFgcuIcy, wherein 1 would have laid down Rufes 
for the better Regulation of it at the Theatre, I would 
have criticifcd on the Laushs now in vogue, by which 
0Vr Comic Writers might the better know how to tran- 
iport an Audience into this pleafing Ai!e£lion. I bad fet 
apart a Chapter for a Diflertation On^tbe Talents of Gomt 
f f our modern Comedians i and as it was the Manner pf 
Hutwrch to draw Comparifens of bis Heroes and Oratoxs, 
to iet their Anions and Eloquence in a fairer Lighf » io 
I would have made the Parallel oi Tinkethtnan, morris and 
Btdlock\ and fo far (hown their different Methods of 
railing Mirth, that any one iliould be able to diflinguifli 
whether the Jeft was the Poet's, or the Ador's. 

As the Play-houfe affords us the mod Occafions of ob- 
(erving upen the Behaviour of the Face, it may be uieful 
(for the Dirc6tion of thofe who would be Criticks 
this Way) to remark, that the Virgin Ladies ufijally dif-^ 
pofe themfelves in the Front of the Boxes, the young, 
married Women cempofc the fecond Row, while the 
Rear is generally made up of Mothers of long (hndiog» 
unde%DiQ^ Maids and contented Widow^. Whoever 
will caQ his Eye upon them under this View, during the- 
Reprefentation of a Play, will find me fo far in the right, 
that a DoMe Entemko ftrikes the firfl Row into an zfk€t' 

ed Gravity^ or carelefslndolencct, the fecond will venture

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at a Smile, but the third take the Conceit entutly, wsA 
exprefs their Mirth in a downright Laugh. 
- WHEN I defcend to Btfticulars, I find the referved 
Fk-ode will relapfe into a Smile at the extravagant Free- 
doms of the Coquet, the Coqpet in her turn laughs at the- 
Starchnefs and awkward Ancdation of the Prude, the 
Man of Ljctters is tickled with the Vanity and Ignorance 
of the Fop, afid the Fop confeiles his Ridicule at the Ua« 
politeners of the Pedant.

It exprefics our Satisfafii-* 
on in a filent iort of Approbation, doth not too much 
dtibrder the Features, afid is pra^Ied bv Lovers of the 
moft delicate Addrefs. This tender Motion of the Phifi* 
ognomy th^ Ancients called the hnic lAUgh. 

THE L«i(|6 among us is the (Common 'Rifus of the 
Ancients. 

THE Gr'm by ^tixntt of Antiqi^ty is called the Syn* 
€9iifim'^ and was then, as 'tis at this time, made ufe gf 
to dlTplay a beautiful Set oi Teeth. 

THE Horfe-LAifgh, or the SMrJonie, is made ufe of 
with great Succefs in all kinds of Difpatation. The Pro- 
ficients in this Kind, by a well-timed Laugh, will bafHe 
the mod (olid Argument. This upon all Occafions fup* 
plies the want of Reafon, is always received with great 
AppUuft in Cofiec-houie Difpores, and that Side the 
liuigb j<Hns with, is generally obferved to get the better . 
of his Antagonift, 

THE Prude hath a wonderful Efteem for the Chim 
Laugh or Dimple ^ flie logks upeo all the other Kinds of 

Laughtcjj 
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' Laughter as 'Eyicti^ks of Levity j and is never fcen upon 
the moft extravagant Jefts to difordcr her Countenance 

' with the Ruffle of a Smile. Her Lips are compofed witli 

a Primnefs peculiar to h^r Charadier, all her Modefty 

fcems coilcifted into her Face, and (he but very rarely 

takes the Freedom to link her Cheek into a Dimple. 

THE young Widow is only a Chian for a time j hcT 

' Smiles are cor fined by Decorum, and fhe is obliged ta 
make her Face fympathize with her Habit; (he looks de- 
mure by Art, and by the ftridl Rules of Decency is ne- 
ver allowed the Smile till the firft Offer or Advance to- 
wards her is over. 

THE Effeminate Fop, who by thd long Exerciie of 
his Countenance at the Glafs, hath reduced it to an cxa€t 
Difcipline, may claim a Place in this Clan. You fee him 
upon any Occaflon, ro give Spirit to his Difcourfe, admire 
his own Eloquence by a Dimple, 

** THE Ionics arc thofe Ladies that take a greater Lib^r- 

' ty with their Features, yet even thefe may be laid to 
fmothcr a Laugh, as the former to ftifle a Smile. 

THE B^au is an iMtc out of Complaifance, and pra- 
Aifes t|ie Smile the better to fympathize with the Fair. 
He will fbmetimes join in a Lsu^hto humour the Spleen 
of a Lady, or appUud a piece of Wit of fiis own, biit al- 
ways takes care to confine his Mouth within the Rules 
of Good-breeding 5 he takes the Laugh from the Ladi^^ 
but is never guilty of Co great an Indecorum as to begm 
it. 

THE Ionic Laugh is of univerfal Ufe co Men of Pow- 
er at their Leveesj and is efleemed by judicious Place- 
Hunters a more particular Mark of Dinin£tion than the 
Whifper. A young Gentleman of my Acquaintance va- 

' lued him/elf upon his Succeis, having obtained this Favour 
after the Attendance of three Months only. 

A judicious Author fome Years fince Publiflied a Col- 
re6lion of Sonnets, wl^ich be very fuccefsfully called 
Laugh and be Fat, or Fills to purge Melancholf: I cannot 
■ fufficiently admire the facetious Title of thefe Volumes, 
and rauft cenfure the World of Ingratitude, while they 
are fo negligent in rewarding the Jocofc Labours of my 
Friend Mr. J^Uffiy, whp was fo large a Contributor to 

this 
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this Treatife, and to whofe humorous Produdions fo ma- 
ny Rural Squires in the remoteft Parts of this Ifland are 
^liged for the Dignitj and State which Corpulency givss 
them. The Story of the Sick Man's breaking an Impofl- 
hume by a fudden Fit of Laughter, is too well known to 
need a Recti!. It is my Opinion^ that the above Bills 
vrould be cxtreatnly proper to be taken with AJfes Mitk, 
aad mightily contribute tpwards the renewing and feft&- 
ring decayed Lungs. Democrttus is generally reprefentcd 
to us as a Man of the largeft Size, which we may attri- 
bute to his fo frequent Exercife of his rifiblc Faculty. 1 ' 
jrecnember Juvenal fomewhere fays of him,

THAT fort of Man whom a late Writer has called* 
tLe Butt is a great Promoter of this healthful Agitation, 
and is generally (locked with fo much good Humour, as 
to.fbike in with the Gaiety of Converfation, though fome 
iimoccnt Blunder of his own be the Suhje(a of the Raille- 
ry; ' . 

I fhall range all old amorous Dotards under the Deno- 
mination ofGrirmers', when a^ young blooming Wench' 
touches their Fancy, by an Endeavour to rccal Youth in- 
to their Cheeks, they immediately overftrain their Mufcu- 
lar Features, and (hrivel their Countenance into this 
frightful Merriment. 

THE Wag js of the iamc kind, apd by the fame Ar- 
tifice labours to fupport his Impotence of Wit ; but he ve- 
ry frequently calls in the Horfe-itwgh to his AiTidance. 

THERE are another kind oiGrimers, which the An- 
cients call MegaricSy and fome Moderns have, not injudi- 
cioufiy, given them the Name of the Snearers. Thefe al- 
' w^TS indulge their Mirth at the Expence of their Friends, 
and all their Ridicule confids in unfeafoifable III- nature.' 
I could wifh thefe Laughers would conQder, that let 'em 
do what they can, there is no laughing away their own 
Follies by laughing at other People's. 

THE Mirth of the Tea-Table is for the moft part 
Megmc, and in Vifits the Ladies themfelves very feldom 
icruple the (acrificing a FrlendChip to a Laugh of this De- 
nooiination.

A Shep« 
herd asks his Fellow, wh]|r^he•i^{b pale, if his favourice 
Sheep hath Grayed, if his^tpe be broken, or fhyUhim* 
kind? He anfwers, Nose'^ tfaefe Misfortunes haire be- 
fallen him, but oMsnadch ^retter, ^r Ihmm (or ibme*. 
times the God-PiH>) is dead. This immediately caufesthe 
oihCT to mske Complaints, and call upon the lofty Pines 
and Silver Streams to join in the Lamentation, while h^

There are feme things •f an eftablifhed Nature 
in Padoral, which is eflential to it, fuch as a Country 
Scene, Innocence, Simplicity. Others there are of a 
changnihle kind, fiich ^ Habits, CuJloms, and the like. 
The Uif&rencc of the Climate is alfo to be confidcrcd, for 
what is. proper in Afc^dia^ or eyemlaf/n/^, might be ve- 
ry abfurd in 4i colder Country. By the lame Rule the 
Difference of the/Sotl, of Fruits and Flowers is to be ob- 
served. And in fo fine a Country at Briigm, what occa- 
fion is there for that Profuiion of Hyncintf9s and, Fdftitn 
Roies, and that Cornucopia of Foreign Fruits, whick tlie 
Mriti/h Shepherds ne?er heard of!

THE Theology of the ancient Paftoral id fo very pret- 
ty, that it were pity entirely to change itj but I think that 
jjart only |is to be retained which is univcrfally known, 
and the reft to be made up out of our own ruflical Su- 
pcrftition of Hob thrufhes, Fairies, Goblins and Witches. 
The Fairies are capable of being made very entertaining 
Pcrfons, as they are defcribed by feveral of our Poets 5 
and particularly by Mr. Pope.

known, fince no Man can be deceived or delighted with 
the Imitation of what he is Ignorant of.

THE Romantick C&rnelia was for Ihrinff in a Wood 
among Choirs of Birds, with Zephyrs, Eccho's and Ri- 
yulets to make up the Confbrt; (he would not (cem to 
include a Husband in her Scheme, but at the (ame time 
talked fo padtonately of Cooing Turtles, Modie Banks, 
and Beds of Violets, that one might eafily percdve (he 
was not without Thoughts of a Companion in her Soli* 
tudes. 

MISS Betty placed her Sttmmum hcnum in Equipages, 
Aflemblies, Balls and Birth-nights, talked in Raptures of 
Sir Edvsrd ShaUav's gilt Coach, and my Lady Tattli's 
Room; in which ihe faw Company; nor would fhehave 
eafily giyen over, had (he not obferved that her Mother 
appeared more (erious than ordinary, and by her Looks 
ffiewed that (he did not approve fuch a Redundance of 
Vanity and Impertinence.

meots to them on this Subje^, as near as I can remexn* 
ber, pretty much to the following Purpofe. 

A S nothing is more natural than for every one to de- 
iice to be happy, it is not to be wondered at that the wx- 
feSi Men in all Ages have fpent-ib much time to difcover 
what-Happinefs is, and wherein it chiefly coafifts. An 
eminent Writer, named Vdrro, reckons up no le(s than 
two hundred eighty eight dif&rent Opinions upon this 
Subjed 'y and another, called Luc'mn, after having g;iven 
us a long Catalogue of the Notions of ieveral Philoso- 
phers, endeavours to (hew the Abfurdity of all of thcm» 
without edablifliine any thing <ii hi$ own. 

THAT which feems to have made £o many err in 
this Cafe, is the ilefolution they took to fix a Man's Hap- 
pinefs to one determined Point, which I conceive camioc 
be made up but by the Concurrence of ieveral ParticU' 
lars. 

I Ihall readily allow Virtue the firft place, as (he is the 
Mother q^ Content. It is this which calms our Thoughts^ 
and makes us furvey our (elves with Eafe and Pleafiire. 
. Naked.Virtue, however, k not alone fufficient to make a 
lAza happy. It mud be accompanied with at leafla mo- 
derate Proviiion for all the Neceflities of Life, and not 
tofBcd and difturbed by bodilv Pains. A Fit of the 
Stone was (harp enough to make a Stoick cry out, That 
. Zeno his Mailer uught him falfe, when he told him that 
Pain was no Evil. 

BUT beiides this, Virtue is lb far from being alone 
fufficient to make a Man happy, that the Excefs of it in 
fome particulars, joined to a loft and Feminine Temper, 
may often give us the deeped Wounds, and chiefly con- 
tribute to render us uneafle* I might inftance in ?//>, L^ve, 
and Iriend/bip. In the two^laft Paflions it often happens; 
that we fo entirely give up ouf Hearts, ts to make our 
Happinefs wholly depend upon another Perfon; a Trud 
for which no humane Creature, however excellent, can 
po(ribly give us a fufficient Security* 

the' Man therefore who would be truly happy, muft, 
fcelides an habitud Virtue, attain to fuch a Ser^ffih if 
Mif$i, as to confine bis Haj^nnefi withia hin&ielf, and 

keep 
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hcep it from being dependent upon others. A Man oC 
tins Make. will perform all thofe G6od-fiatored Offices 
that could have been ezpefted ^m the moft bleeding 
Pity, without being fo far zlkBcd at the common Mi£ 
fortunes of human Life, as to difturb his own Repofe. 
His Adions of this kind are fb much more meritorioui 
tkan another's, as they flow purely from a Mndple of 
Virtue, and a Senfe of his Duty; whereas a Man of a 
fofter Temper, even while he is affifting another, may 
in /bme meafure be faid to be reltevine; himielf. 

A Man endowed with that Strength of Mind I am here 
fpeaking of, tho' he kavesit to his Friend or Miilrefs to 
make him ftiU move happy,, does not put it in the Power 
^f either to make him miferable. 

FROM what' has been already faid it will alio ap- 
pear, that nothing can be more' weak than to place ear 
Happinefi in the ^pkuie of others, fmce by this Means 
wc make it wholly independent of our felves. People of 
this Humour, who place their chief Felicity in Reputati- 
on and Applaufe, are alfo extreamly &bje^ to Envy, the 
moil painful as well as themoft aofard of all Paflions. 

THE fureft Means to attain ihit Strnigth rf Mind, and 
indepesdent State of Happinefs I am here recommending, 
is A Virtuous Mind fufficiently fumiOied with Ideas to 
fupport Solitude, and keep up an agreeable Converlation 
with it felf. Learning is a very great Help on this Occa- 
fion, as it lays up an infinite Number of Notions in the 
Memory, ready to be drawn out, and fet in Order upon 
any Occafion* The Mind often takes the (ame Pleanire 
in looking over theie her Treafures, in augmenting and 
difpofing them into proper Forms, as a Pnace does in a 
Review of his Army. 

A T the (ame time I muft own, that as a Mind thus 
jBimiflied, feels a fccret Pleafure in the Confcioufnefs of 
* its own Perfe^ion, and is delighted with fuch Occaiions 
as call upon it tq try its Force, a lively Imagination (hall 
produce a Pleafure very little inferior to the former in 
Ferfbns of much weaker Heads. Ai the fird therefore 
may not be improperly called, The He»ven of a iVtfeM^ii 
the latter is extreamly well reprefented by our Vulgar 
ExprefTion, which terms it A Feel't F»r4dife, There ii 
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bowever, this Difference between them, that as the firft 
naturally produces that Strength and Greatnefs of Mind 
I have been all along defcribing as fo eflential to reader a 
Man happy, the latter is rufBed and difcompofed by every 
Accident^ and loft under the moft common Misfor* 
tune. 

IT is this Strength of Mind that is not to be OTcr- 
ceme by the Changes of Fortune, that rifes at the Sighfc 
of Dangers, and could make AiexamUr Qn that Pailage 
of his Life fo much admired by the Prince of Cim£) 
^vhen his Army mutinied, bid his Soldiers return to ids • 
-fiJen, and tell their Countrymen that they had left their 
King coBqucring the World j fince for his Part he could 
not doubt of raiSng an Army where^ever he appeared. It 
is this that chiefly exerts it ^If when a Man is moft op- 
prefled, and gives him always in PropfBrtion to whatever 
Malice or Injuftice would deprive him of* It is this, m 
ihort, that makes the virtuous Man infenfibly fet a Value 
-upon himfelf. and throws a Varaiih over his Words and 
Afiions, >that will at lafl command Efteem, and give him 
a .greater Afcendant over otherii than all the Advantages 
of Birth and Foftune. *

HAVING delivered my Thoughts upon Paftoral 
Poetry, after a-Dlda^ic manner, in fome forego- 
ing Papers, wherein I have taken fuch Hints from 
the Criticks as I thought rational, and departed from 'em 
according to the beft of my Judgment, and fubftituted o- 
thers in their Place, I (liall clofe the whole with the fol- 
lowing Fable or Allegory. 

I N ancient Times there dwelt in a pleafant Vale of 
'jlrcadia a Man of very ample PoflrdrionSi named Utnal- 
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CMS; who, derifing bis Pedigree from the God Tm, kept 
very MEtlj up to the Rules of the Padoral Life, u it 
^n to the CoUen Age. He had a Daughter, Jiis onljr 
Child, called AtmmjUis. She was a Virgia of a moft eo* 
chaatine Beauty, of a moft eaiie and unafleded A\t\ hot 
haying been bred up^ wholly in the Gbuntry, was balhful' 
to the kft Degree. She had a Voice that was exceeding 
fweet, yet had a Rufiicity in its Tone, which however 
to moft who heard her feemeft an additional Charm. 
Though in her GmTerfation in general (he was very ec« 
etging, yet to her Lovers, who were numerous, (he was- 
lo coy, that many left her in Diiguft after a tedious 
Ckrartfhip, and matched tbemfclves where they were bet* 
%tr received* For IdtmUcMs had not only refblved to take 
a Son-in-Law, who (hould inviolably maintain the Co- 
Aomi of his Family ; but had received one Evening, at 
he walked in the Fields, a Pipe of an Antique Form from 
a Fmh, Of, as fome fayi from Oienm the Fairy, with a 
particular Charge not td beftow his Daughter upon any 
one who could not play the fame Tune upon it as at thait 
time he entertained him with, 

WHEN the Time that he had de%ned to give her in 
Marriage was near at hand, he publiihed a D^ree, where- 
by, he invited the neighbonrfng YoUthi to make Trial of 
this Mufical Inftrument, with Promiie that the Victor 
Ihould poilefs his Daughter, on Condition that the Van- 
quifhed ihould fubmit to what Punifhrnent he thought fit 
to infliA. Thoie who were not yet difcouraged, and had 
ftigh Conceits of their own Worth, appeared im the ap- 
pointed Day, in a Drefi and Equipage fuitable to their 
reipciftive Fancies.

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THE Firft who approached her was a Vouth of a 
graceful Prefence and courtly Air, but dreft in a richer 
Habit than had ever been feen in ArcaJia. He wore a 
Crimfba Veft, cut indeed after the Shepherd's Fafhion, 
but To enriched with Embroidery, and fparklia^ witk 
Jewels, that the Eyes of the Spedators were diverted 
from confidering the Mode of the Garment by the daz- 
ling of the Ornaments.

He applied it to his Lips, and began a Tune which be (et 
off with fo many Graces and Quavers, that the Shep- 
herds and Shepherdefles (who had paired themfelvcs m 
order to dance) could noc follow it \ as indeed it requi- 
red great Skill »nd Regularity of Steps, which the^ had 
never been bred to. Mwalcas ordered him to be ftnpt ,of 
his coftly Robes, and to be clad in a plain Rufiet Weed, 
and confined him to tend the Flocks in the V^Uies, for a 
Year and a Day. 

THE Second that appeared was in a very different 
Garb. He was clothed in a Garment of rough Goat- 
skins, his Hair was matted, his Beard negledodi in hk 
Perfon uncouth, and awkard in his Gait. He came up 

Peering to the Nymph, and told her f He 
f K/V.Theo- had hugg*d his Lamos, md kift his yotdn^ 
aitus* JUds but he hoped to kifs one thai wasfweet- 

er. The Fair one bluOied with Modefty 
and Anger, and prayed fecretly againft him as (he save 
him the Pipe. He ibatched it from her, but with iome 
Difficulty made it found ^ which was in iiich harfii and 
jarring Notes, that the Shepherds cried one and all, that 
he underdood no Muiick. He was immediately ordered 
to the mod craggy Parts of Arcadia, to keep the 
Goats, and commanded never to touch a Pipe any 
more, 

THE 
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THE Third that advanced, appeared in Cloathi that 
T^ere fo ftmit and uneafie to him, that he fcemed tomov« 
with Pain. He marched up to the Maiden with il 
tiioaghtful Look and ftatelj Pace, and 
laid, ♦ Dh/me Amaryllis, fM weMr not *VU» Taflo. 
tkofi Rofes u imfrov$ your BejuOy, ktu to 
fnako them mflftmud. As fhe did not comprehend his Mean- 
ing , (be pre/ented the Inflmment without Replj. 
The Tune that he played was fo intricate and perplexing^ 
that the Shepherds ftood ftock ftill, like People aftoniftied 
and confounded. In vain did he plead that it was the 
Perfedion of Mufick, and compofed by the moft skilful 
Mafter in Hofferis, MnuUefu finding that he was a Stran*' 
gp'y hofpitably took Gompaliion on him, and delivemi 
flirn to an old Shepherd, who was ordered to get him 
Ooaths that would fit him, and teach him to /peak 
plain. 

THE Fourth that flep'd forwards was young Amhuas^ 
the moft beaotifiil of all the jfrcaJmn Swains, and fe- 
cretly beloved by AmMtyllis, He wore that Day the 
fame Colours as the Maid for whom he fighed. He mo- 
ved towards her with an eafie but unaiTurcd Air f. (he 
bluOied as he came near her, and when flie gave him the 
Fatal Preient, they both trembled, but neither could 
fpeak. Having fecredy breathed his Vows to the Gods, 
he poured forth fuch melodious Notes, that though they 
were a little wild and irregular, they filled every Heart 
with Delight. The Swains immediately mingled in the 
Dance, and the old Shepherds affirmed, that tbey had of- 
ten heard fuch Mufick by Night, which they imagined 
to be played by fbrae of the Rural Deities. The good 
old Man leaped from bis Throne, and after he had era- 
braced him, presented him to his Daughter, which cau* 
fed a general Acclamation. 

WHILE they were in the midfl of their Joy, they 
were furprited with a very odd Appearance. A Perfoa 
in a blue Mantle, crown'd with'Sedges and Rufhes, ftep'd 
into the middle of the Ring, He had an Angling-Rod ia 
his Hand, a Pannier upon Eis Back, and a poor meagre ^ 
Wretch in wet Cloaths carried fome Oyflers before him. 
Being asked whence he c^me^ and what he was i He / 
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told them, he was come to invite Ammjllls from the 
Plaias to the Sea-Shore, that his Subftancc confified m 
S«^-calvei, and that he was acquainted with the NenUkt 
and the NaiAds. Art thou acquMfttid with thi NaUubf 
^ Umkas ; To thm thw (halt thou return. The Shep^ 
herds immediately h«iftcd him up as an Enemy to j^cm^ 
dm, and plunged him in the River, where he funk, txA 
was never heard of iince« . 

AMTKTAS and AmMryllis lived a long and happy 
Life, and governed the Vales of ArcMdia. Their Gene- 
ntion was very long-lived, there having been but four 
Defcents in above two thouftnd Years. His Heir was cal- 
led Theocritus^ who left his Dominions to Virpi, VtrgU 
left his to his Sou Spencsr^ and Sfovur was Succeeded by 
i^ eldeft-bpm Fifilifs, 
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"-"^Dtffium fufftnto, iou00^ efi, Hor. 

I Have made it a Rule to my (elf not to Publifh any 
thing on a SaturJay, but what (hall have fbme Analo- 
logy to the Duty of the Day enfuine. It is an un- 
ff^eakable Pleafure to me, that I have lived to fee the 
Time wherein I can obferve fuch a Law to my felf, and 
yet turn my Difcourie upon what is done at the Play* 
Houfe. I am fure the Reader knows I am gomg to 
mention the Tragedy of CATO. The principal Chara&er 
is moved by no Coniideration, but Refpe^ to that fore of 
Vtf tue, the Senfe of which is retained in ear Language 
under the Word fubliekSfirit, All Regards to his Do- 
cneftick are wholly laid aiide, and the Hero i» drawn as 
having, by this Motive, fubdued Inftinf^ it fclf, and ta- 
king Comfort from the Diftreiles of his Family, which 
art brought upon .them by their Adherence to the Caufe 
of Truth and Liberty. There h nothing uttered by Cato 
bur what is worthy the beft of Men; and the Sentiments 
which are giren him, are not only the moft warm for 

the 
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the Ooduft of this Life, but fuch as we may thifik will 
not need to be enfed, but coniift witk the Nappinefs of 
the Hamaii Sool to the next. This iUuftrious Chara6ber 
htsits proper Influence on allbelowr it^ the other virruoos 
PeHbnages are, in their Degree, as worthy and as exem. 
piary at the Princtpil $ the Conclude of the Lovers, (who 
are more warm, thoagh more difcreet, than ever yet ju>- 
peared on the Stage) has in it a conftant Senfe of the 
great Cataftroplie which was expelled from the Approach 
of Cdfar. k But to fee the Modefty of a Heroine, whoie 
Country and Family were at that time in the moft im« 
mtnent Danger, preierv'd, while (he breaks out into the 
moft fond and open ExprefHcns of her Paifion for her 
Lover, is an Inftance of no common Addrefs. Again, ca 
obierve the Body of a gallant young Man brought before 
us, who, in the Bloom of his Youth, in the Defence of 
all that is Good and Great, had receii^ed number left 
Wounds i I iay, toobferve that this Dead Youth in intro- 
duced only for the Example of his Virtue, and that his 
Death is fo Circumdantiated, that we are iatisHed, for alt 
his Virtue, it was for the good of the World, and his 
own Family, that his warm Teqiper was not to be put 
upon further Tryal, but his Task of Life ended while it 
%vas yet virtuous, is an Employment worthy the <^onii« 
deration of our young Britons, We are obliged to Au* 
thors, that can do what they will with us, that they do 
not play our Affeifilions and Paifions againfl ouK felves, 
but to make us {o foon refigned to the Death o^M/ircus^ 
of whom we were fo fond, is a Power that would 
be unfortunately lodged in a Man without the Love of 
Virtue. 

W£R£ it not that I fpeak on this Occafion, rather 
as a Guardian than a Critick, 1 could proceed to the Exa- 
mination ef the Juihiefs of each Charader, and take no- 
tice that the NumiMan is as well drawn as the Romsn, 
There is not an Idea in all the Part of Syfh/tx which does 
not apparently arife from the Habits which grow in the 
Mind of an AfricMi ^nd the Scene between j^tda and 
his General, where they talk for and againft a liberal Edu« 
cation, is iull of Inftrudlion : Syfhax urges all that can be 
iaid againft Philofophy, as it is made fubfervieot to ill

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lAd$ br Men who abuTe their Talents $ and 7^^ ^^ 
the leu Excellencies of Adivity^ Labour, Patience of 
Hunger, and Strength of Bodv, which are the admired 
Qualifications of a Nmnidian, m their proper Sobordina- 
tion to the Accomplifliments of the Mind, But thisPlajr 
is £o well recommended hj others, that I will not for . 
that, and fbme private Reafons, enlarge anj farther. Dr. 
Garth has very agreeably rallyed the Mercenary Traffick 
between Men and Women of this Age in the Mftiegue by 
Mrs. Tcrter, who aded Lticis, And Mr. F^ has prepi^ 
red the Audience for a new Scene of- Paffion and Traiif- 
fport on a more noble Foundation than they have before 
been enteruined with, in the Vrphgui^ I ihall take the 
liberty to gratifie the impatience of tht Town by iniert- 
ing theie two excellent Pieces, as EameOs of the Work 
it ielf, which will be Printed within few Days. 



PROLOGUE to CJtO.

TO ffiake the Soul hy tender Strekes ef\Ayt^

IT 18 a moft vexatious thing to an old Mm, who en« 
deavours to fqaare his Notions by Reafen, aid to talk

As I hate 
the chief Scenes of the Play by Heart| I did not look 
much on the Stage, but formed to my idi a new Satil^ 
fa^oa in keeping an £ye on the Faces of my Utde Au* 
dience, end obiemqg, as it were by RefledioQ, the dif* 
ferent Paiiions of tlie Play reprefented in their Counte- 
nances.

* Chriftians naturalized. All thefe together, for Num-

* cipitation of Vanity was fo great, and fuch was their 

* Own inbred Averfion to the Tyranny of Rules and Dif^ * 

* cipline, that they Teemed rather a confufed Rabble than

In 
this view it will appear that Vvr^^ can only have two of

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mullbercjeided, beciii&tlieydefcribe tbe Ravages of Ar* 
mies, and Oppreffiona of the Innocent; Cory don't Ciioii- 
nal Paffion for jikxh throws out tlie Secofid; the Ca- 
lutnnj and Railii^ in the Third are not^pr^r to that 
State of Concord $ the Ei^^th repiefents unlawlul Ways 
of procuring Love by Inchantments, and introduces a 
Shepherd whom an inviting Precipice tempts to Self- 
Murder. As to the Fourth, Sixth» and Tenth, 
*^fiRapin they ase given up by * Htmfim^ Salmons, 
Jt Carm. Rdphif and the Crtttcks in general: They 
FsL^.fars^, likewife obferve that but elven of all the !• 
dyUia of ThiKrims are to be admitted as Pa- 
ftorals; and even out of that Number the greater Pare ' 
will be excluded for one or other of the Reafons above- 
mentioned. So that when I remarked in a former Pa- . 
per, that Virgil's Eclogues, taken all together, are rather 
SeltH Voimi than Fafiorals-y I might have (aid the fame 
thing, with no leis Truth, of Theocritus, The Reaibn of, 
this I take to be yet unobferved by the Criticks, viz, 
Thty mvtr motmt them all fir FaftorAls, Which it is plain 
Thilips hath done, and in that Particular excelled both 
Theocritus and FiV^'). 

A S SiroplicitT is the dt^nguifhxng Charaderiftick of 
Pafioral, Virgil hath been thought guilty of too Courtly 
a Stile i his Language is per feillv pure, and he often for- 
gets he is among Pea^ints. I nave frequently wonder'd 
that fince he was (o conver^nt in the Writings of Brmius^ 
he had not imitated the Rufticity of the iSric^ as Well, 
by the help of the old ebiplete Roman Language, as fin-' 
/i^j hath by the antiouated Mnglijh: For Examine, might 
he not have faid ^oi inftead ofCui-y ^utijum for G»- 
JHm\ volt for vult\\c* as well as our Modern hath 
WiUaday for Alas, WhiUmo for cf Old, make mock for do- 
ride, and witltfs Tomglings for fimfU Lambs, bic. by which 
Means he hath attained as much of the hit oi Theocritus ^n 
ThUips hath of Spencer^ 

Mr. ?OFM hsLih fallen into the fame Error with Vir- 
gil. His Clowns do not converfc in all the Simplicity 
proper to the Country: His Names are borrowed from 
Theocritus and Virgil, which are improper to the Scene of 
his Paflorals. He iatroduccs Daphnis, jUeuis and Tiyrfis 

on 
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on Brkijh Plaint, ts VtrgU hid done before him on the* 
Manium\ whereas fhiiifs^ who hath the Aridcft Re« 
sard to I^ropriety, makes choice of Names peculiar t<> 
the Country, and more aj^eable to a Raider of Delias 
cy i flich as HMml, LMm, Cuddy ^ and Colm tina, 

SO eafie as Paftoral Writing may feem, (in the Sim«' 
plicity we have defcribed it) yet it requires ^tmi Kisdmgt 
DOth of the Ancient and Modems, to he a Mailer of it. 
Thitips hath given us manifeft Proofs of his Knowledge 
of Books ^ it mull be confefled his Competitor hath tou' 
tated fbme fingle Thoughts of the Ancients well enough, 
if we confider he had not the Happinefs of an UniverSty 
Education; but he hath difperfed them, here and ther% 
^thont that Order and Method which Mr. Philips ob« 
ierves,- whofe whole third Paftoral is an Infiance hew 
wrell he hath ftudied the fifth of VirgH, and how judid* 
oufly reduced Kir/f/'s Thoughts to the Standard of Pafto- 
ral s as his Contention of Colin Cloia and the Kigbth9gdl$t 
(hows with what Exadnefs he hath imitated Strsda. 
WHEN I remarked it as a principal Fault to intro« 
* duce Fruits and Flowers of a Foreign Growth, in De- 
fcripdonai where the Scene lies in our Country, I did not 
deiign that Obfervation ihodd extend ;dib'to Animals, or 
the Senfitive Life; for Thilifs hatir with great Ju(%ment 
defcribed ffilves in lEnglknd in hisfirft Padoral. Nor 
would I have a Poet flaviihiy confine himfelf (as Mr/ 
Tffpe hath done) to one particular Seafon of the Year, one 
certain Time of the D^y, and one unbroken Scene in each 
Edogue. 'Tis plain Sfencer negleded this Pedantry, who 
in his Padoral oiNovemker mentions the mournful Song 
of the Nightingale:

WHAT makes this Circumftance' the more lamentsh 
Ue is, that it frequently Ms upon thofe who have great* 
eft Merit and Undcrftanding, Geatleneis of Diipofinon, 
and Tafte of Polite Converfatlon. I have often known 
Snarestoward^Vice in fome, whilft Snllcnneft.and Difidifli 
of any tbio^ that was agreeable have-been the only De-* 
fences of Virtue in others. I have mf unhappy Corre* 
fpondenfs Letter before me; and (he iays, (he is furehe* 
is fo much a Gentleman, and he has that natural ^ftocfs», 
that if he reads any thing moving on this Subje6^ in my 
I\iper, it will certairyly make him think. Poor Girl! 
GsnTar afhamed! Has net he fern Pharialia? Does the poor 
Creature imagine tbat a Scrip of Paper, a Colkltion of 
Sentences ami an dd Man's Talk of Pleafures which he 
is> paft, > ill have an Efied upon him who c6uld go on 
in a Series of FaKhood; \tt drop ambiguouis Sentencesriti 
ber Ab&Qce, to give* her falie Hope from the Repetition 
of them by feme Friend that heard them ; that could pa^r 
as m;ch Time in the Purfiiit of her, as would have at- 
tained fome ufcful Art or Science; and that only to attain 
a fhort Revel of his Sen{es under a Stupor of Faith, Ho- 
nour and Confcience? No; the Dcftrti6Honof a -well e- 
ducatcd young Woman is not aocqmplifhed by the Cri- 
minal who is guilty of it, in a fudden Start of Defirc; he 
is not farprixed into it hy Fl-ailty^but arrives -at ir by Care, 
Skill and Meditation. It is no imall Aggravation of the 
Guilt, that it is a thoufand times conquered aiid refiHed, 
even while it is profecuted. He that waits for fairer Oc- 
caiions, for riper Wifhes, for. the Removal of a particular ' 
Objed^ion, or the Conqueft of any certain Scruple, has it "^ 
in his Pov^fcr to cbey his Ooafcience, wJnch often calls 
him , during the Intreague, a Villain and a Dieftroycr. 
Ti^ere can be nothing faid for foch an Evil ^ but that the 
Rcftraints of Shame, aud Ignominy^ are broken d6wn by 
the Pxevalencc ot Cuitom* 1 don't,, i^deed;^ expe^ thac" 
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my Prediutibns will have jtny great iveighf with Men of 
Modcj but I know not but they may be fbpie way effi.' 
cacious on thoTe who have not yet taken their Party at 
to Vice and Virtue for Life; bat I know not how it if, 
but cor Sek has" uftirped a certain Authority to exdude 
Chaftityout of the Qitalogue of Mafoiline Virtues, by 
ivhich means Females adventure all agafnft thofe who 
have nothing to lofe ; and they, hive nothing bat empty 
Sighs, Tears arid Reproaches againft thofe who reduced 
them to real Sorrow and fofamy* But as I am now 
talking to the World yet untainted, I will venture to re* 
commend Ghaftity as the nobleft Male Qualification. 

IT is methinks very unredfonable that the Difficulty of 
attaining all other good Habit's is what makes them ho* 
nourable, but in this Cafe the very Attempt is become Ri- 
diculous. But in rpight of all the Railery of the World 
Truth \s ftili Truth, and will have Beauties inieparable 
from ir. I fhould upon this Occasion bring Examples of 
Heroick Chaftity, were I not afraid of having my Paper

but that Prince^ who is a very great Man to this Day, an- 
fWered the Pimp, becaufe he was a Man of Quality, with- 
out Roughnefs. andfaid with a Smile, Jf J fljould lipt her 
upon your JntroauSm rur» I have Leifisre, I don't knoi9 ha t 
might go Mga'm ufon her own Invitation^ when I ought to be 
better employed. But when I cad about all the InAances 
which I have met with in all my Reading, I find not 
one fo generous, fo honef(, and fo noble as that o^Jofefh, 
in Holy Writ: When his Mafter had trufted him fo unre-. 
fcrvcdly, (to fpeak it in the emphatical Manner of the- 
Scripture) He knew mt ought he had fteve the Bread which- 
he did eat, he was fo unhappy as to appear irrefiftably 
Beautiful to his Miftrcfs j but when this fhamelefs Wo-

.TH£ Son of this JXaublffd was Father to. the prc^n^t 
Madam hUmttnmu fhif Gentleman was thrown iate 
Prifon when he was but a Youths for what Reafba I can* 
not learn; but lus Life, it ftems, was in QuefHon, if tfie 
Keeper of the Prison's Daughter (touch'id wick his lAiC- 
fortunes, and his Merit) had not determined with her feif 
tofi^himat Ldberty. Accordtn^y a favourable Opportunit/ 
prcfenting it fclf, fhe fct the Prifoner at large, and ac- 
cempanied him her^feli^ inhisFli^r*' The Lotrers findii^ 
themfelves now in no Danger of being apprehended* 
Mon(ieur 'DaMgni acquitted himfelf of the Proihife fae 
had given his fair Deliinerer, and married her Publickly; 
To provide againfl their immediate Want in a fbangd 
Place, <he had tttken with her what fhe found at home 
mod valuable and eatie to be carr^'d ofiF. All this ^vas 
converted into Mony $ and white thefr Kccle TreaHue bfii 
ed, our new- married Couple thought themfehres the hap^ 
pieft Perfons living.

her Husband, and lilcewife finding it impofTible for her 

to live long feparated from him, (he refolved to (hare in 

his Misfortunes, and to live and 'die with him in his Pri- 

ibn. Therefore, without the leaft Regard to the Danger 

^f a Woman's travelling In her Condition (for (he was 

.now far gone with Child} (he entred upon her Journey, 

.and having found out her Husband, voluntarily gave her 

felf up to remain a Prifoner with him.

THE Relations of Monfieur VMu^i^ne, diHatisBed with 
his Condud and his Marriage, had all of them abandoned 
him, excepting Madam: VilUte his Sifter, who ufed to vi- 
.& him. She could not but be touched with the Con- 
dition in which (he found him, intircly deftitute of all 
^:thc Conveniencies, and almoft the very Nccellaries of Life, 
.But that which moft moved her CompafTioi) was, to fee, 
" in the Arms of a Difconfolatc Mother, the^ poor helplefs 
Infant expofed, amidfl her Cries, to Cold, to Nakednefs 
-and Hunger : In this Extremity Madam Villete cook the

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tif Vdfe iWed in Qf^, and ixtade tc their prmcfpii! Ctfc 
to give their C^Aren (u Son and a Dai^ter) good fids- 
cation. 

THESE finfortonate?aycnts died boA in tfick Enfe^ 
leaving their Children very young. The Datightcr, who 
was euier than her Brodier, ai ike grew np l^n to be 
very deHrons of feeing her Native Ooontry i tms, togc- 
ther with the Hopes the had of recovering ibmethii^ ef 
that which once belonged to her Father, made her wi&- 
ing to take the firft C^yportumty of retoming into Frmm. 
finding therefore a Smp that was ready to Sail thither, 
fhe went on Board, aod landed at Rfchme. FVom tiience 
the proceeded dire^y to foitm, and there made it her 
Bttfinds firft to enquiiv ont Madam Viil$tt her Aunt, who 
the knew very wdl was the ^vbn to whom fhe owed 
her LiR?« Madam ViUeti leceived her with gt«at Marks 
-of A£fe€kion; and after informing her, that fhe muft not 
exped to recover any thing of what had belonged to her 
Father, fince that wis all irreparably loft and dinipated by 
liis Baniniment, and the Proceedmj^ againft him ^ fhe td- 
ded, that (he (hould be welcome, if fhe Thought fit, to 
hve with her, where atfeafl fhe (hould never be reduced 
to want a Subfifiuice. 

MADEMOISELLE DmA^ accepted the Offer 
which her Aunt made her, and ftudied by all natans ima- 

finable to render her felf necef&ry and agreeable to a 
erfon upon whom (he faw that fhe mufl entirely depead 
for every Thing. More efpecially fhe made it ncr Bufi- 
nefs to infinuate her felf into the ABe^lons of her Cou- 
lin, with whom (be had one common Nurfe. And to 
omit nothing that might pleafe them, fhe exprelled a 
great Defire to be intruded in the Religion of her An- 
ce(lors$ fhe was impatient to have feme Converfatioa 
with Miniflers, and to frequent their Sermons i £o that in 
fhort time (he began to take a great liking to the Prote- 
ifl:ant Religion* And it is not to be doubted, but that (he 
would have openly profcfTed this way of WorfhSp, if

This was ibon eiieoited and MademoifeUe DMiAipii was 
in a manner fbrced hj Violence from Mad^m FS/fof , yvho 
was the only Rektioo that ever had taken any Care cif 
>fcg*. She md dmndoDoe of Tears at parting, andaffared 
iicr Aant, and her Giofin (who was now married to 
Monfieur Ssim Bmmm) that (he (houk) ahvays prtierre* 
with the Remembrance of their KLindn^, the good Im» 
•preffions fhe had received of their ReKgion, and never 
^1 to acknowkdge both the one and the other, when 
file found a Time and Occa(ion proper for it. 
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MADEMOISELLE jDi^^' was conduced 
from Madam Vilkte's to a Relatioa, who had a 
Law-Suit then depending at IWiV ^ and being for 
that Reaibn obhged to go thttfacr, ihe carried Mademoi* 
lefie DMibigm m^ her. This Lady hired Apartments in 
the iime Houfe where the famont $9mm was lodged : 
She made an Acquaintance with him \ and one Dav, be- 
ng obheed to go abroad alone upoOv a Vifit, ihe aefired 
^he wowd give her Coofin leave, in die mean time, to 
>come and lit with him; loiowins very vrell that a young 
liftdy was in no Danger from (uch a Perfon, and Hiat per- 
haps it might turn to her Advantage. Monfieur Sci^rm 
was, of ail Men living, the mod: unhappy in in unto* 
"Vrard Fkame of Body, bdng not t>nly Deformed, but 
lUtewife very Infirm { In Cwiiideration of his Wit and 
Farts, he had a Yearly Penfion from the Court of five 
hundred Qowns. Scmrvtt was charmed with the Convert 
lation of Madcmoiiclle J^tuihigfU \ and her Kinfwoman 
took frequent Opportunities of leaving her with him. 
This gave ^mm Occalionto di^over jSill new Beauties 
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in her from tioie to cmr« She w^tiU £ometimes entef^ 
tain him with the Story of iicr Aduseotujces and her Mii^ 
fortunes, beginaing even ^^ith mrhat^ftie buffered before 
.die was boni4 All wbidi^ihe knew how to defcribe in fb 
exprefHre and moving a. Masfvr, that he found himfelf 
touched with 9 (Irong .Qnnpaiiion towards her \ and re- 
folvedwith himielfMif not to make her happy, at leaft 
to iet her at Eafe, by placing her in a Nunnery at his 
own Expence.

MADEMOISELLE Dfitdigui returned Monfieur 
Scarm the Thiknks he Co well deferved. She was too 
feniible of the Difagrceablenefs of a dependant Stare, not 
to be glad to accept of a Settlemetit tlrat would place her 
at lead above Want : Finding fherefbfe in her feff no 
Call towai^ a Nunnery, (he anfv^ered Monfkur SearoB 
tvithout Befication, that.lbe had too great a SenSs of her 
ObligarioDs to him not to be deftrons of that vnj of 
Life, that would give her the moft frequent Occafioas off 
Ihewing her Gratitude to him. Scaran, who was pre- 
poffefs'd with the flattering Hopes of p^nghis Life with 
a Perfon he liked fo well, was charmed with her AniWer. 
They both came to a Refolution, thar he fiiould ask het 
Relation's Confent that very Evening : She gave il very 
frankly^ and this Marriage, &) fbon concluded, was, at 
It wd-e, the Intec to all me future Fortunes of Madam 
Mahaerufn, She made a, good Wife to Scarm, livmg bap- 
tyilv with him, and wanted no Conveniencies during htt 
Lire \ but lofing him, (he lof{ all^ his Penlion cea&d up- 
t>n his Death, and (he found her fetf again reduced to the 
fame indigent Ck)nditien in which (he had been before 
her Marriage. 

UP O N^ this (he retired into the Convent m the fUg$ 
iSLoyaie^ founded for the Relief of necc(ritous Pcrfonsj 
wnere the Frieftdi of her deccafed Husband »ok Care of 
her. It was here the Fricndfhip between her and Madam 
Samt BafiU (a Nun) had its beginning, which has con- 
tinued ever lince j for (he ftill goes to Vilit her frequent-

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confiiljt hi5 ConfdlEbr upon that Poinf. Midam MMimmm^

The Bifhop, with his ufiial Sincerity, reprefcnted 
to him the great P/ejudice he wouU do himfelf by 6e* 
daring his Marrii^e, together with the ill Confequences 
that might attend fuch a Proceeding. The King verf 
much appoved his Reafbns, and rcfolved to go no farther 
in this Afiair. Madam Af«m/«w» ftill preiled him to com- 
ply with her j but it was now all to no purpofe ; and he 
toKi her, it was not a thing to be dene.

lormed againft her from time to time. This bnngs ioto 
my Memory a Saying of King H^tlUmih, that I bave

%hmt efymtg Mmijkrs, and an eld Mifirtfs. Bur this Lad/< 
Charms have not Iain lb much in her Perfbn, as in her 
Wk aod good Senfe. She has always had the Addrels to (| 
Eatter the Vanity of the King, and to miv always bTOfi- 
thing Iblid audi nfefttl with the more agreeable F^csof 
iier Convetfatfom She has kaown how to inrroducethd 
100^ Xerious A£&irs of State into their Houte of Pleaftut^ 
l^y telling his* MajeAv. that a Mooaitrh flioold not iof c, 
QOff do txky thing, like other Mea ^ and that he, of ail 
IiIbb livtog, knew beft how to be always a King ^ ^ 
vhy^ like him^f, even in the midft of his Diverfioof. 
The King now converies with her as a Friend, wd d- 
vif^s with her qpoo his moil fecrac Af&irs. He hat a cnie 
Love and Btem hr herj and haft ta^en Care, in cak Ik 
aiouid die before ber, thtt ihe may pais the Remaifldicraf 
her Lile with Honour, in the Abby of St. Cyr: Theieaie 
Apaitmeots ready fitted up for her in this.

IT is of great U(e to cenfider the Pleafures which coft- 
flitute Humtn HapfHpefs, as they are diftim^uiftied in- 
to Natural and Fantaftical. NatursU Thafmres I call 
thole, which, not depending on the FafhioR and Caprice 
of any particular Age or Nation, are (iiited to Humane 
Kature in general, and were intended by Providence a$ 
Rewards for the u(ing our Faculties agreeably to the Ends 
for which they were given us. Fantafticai Tleafurts are 
thole which having no natural Fitnefs to delight our MiodSt 
prefuppole fome particular Whim or Tafte accidentally 
prevaihng in a Sett of People, to which ic is owing that ■ 
they plcaft. I 

NO W I talrc it, that the Tranquillity and Cheerful- 
fiefs with which I have pafled my Life, are the Eft^ w 
having, ever fince I came to Years of Difcretioo, coan- 
jiu'd my Inclinations to the former fort of Pleafures. B^ 
as my Experience can be a Rule only to my own Aai- 
ons, it may probably be a Wronger Motive to induce others 
to the lame Scheme of Life, if they would confider that 
we arc prompted to Natural Pleafures by an Inftin^ i^ 
preiTed on our Minds by the Author of our Nature, wW 
left nnderftands our Frames, and cenfcquently beftlaJO^^ 
what thofc Pleafures arc which will give us the !«» 
Uneafincfs in the Purfuit, and the greatefl Satiifa^iooW 
the Enjoyment of them. Hence it follows, that thcP^ 
}e^ of our Natural Defires are cheap or tgGc to be (^' 
taincd, it being a Maxim that holds throughout tw 
whole Syftem of created Beings, that, Nothing is ^»f^ * 
v/i/», much lefi the Inflin^s and Appetites oi Aoi(o»^» 
which the Benevolence, as well as Wifdom of the peitT» 
is concerned to jjrovidc fo;-. Nor is the Fruition of th^ 
Objeas leis pleating than the Acquifition is cafiej and cne 

Pkafiu^ is hcightned by the Scnfc of hayiflg anfwff* 
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Ibme Natural End, and the Confcioufncfs of a£Hiig ia 
concert with the Supreme Governor of the Uni?er{e. 

UNDER Natural Pleafures I comprehend tbofe which 
are univerlally fuited, as well to the Rational as the Sen- 
fual Part of our Nature. And of the Pleafures which af- 
£e€t our Senfes, thoie only are to be eftecmed Natural 
that are contained within the Rules of lUafon, which is> 
allow'd to be as neceflary an logredientof Human Nature 
as Senfe. And, indeed, Ezcefles of any kind are hardly to 
be eileemed Pleafures, much lefs Sdtnrsl FUafmit. 

IT is evident, that a Deiire terminated in Mony is fan- 
tafticah fois theDefire ofoutwani DilKn^ons, which 
lying no Delight of Setife,. npr recommend us as ufeful to 
Mamuodi and the Defire of things ibeerly becMiie they 
are New or Foreign. Men, wh« are indiipofed to a due 
Exertion of their higher Parts, are driven to (lich Pur- 
fuits as thefe from the Reftleisnc& of the. Mind, and the 
ienfitive Appetites being ttGly iatisfy'd. It is, in fomo 
ibrt, owing to the Bounty of Providence* that diillaimng 
a cheap and vulgar Happmefs, they frame to themfilves 
imannary Goods, in which there is nothing can raiieDe- 
die buttkeX>iiHculty of obtaining tJiem. Thus Men be- 
come the Contrivers of their own Miierv, as a Punifh* 
jntnt on themfelves for departing from tne Meafures of 
Nature. Having by an habitual Rdledion on tbefe Truths 
made them Familiar, the ESeSt is, that I, among a num- 
ber of Perfons who have debauched their Natural Tafie, 
&e things, in a peculiar Light, which 1 have arrived at^ 
not by any uncommon force of Genius or acquired Know-* 
ledge, but only by unlearning the falfe Notions inftilled 
by Cuftom and Education. 

THE various Obje&s that compose the. World were 
by Nature formed to delight our Senfes ^ and as it is this 
alone that makes them deiirable to an uncorrupted Tade, 
a Man may be iaid naturally ^o poflcis tkcm, when be 
poflefleth tbofe Enjoyments which they are fitted by Na- 
ture to yield. Hence it is uftial with me to consider my 
felf, as having a, natural Property in every ObjcA that ad- 
miniftcrs Pleaifure to me.

And how much of thefe will 
your Majefty be able to take without ruioirg the landed 
Intereft f You have, Sir, above a. hundred Millioos o{ 
Acres, and not aboye thirty Millions of Subjeds, eiehc 
Acres to every Subjed^; hovv iaconfiderable mud be the 
Value of Land, where fo many Acres are to pro- 
vide for a fingle Per&n ? where a iingle Perfbn is 
the whole Market for the ProduQ of Co much Land? 
And what fort of Cuflomers are your Subje^ to theic 
Lands f What Cloaths is it that they wear ? What Pro* 
vifions . do they confume ? Black Bread, Onions, a^d 
other Roots, are the ufual Diet of the Gen^lity of 
your People ; their common Drink the pure Element; 
they are dreHed in Canvas and Wooden Shoes, I mean 
fuch of them as are npt bare-foot and half hakrd. Hoiv 
very mean mud be the eight Acres which vvill afibrd 
no oetter Sub(ifhnce to a ungle Perfon ? Yet (b many 
of your People lire in this defpicable manner, that foot 
Pounds will be eafily believed to txcdcd the Annual Ex* 
pences of every one of them at a Medium. And how 
little of this Expence will be coiping to the Land Qwih- 
er for his Rent ? or, which is the fame tfaiag, for the 
meer Produ^ of his Land ? Of every thing that is con* 
fumed, the greateft part of the Value is. the Price of 
Labour that is bedovved upon it ; and 'tis not a very 
fmall Part of their l^rice that is paid to your Majefly in 
your Excifes. Of the four Pounds Expence of cverj 
Subjed: it can hardly be thought that more than four 
and twenty Shillings are paid tor the mere Produ^ of 
the Land. Then it there are eight Acres to cwcry Suhr 
jed, and every S^bje^ for his Confumption pays no 
more than four and twenty Shillings to the Land, three

< more ruinous than the Cottages in the Villages. Six 

* Shillings for the Lodging of every one of yoor thirteen 
'* Millions of Subje^ at a Medium, muft needs be the 

< full yearly Value of all the Houfcs. So that at four 

* -Shillings for every Acre, and fix Shillings for the Lodg- 
*« ing of every Subjcd, the Rents of your whole King- 
** dom will be lefs than twenty Millions, and* yet a great 
-* deal, more tlian thev were ever yet found to be by the 

* mod txzSt Survey that has been taken. 

< THE next Queftion then is» how much of thtfk 
Rents your Majeliy will think fit to take to your own 
Ufe. Six of the twenty Millions are in the Hands of 
the Clergy: And little enoi^h for the Support of three 
hundred thoufand ficclefiaftidcs, with all their neceflary 
Attendants i 'tis no more than twenty Pounds a Tear 
for every one of the Mafters. Thefe, Sir, are your 
heft G\xi[^ they keep your ^ubjed^s lo^al in the mid(l 
of all their Mifery. Your MajeOy will not think it 
your Intereft to take any thing from the Church* From 
that which remains \n the Hands of your Lay-Subjeds, 
will you be able to take more than five Milhoos to your 
own Ufe ? This is more than feven Shillings in the 
Pound ; and then; after necedary Reparations, together 
with Loiies by the failing of Tenants, how very little 
will be left to the Owners? Thefe are Gentlemen, who

*- coftl V than in man^ of your Cities. If fuch is the ^aloe 
*' of their three Millions of Acres, and of Lodging fot as 
' many Millions of Subjeds, the vearly Rents of Uo^ 

* and Houfes are nine Millions in taofe Provinces. 

'* THEN how much of this may the States take with- 

■ out mining the Land Owners, for the Defence of their 
« Peojile ? Their Lands there, by the Cuftom of dciccfltfj 
^ ing in equal Shares to all the Children, are diftributM 

* into fo many Hands, that few or no Perfons are fubfi- 

* fled by their Rents j Land Owners, as well as othcfs. 

■ are chiefly fubhfted by Trade and Manufadures i tod 

* they can therefore with as much Eafe parr with half oi 

■ their whole Rents, as yoiu- Majefty's Subje^s can a 
■; quarter. The States Gcnenl may as well take (omt 
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Millions aad a half from their Rentf* as your Ma« 
jefty can five from thofe of your SubjeAs* 
* I T remains now only to compare the Exctlcs of both 
Countries. And what Exciles can your Majefiy hope to 
receive by the Ceoiiunption of the half ftanred and half 
naked B^^rs in your Streets ? How great a Part of 
the Mce of all that U cat or drunk or comumed by thoic 
wretched Creatures? how great a Part of the Price of 
Canvas» Cloth and Wooden-Shoes, that are every where 
worn throughout the Couotnr ? How great a Pirt of 
the Price of their Water, or their bUck Bread and Oni« 
oos» the gencnd Diet of your People ? If your Maje- 
kj were to receive the whole Priceof thofe things, your 
Exchequer would hardly run over. Yet fo much the 
ereateft Part of your Subjeda live in this defpicable 
Manner, that the Annual Exponce of every one, at a 
Medium, can be no more than I have mentioned. One 
would almoft thir.k they (larve themfelves: to defraud 
your Majefty of your Revenues. 'Tis impaflible to 
conceive that more than an eighth Part can be exctfed 
from the Expences of your Subjeds who live fo very 
poorly, and then for thirteen Millions of People, your 
whde Revenue by Excifes will amount to no more 
than fix Millions and a half. 

'AND how much lefs than this Sum will the States 
be able to levy by the firac Tax upon their Subjedlsf 
There are no Beggars in that Country. The People of 
their great Towns live at a vaftly greater Charge than 
yours. And even thofe in their Villages are better ted 
and cloathed than the Peo(,le of your Towns. At a 
Medium, every one of their Subje^s live at twice the 
Cod of thoie of Frmu^, Trade and Manufa^ures are 
the things that furnifh them with Mony for this £]&- 
]>eace. Therefore if thrice as much fhjU be Exciied 
from the Expence of the Hollanders, yet ftill rhey wilt 
have more left than the Subjeds of your Majefty, tho^^ 
you ihould take nothing at all from them, I muft bo* 
lieve therefore that 'twill be as eade to levy thrice as 
much by Excifes upon the.DM^r^ SubjeA as the Wrwch^ 
thirtv Shillings upon the former, as eafily as ten upon 
the fatter, and confequendy four Millions and a half of

ther to fave both, an Interruption in either of thefe Pur- 
Ihits is of equal Confequence ta the Purfuers. Befides, as 
every Trifle raifes the Mirth and Gaiety of the Men of 
good Circumftanccs, fo do others as inconflderable eipofe 
them to Spleen and Paffion, and as S^Umcn fkys. Accord" 
ing to their Riches their Anger rifeth. • 

ONE of the mod bitter Circumftaaees of Poverty has 
beeq obferved to be, that it makes Men appear Ridicu- 
lous y but I believe this AfErmation may with more Ju- 
Hice be appropriated to Riches, fince more Qualifications 
are required to become a great Fortune, than even to 
make one$ and there are ieveral pretty Perfons about 
Town, ten times more Ridiculous upon the very Ac- 
count of a good EiSate, than they poifibly could have 
been with the Want of it. 

I confcf?, having a Mind to pay my- Court to Fortune, 
1 became an Adventurer in one of the lati Lotteries j in 
Which, though I got none of the great Prizes, 1 found 
no Occaiion to Envy fbm^ of thoie that d id i. comforting 
my ielf with this Coatemplation« That Nature and Edu- 
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cation haviflg difippoiatcd all tbe FaifMm Fdrtaoe could 
befUw i^on thenif they l»d gpned do Sopcmrity by an 
lincnvied Affluence. 

'TIS ^eafant to confider, that whilft we are hoMBtiiig 
cur particular Affli^ons to etch otker, and repinuig at 
the IneoaaHty of Gindition* were it poffiUe to throw off 
our proent mUbable State» we can't name the Per&a 
^hole Condition in every Particular we would embrace 
and prefer $ and an impartial Inquiry into the Pride, ill 
Nature^ ill Health, Guilty Spleen, or Particularky of Be* 
baviour of others, generally ends in- a Reconcimtibn to 
our dear fchres. 

THIS my way of Thinking is warranted by SbakeJ^mrl 
ta a very eztraorainary Manner, where he makes Richsrd 
the Second, when deposed and imprifon'd, debating a 
Matter, wUch would loon have been difcufs'd by a cooif 
mon Gipacity, wh^her his Prifbn or Palace was moft e«' 
ligible, and with very Philofophical Hefitation leaving tho 
Freference undetermmed, in the following lines*

tfaofi tkey write againfl. I fhau not a^ after this man* 
ncr with refpedto the WrU'thmk^s, Virtue, and the Han- 
^nefs of Society, are the great Ends which aR Men ought 
to nroniQte, and fonie of that Se^ would be thought 
CO nave at Heart above the reft of Mankind. Bat lup* 
pofing thole who make that Ptofeffion to carry on a good 
De%n in the Simplicity of their Hearts, and according to 
their beft Knowledge, yet it is much to be feared, tSofe 
well- meaning $ou}$, white they endeavoured to recom* 
mend Virtue, have in reaKty been advancing the IntercfU 
of Vice; which as I take to proceed frofcn their Igno- 
rance of Human Nature, we may hope, when they be- 
come fenfible of their Miftake,, they will,^ in confequence 
•f ^t bene&rent Principle they pretend to a6k upon, 
reform their Prance fer the future. 

THE Sages whom I ha,ve i^ my Eye fpeak of Vir- 
tue as the moft amiable thing; in the World ; but at the 
lame time that they extol her Beauty, they take care to 
kiien her Portion. Such Innocent Creatures are they, 
and fo great Strangers to the World^ that they think thk 
ft likely Method to increaft the Number of her Admirers» 

VIRTUE has in her fdf the moft engaging Charms ; 
and Chriftianiry, as it places her in the ftrongeft Light, 
and adorned with all her Native Attra^ions, fo it kindles 
a new Fire in the Soul, by adding to them the unuttcra- 
blc Rewards which attend her Votaries in an Eternal 
State. Or if there are Men of a Saturnine and heavy 
Gemplexion, who are not ea&ly lifted up by Hope, there

if the Profped of eveiltfting Pamihments to agitate their 
Souls, and frighten them into the Praftice of Virtae, and 
'an Averfion from ^)^ce. 

WHEREAS ^our febef. WretJhmkm tell j^ia^ that 
Virtue indeed is betutiful, ^d Vice deformed i the for* 
mer deferves your Love, and the latter your Abhorrence ^ 
bat then, it is for their o vn Sake, or on Account of the 
Good and Evil which immediately attend them, and are 
infeparable from their reipe^ve Natures. As for the Im^ 
mortality of the Soul, or Eternal Puniibments and Re* 
Wards thole are openly ridiculed, or rendred fu^doos 
by the mod fW and laboured Artifice. 

I will not uy.thefe Men a6l; treacheroufly in the Caufe 
of Virtues but, will anyone deny, that they adfoolifli- 
ly, who pretend to advance the Intereft of it by deftroy- 
ing or wcakning the ilrongeft Motives to it, which are 
accommodated to all Capacities, and fitted to work oa 
all Difpofitions, and enforcing thofe alone which caft of- 
te€t only a generous and exalted Mind? 

SURELY thty mud be deftitute of Paflba thm-* 
iblves, and unacquainted with the Force it hath on the 
Miilds of others, who can imagine that the meer Beauty 
pf Fortitude, Temperance and Juftice, is fufficient to fii- 
ftain the Mind of Man in a fevere Courfe of Self denial 
agafnft all the Temptations of preient Profit andSenfiiality. 

I T is my Opinion the Frtelhinkers fhou'd be treated 
as a Sett of poor ignorant Creatures, that have not Senie 
to difcover the Excellency of Religion j it being endent 
thofe Men are no Witches, nor likely to be guilty of a- 
ny deep Defign, who proclaim aloud to the World, 
that they have le/s Motives to Honeftv than the reft of 
their Fellow Subjeds^ who have all the Inducements to 
the Exercife of any Virtue which a Tne-lhinkir can foC- 
iibly have, and befides, the Expe^tion of never-ending 
Happioefs or Mifery as the Confequence of their Choice.

Hope and Fear the moft powerful of our Fafiions? and 
are tbere any Objects which can roufe and awaken our 
Hopes and Fears, like thofe Frofpedls that warm and pc« 
netrate the Heart of a Chriitian, but are not regarded by

rr 
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I T is not only i clear Point, that a ChrifHaa breaks 
through ftronger Engajgements whenever he furrenders 
himfelf to commit a criminal A^on, and is ftuog with t 
fharper Remorie after it, than a TrH-Thmkir. i but it 
Aiou'd even feem that a Man who believes no future 
State, wou'd ziSt a fooliih 'Put in beioe thoroogUy ho* 
nefl. For what-Reafon is there why fich a one (noold 
poflpone his own private Intereft orPIeafure to* the doing 
his Duty ? If a Chriftian fbregr>es fbme prefent Advantage 
for the fake of his Codfcience, he a^s accountably, bc- 
crauie it is with the Vievir of gaining Come greater future 
Good. But he that, having no fuch View, flionld yet 
confcientioufly deny himfelf a prefent Good in any Inci- 
dent where he may iave Appearances, is altogether aa 
fiupid as he that would trufl him at fuch a Jun^ure. 

I T will, perhaps, be faid, that Virtue is her own Re- 
w^ard, that a natural Gratification attends good -Af^ioos,- 
which is alone fufiicient to excite Men to the Perform- 
ance of them. But although there is nothing more love- 
ly than Virtue, and the Pradice of it is the iurcft way to 
foHd. natural Happincfs, even in this U^i yet Titles, E- 
ftates, and fanraftical Pleafiires, are more ardently fought 
after by mofl Men» than the natural Gratifications of a 
reafonable Mind^ and it cannot be denied, that Virtue 
and Innocence are not always the readieft Methods to][at- 
tain that fort of Happinefs. Befides, the Fumes of Padi- 
on muft be allayed, and Reafoo muft burn brighter than 
'ordinary, to enable Men to fee and relifli all the native 
Beauties and Delights of a virtuous life. And tho' we 
fliould grant our Jree-Thinkers to be a Sett of refined Spi^ 
rits, capable only of being enamoured of Virtue, yet what 
would Decome of the Bulk of Mankind who have grefs 
Undcrfbndings, but lively Senfcs and ftrong PaiTioas? 
V^hat a Deluge of Lull, and Fraud, and Violence would 
in a little Time overflow the whole Nation, if thefe wife 
Advocates for Morality, were univerfally hearkened to? 
Laftly, Opportunities do fbmetimes offer in which a Man 
may wickedly make his Fortune, or indulge a Piea- 
fure, without fear of Temporal Damage, cither in Rcpu- 
ration, Health, or Fortune. In fuch Cafes what Reftraint 
do they lie under who have no Regards beyond the 

Grave? 
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Ghive? the ^^A^d Compundions of k i^Hdced, as well as 
tht Joys of ah upright Mind, beiiig grafM on the Senle 
of another Stat^. 

THE thought, Aa di& EXtjIenci temifuttes wHh tHi 
LIfiy doth naturally theck the S6u1 in any gehcrous Pur- 
fuit, contra^ her yitws^ atid fi± thciti on tcriiporary and 
Kltilh Ends. It dethrones the Reafoti, extiagaiibes all 
Nobte and Hcroick Sentiments, and fubjcds the Mind w 
the Slavery of every prefent Partlofi.

Deceit ; they committed Wickedneis, and bemoan'd that 
-there Ihould be Co much of it in the World} they devour'd 
theUawai^y, and wept over the Remains of them. The 
Covetous had fo hook'd and worn their Fingers bycoant- 
Aag Intereft upon Intereft, that -they were converted to

' AS I was tgkt9^ 4 View^of tbefe Riaprdeatatiofu of 
-Things, withoHt any. more Order than wuhal in aDresmi 
^ in the Qonfuiioo of the World it felf, I perceived a 
O^ocern within me for what I faw $ my Eyes began t» 
znoiften, and as if the Virtue of that Watgr with which 
they w:ere puriBpd was loft for a timely by their beiitf 
Couched v^tk tbali wUch arofe from a Paidion, the Cloak 
imafiediately bmn to gather again, and clo£^ fconi cither 
hand upon the Prolpea. I then tuniod towards my Guides 
who a^drcfled himielf to me afto* this manner. Ton 
have feen the Condiricm of Mankind when if defbeods 
fropi its Dig^i^y {-now therefore guard yourself from 
that Degeneracy by a modeft Greatneis of %>irit on one 
.fide, and a confdous Shame on the other* Endeavoor 
alfo with a Geaerafity of Goodnefi to make your Frieods 
aware of it^ let them know what Defers you perceive 
are ^[rowing upon them i handle the Matter as you lee

All Authors are eligible dthff 
for their Matter or Stile j if for the firft, the Elucidariao 
and DiipoHtion of it into proper Light;, ought to «ffl- 
ploy a judicious Reader; if for the lafl; he ought toob- 
ferve how fomc common Words are ftarted into a new 
Signification, how fuch Epithets are beautifully rccoa- 
cilcdto things that feemcd incompatible, and mufto^ 
ten remember the whole Strudure of Period, bcaufc 
by the leaft Tranfpofition, that Aflemblage of WoiA 
which is Qilled a StiJe, becomes utterly annihilated. The 
fsvift Di/patch of common Readers not only eludes dicir 
Memory, but betnys their Appreheniion,when theTarnot 
Thought and Expredion would infenfibly grow natural to 
them, would they but give them^lves time to receive the 
Imprefnoii. Suppofe we fix one of thefe Readers in bis 
eafie Chair, aad obf(»-ve him pafling thro' a Book with a 
grave raminating Face, how ridiculoufly muft he lool^ 
if we defire him to give an Account of an Author be 
has juft read over, and hpw unheeded mud the geoefal 
Chara^er of it be, when given by one of thefe Serene 
Unobfervers? The comiQon Defence of thefe People if. 
that they have no Def^n in Reading but for Pleafsre, 
Which 1 think fhbuld rather arife Irom the Refiedios 
and Remembrance of what one has read, than fromtbe 
craofieoc SatisfaAien of what one does, and we (booU 
be pleafed proportionably as we are profited. Tis pro- 
digious Arrogance in any one to imaeine, that by one 
Iiaflv courfe thro' a Book he can fuUy enter into the 
Soul and Secrets of a Writer, whofc Life perhaps bas 
been bufied in the Birth of fech Produdlion. Books riiac 
don't immediately concern fbmc Profeflion or Sdcace, 
are generally run over as meer empty Bntcrtainmcatw 
rather than as matter of Improvement ; though in toy 
Opinion, a refined Speculation upon Morality, or HiA^ 
ry, requires as much Time and Capacity to oMc^ *^ 
digeft, as the moft abftrufe Trcatife of any Profcffiofli

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.but what muft necedarily improve the Underftandingof 
the Reader, even im the very ProfeHion to wbicA he 
applies himfelf. For to Reafon with Strengrh. aod ex« 
preis himfelf with Propriety, xnuft equally concefn the 
Divine, the Phyiician, and the Lawver. My owa- 
courfe of looking into Books has occauooed thcie Rc- 
fle^ons, and the following Account may fuggeft nnorc. 
* HAVING been bred up under a Relation that had a 
pretty large Srudy of Books^ it became my Province 
once a Week to duil them. In the performance of thif 
Duty, as I was obliged to take down every particular 
Book, I thought there was no way to deceive the Toil 
of my Journey thro' the different Abodes and HabitOr 
tions of thefe Authors, but by reading fbmethlng in e- 
very one of them > and in this manner to make mv 
Pafiage eafie from the comely F0//# in the upper Shea 
or Region, even through the Crowd of Duo(Uclm§'s io 
the lower. By frequent Exercife I became fo great a Profici- 
ent in thistraa(itory Application to Books,that I could open 
half a dozea fmall Authors in an Hand, grafping them 
with as f^cure a dexterity as a Drawer does his Glailes» 
and feafting my curious Eye with all of them at the 
&me Inftant. Through thefe Methods the natural Irrfc- 
felutionofmy Youth was much flrengthened, and having 
no Leifiire, it I bad had Inclination, to make pertinent Ob* 
fervations in Writing I was thus confirmed a very early 
Wanderer. When I was fent to Oxford my chicfcft Ex- 
pence run upon Books, and my only Confideration ia 
ftich Expence upon Numbers, fo that you may be furc 
1 had what they Call a choice Celleaion, fometimes 
buying by the Pound, (bmetimes by the dozen, at other 
times by the hundred. For the more pleafant ufe of a 
xnultimde of Books, I had by frequent Confcrencet 
with an ingenious Joyner, contrived a' Machine of an 
orbicular Stru(fture, tiiat had its particular Receptions 
fbr a dozen Authors, and which, with the Icall touch 
of the Finger, would whirl round and prefcnt the Rea- 
der at once with a delicious View of its full Furniture, 
Thrice a Day did I change, not only the- Books but the 
Languages, and had us'd my Eye to fuch a quick Suc-

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« ccflton of Objefts, that in the moft precipitate Tfeirl I 

< could catch a Sentcnco out of each Author, as it paflcd 
« fleeting by me. Thus my Hours, Days and Years flewr

« trivance of this Engine, with its feveral new Editions 

* and Amendments, which We contributed (b much t» 

* the Delight of all fhidious Vagabonds. When I had 
« been Rendent the ufual time at Oxford that gains one 

* Admiflkm into the publick Library, I was the kappieil 

< Creature on Earth, promiiing to my felf moft delightful 

* Travels through this new World of Literature. Sometimes 
« you might fee- me mounted upon a Ladder, in fearch 

* of fome Arai^Mn Manufcripts, which had flept in a cec- 
« tain Comer undifhirbcd for many Years. Once I had 
« the Misfortune to fall from this Eminence, and catciv 

* ing at the Chains of the Books was fees hanging in » 
« very raerry Pollure, with two or three large Folio's rat- 
« ling about my Neck, till the Humanity of Mr. Gr4^, the 
' Librarian, diHntangled us.

The more entirely the Inferior Crea- 
tion is fubmitted to our Power, the more anfwcrablc we * 
(houM feem for our Mifmanagement of it j and the ra- 
ther, as the very Condition of Nature renders thcfe Crea- 
tures incapable of receiving any Recompence in another 
Life, for their ill Treatment in this. 

'TiS.obfervable of thofe noxious Animals, whicn 
bave Qualities mod powerful to injure us, that they na* 
tis-aily avoid Mankind, and never hurt us unle(s provo- 
ked, or necefiitated by Hunger. Man, on the other 
ha<nd, (eeks out and purfues even the moh inoffeofivc A- 
nimals, on purpofe to profecute and deflroy them. 

MONTJlGiJE thinks it fome Reileiftion upon 
Human Nature ic felf, that few People take Ddight ia 
fieing Beafts earefs or play together, but almofl erery one 
is pleafed to fee them Ucerate and worry one aoofher* 
I am forry tjiis Temper is become almoft a diilingui^j^S 
Charadler of our own Nation, from the Obfervation 
which is made by Foreigners of our beloved Paibnies, 
M$iir Waiting, Cock-fighting, and the like. We fhould find 
it hard to vindicate the deftroying of any thing that has 
Life, meetly out of Wantonncfsj yet in this Principle 
our Children are bred up, and one of the firfl Pkarures 
ive allow them, is the Licence of infliding Pain "F^" 
poor Animals: Almoft as foon as we are fenfible what 
Life is our (elves, we make it our Sport to take it from 
other Creatures. I cannot but believe a very good t^ 

mght be osadie of the Fancy which dsldren hatre ^ 
— - ' Birds 
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Birds and Infers. Mr. Lock take Notice of t Mother 
ynho permitted them to her Children, but rewarded or 
puni/hed them as they treated them well or ilf. This waa 
DO other than entring them betimes into a daily Ciercife 
of Humanity, and improving their very Diyerfion to a 
Virtue. 

I fancy too, (bme Advantage might be taken of the 
common Notion, that 'tis ominous or wolncky to deftroy 
fome forts of Birds, as SwaSows and MMrfins*^ this Opini- 
on might poflibly arife from the Confidence thefe Birda 
|eem to pot in us by building under our R^fs, lb that it 
is a kind of Violation of the Laws of Hofpitality to mur* 
der them» As for 'Robm-rtd hremfls in particular, 'tis not 
improbable they owe their Secufity to the old Ballad of 
tht Children in the Wood, However it be, I don't know, I 
&y, why this Prejudice, well improved and carried as 
far as it would go, might not be made to conduce to the 
Prcfervatioa of niany innocent Creatures, which ar« novir 
expofed to ail the Wantonnefs of an ignorant Barbarity. 

THERE are ether Antmals that have the Misfor^ 
tune, for no manner of Reafon, to be treated as common 
Enemies where-ever found. The Conceit that a Cat hai 
nmi hives has coft at leafl nine Lives in ten of the whole 
Race of 'em: Scarce a Bov in the Streets but has in this 
Point outdone Hercules nimfelf. who was fame us for 
killing a Monfter that had but Three Lives. Whether the 
unaccountable AnimoHty agaisft this ufeful Domeftick 
may be any Caufe of the general Perfecution of 0»/i» 
(who are a fort of feathered Cats) or whether it be onljr 
aaunreafonable Pique the Moderns have taken to a ien« 
ous Countenance, 1 (hail not determine* Tho' 1 am in- 
clined to believe the former $ (ince I obferve the fole 
Re&fbn alledgcd for the Dcdrudion o( Frogs is becavfe 
they are hke Tosds. Yet amidil all the Misfortunes of 
thefe unfriended Creatures, 'tis fome Happlnefs that we 
have not yet taken a Fancy to eat them : For (hould our 
Countrymen refine upon the Frerfch never fo little, 'tis not 
tP be conceived to what unheard-of Torments 0»ls, 
Cdts, and Frogs may be yet referved.

H 1 ST O R Y tells us oi a wife and polite Nation that

Judiciary Office, only bcca^^ he had been bblerved ia 
lis Youth, to take plcafure in tearing and murdering of 
Birds. And of another that ocpelled a Man out ofthe

V I remenober an AraU^n Author, who has written a Trean 
tife to Oxow, bow far a Man, fappQ£ed to have fubfited 
10 a Defart Iflind, without any Infljv^pn, or fo mucli 
a^the fight of ji^ny other Man, may, by tlie pure light 
oi Natuce, attain the Knowledge of Phyolbphy and Vir- 
tue.

Andaifo much Cathlf And we have in Deuteronemy 

a Precept of great Good-nature of this fort, with a Biefl 
fing in Form annexed to it in thofc Words: If thouJhaU 
find a B^ds Neft in the w/ry, thou /halt net take the Damm 
with the jfQung : But thiu Jh^lt in any vifr let the Damm 
ge; that it may be well with thee, and that thou may'fi Pre- 
long thy days, 

T O conclude, there is certainly a Degree of Gratitude 
owing to thofe Animals that fcr?e us; as for fuch aj are 
MoTtfl or Noxious, we have a Right to deftroy them; 
and for thofe that arc neither of Advantage or Prejudice 
to us, the common Enjoyment of Life is whsd I cannot 
think is|e ought to deprive them of. 

THIS whole Matter, with regard to each of thefc 
Confiderations, is fct in a very agreeable Light in one of 
the Perfisn Fables of Tslfiff, with which I ftaU end this 
Paper, 
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A Traveller pafTmg thro* a Thicket, and ieetn^ a ftw 
Spirks of a Fire, which foroe PaiTengers had kindled as 
they went that way before, made up to it. On a fudden 
the Sparks caught hold of a Bufti, in the uiidfl of which 
lay an Adder, and fet it in Flames. The Adder intreated 
the Traveller's Aflfiftance, who tying a Bag to the end of 
his Stafi*, reached it, and drew him out: He then bid him 
go where hepleafed, but never more be hurtful to Men, 
fince he owed bis Life to a Man's Compailioo. The Ad- 
der, however, prepared to fting him, and when he expo- 
AuUted how unjuft it was to retaliate Good with Evil, I 
jhall do no more ((aid the AdderJ than what you Men 
pra£life every Day, whofe Cuftom it is to requite Bencfiti 
with Ingratitude. If you cannot deny this Truth, let us 
refer it to the firQ we meet. The Man confcnted, and 
feeing a Tree, put the QuefHm to ic in what manner a 
good Turn was to be recompenced ? If you mean accord- 
ing to theUiage of Men (replied the T«ee) by its cotti. 
trary: I have been flandiag here thefe hundred Years to 
proted tliem from the fcorching Sun, and in requital they 
have cut down my Branches, and are going to (aw my 
Body into Planks. Upon this the Addder infulting the 
Mao, he appealed to a iecond Evidence, which was grant- 
ed, and immediately they met a Cow. The fame De- 
mand was made, and much the fame Anfwer given, that 
among Men it was certainly fo. I know it (faid the 
.Cow) by woful Experience i for I have Cened a Man this 
loog time with Milk, Butter and . Cheefe, and brought 
him befidcs a Calf every Year: but now 1 [am old, he 
turns me into this Pafturc, with defjgn to fell me to a 
Butcher, who will (hortly make an end of mc. The Tra- 
veller upon this ftood confounded, but dcfircd, of Cour- 
tr(ie, one Trial more, to be finally judged by the next 
^afl they Ihould meet. This happened to be a Pox, who 
upon hearrog the Story in all its Circumftanccs, could 
aiot be perfuaded it was poffiblc for the Adder to enter 
in £o narrow a Bag.

UPON the late Elc6Hon of ICm^'s Scholars, my 
Curiofity drew me to Wtftminfier School. The 
£\^t of a Place where I had not been for many 
Years, revived in my Thoughts the tender Images of my 
Childhood, which by a great length of Time had cou- 
traded a Softnefs that rendred them inexpreflibly agree- 
able. As it is ufual with me to draw a lecret unenvied 
Pleafbre from a tfaouiand Incidents overlooked by other 
Men, I threw my felf into a (hort Tranfport, forgetting 
my Age, and fancying my felf a School-boy. 

THIS Imagination was ftrongJy favoured by the Vn- 
fence of {6 many young Boys, in vvhofc Looks were le- 
gible the fprightlyPaflions of that Age, which raifed in 
me a fort of Sympa^-hy. Warm Blood thrilled thro* e- 
very Vein j the faded Mcrnery of thofe Enjoyments that 
once gave me Pleafijre, put on more lively Colours, and 
a thoufand gay Amufemcnts filled my Mind. 

1 T was net without Regret, that I was forfaken by 
this waking Dream. The Cheapnefs of Puerile Delights, 
the guiitlds Joy they leavt upon the Mind, the blooming 
Hopes thar lift up the Soul in the afcent of Life, the Plca- 
fure that attends the gl-adual opening of the Imaginatioo, 
and the I>awn of Reafon, made me think moft Men 
found that Stage the moft agreeable part of their Journey. 

WHEN Men come to riper Years, the innocent Di- 
verfions which exalted the Spirits, and pfodncof Health 
of Body, Indolence of Mind, and refrelhing Slumbers, 
arc too oft ejrchanged for Criminal Delights, which fill 
the SoqI with Anguifh, and the Body witS Difeafe. The 
grateful Empteymedtof admmng iand railing them felvds to 
an Imitation of the polite Stikf, beautiful Images, and no- 
ble Sentiments of Ancient Authors; is abandoned for Law- 
Latin, the Lucubrations of our Paltry News-mongers, and 

chat 
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^hat fv^arm of vile Piim|>lilets which cmrupt our Tafte, 
and infeft the Publick. The Ideas of Virtue, which the 
<2haraders of Heroes had imprinted on their Minds, in- 
£enfib\j wear out, and they come to be influenced by 
the nearer Examples of a degenerate Age* 

I N the Morning of life, when the Soul firft makefe 
tier Entrance into the World, all things look frefh and 
gay i their Novelty forprifes, and every little Glitter or 
gaudy Colour tranfports the Stranger. But by degrees 
the Senfe grows callous, and we Io(e that exqntfite Re- 
)i(h of Tribes, by the time our Minds ihou'd be fupp«- 
ifed ripe for Rational Entertainments. I cailnot make 
this Refle6Hon without being touched with a Commii^^ 
ration of that Species called Be^ms, the Happinefs of thole 
Men neceflarily terminating with their Childhood j who, 
from a want of knowing other PurTuits, continue a Fond- 
nefs for the Delights of that Agt after the Reli(h of them 
is decayed. 

PROVIDENCE hath with a bountiful Hand pte- 
parcd Variety of Plcafures foif the various Stages of Lift. 
It behoves us not to be wanting to our fdves, in foir^ 
warding the Intention of Nature, by the culture' of our 
Minds, and a due Preparation of each Faculfy for the 
Enjeyraent of thofe Objc6ls it is capable of being affed- 
cd with. 

A S our Parts open and difplay by gentle degrees, we 
rrfe from the Gratifications of Senie, to relifti thoic of 
the Mind. In the Scale of Plcafurc the lo well are fehftial 
Delights, which are fuccccded by the more enlarged 
Views and gay Portraitures of a lively Imagination 5 and 
theft gave way to the fublimer Pieafures of Reafon, 
which difcovcrs the Caufes and Defigns, the Frame, 
Connexion and Symmetry of Things, and fills the Mind 
with the Contemplation of intelle^ual Beauty, Order 
and Truth* 

HENCE I regard our publick Schtfols and Univirff- 
ties, not only as * Nurferics of Men for the Service of the 
Church and Statd^ but affb as Places defigncd tojeach 
Mankind the moft 'refined Luxury, to^raife the Mind to 
its due Pcrfeaiorf, arid give it a T^fte for thofe Etfter- 
tainments which alTord the highcft Trahfport, ' without 

the 
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the Groffiiers or Remorfe that attend vulgar Enjoy, 
meots. 

I M tho& hkfGsd RetreaU Men enjoy the Sweets of 
Solitude, and yet coDver(e with the greatefi Genii that 
have appeared in every Age, wander through the delight- 
liil Mazes of every Art and Science, and as they gradu- 
ally enlarge their Sphere of Knowledge, at once rejoyce 
in their prefcnt Pofleflions, and are animated by the 
houndleft Profpe^ of future Difcoveries. There a gene- 
rous Emulation, a noble third of Fame, a love of Truth 
and honourable Regards, reign in Minds as yet untaia- 
ted from the Worlds There the Stock of Learning, tran- 
iinicted down from the Ancients, is prefervcd, and re- 
ceives a daily Increafbj and it is /i&«»re propagated by Men, 
who, having finifhed their Studies, go into the World, 
and fpread that general Knowledge and good. Tafte 
throtigbout the Land, which h £o diftant from the Bar- 
barifm of its ancient Inhabitants, or the fierce Genhis of 
its Invaders. And as it is evident that our Literature is 
owing to the Schools and Univerfities, ib it caonct be 
deni^ that thefe are owing to our Religion. 

1 T was chiefly, if not altogether, upon religious Coa- 
£derations, that Princes, as well as private Per/bns, have 
ere£tc6 Colleges and afligned liberal Endowments to Stu- 
dents and Profeflbrs \ upon the fame Account they meet 
with Encouragement and Prote&ion from all Chri^ian, 
States, as being efleemed a necelTary Means to have the 
Sacred Oracles and primitive Traditions of ChrifUanity 
pre&rved and underflood. And it is well known that 
after a long Night of Ignorance and Superflition, the Re- 
formation of the Church and that of Learning began to- 
f ether, and made proportionable Advances, the latter 
aving been the £ffe& of the former, which of Courfe 
engaged Men in the Study of the learned Languages, and 
•f Antiquity. 

OR, if a ¥ree Thinker is ignorant of thefe FAdls, be 
nay be convinced from the manifeft Reafon of. the 
thing. Is it not plain that our Skill in Literature is bw- 
irg to the Knowledge of Greek and Lam, which thK 
they are dill preserved among us, can be afcribed only to 
a religious Regard? What el& fhouU be the Caufe why 

the 
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tlie Youth of CbrifUnd(m, above the ,reil of Mankind, 
are educated in the painful Study of thofe dead Lan- 
guages, and that religious Societies fliould peculiarly be em- 
plo^ in acquiring that fort of Knowledge, and teach- 
ing it to others ? 

AND it is more than probable, that, in cafe our 
Fi^'Thmkirs ceuld once atchieve their glorious Defign 
«f finkine the Credit of the ChrifHan Religion, and 
caufing thofe Revenues to be withdrawn vmich their 
^fer Fore-fathers bad appointed to the Support and En- 
couragement of its Teachers, in a little time the Shafter 
i0vouid be as intelli^ble as the Creek Tefbment, and we, 
who .want that Spirit and Curiofity which diftinguiflied 
the ancient Grecians, would by degrees Relapfe into the 
ia^ State of Barbarifm, which over-fpread the Northern 
Nations before they were enlightned by Chriftianity.

Pikims^ being to Appearance a Sett of fmall 
waxen Images, which fhe laid upon the Table one after 
another^ Immediately then Tdkativim(s gave each of 
them the Name of ibme one, whom for the time they 
were to reprefent s and Ctnformifnefs ftack them all a- 
bout with black Pins, ftill pronouncing at every one ihe

His Stile cloaths Philofophy in a Drefi almoft 
Poetick, and his Readers enjoy in full Perfection the 
Advantage, while they are reading him, of Being whjit 
he is. The plea/ing Reprefencation of the Animal 
Powers in the beginning of his Work, and his Coniide- 
ration of the Nature of Man with the Addition of Reji- 
fon, in the lubfequent Difcourfe, impreilcs upon the 
Mind a (Irong Satisfadion in it felf, and Gratitude to- 
wards him who bcftowed that Superiority over the 
Brute World.

THE Thoughts of a Vret-Th'mhsr are employed on cer- 
tain minute Particularities of Religion, the Difficulty of ar 
ihigle Text, or the Unaccountabienefs of fome Step of 
Providence or Point of Do^bine to his narrow Faculties, 
iwitfaout comprehending the Scope and Dcfign of Chrifti^ 
anity, the Perfc^on to which it raifeth human Nature, 
the IJght it hath ihed abroad in the World, and the clofe 
Connexion it hath as well with the good of Publick So- 
(Heties, as with that of prticular PeHons. 

THIS raifed in me fome Refleiai«:)n5 on that Frame or 
Difpofkion which is called Largtntfs of Mind, its neceflity 
towards forming a true Judgment of Things, and where' 
the Soul is not incurably ftinted by Nature, what are the 
likelieft Methods to give it Enlargemenr. 

IT is-evident that Philof^pby doth open and enlarge 
tlie Mind, by the general Views to whicft Mhi are habi-^- 
ttiftoed in that Study, and' by llie Gbntemplttion of niore 
iiu»«rdU8 and-diftantObje^, than M wi thin. the Sphere- 
of Mairkifld ia the oidmavy PurfUfts of Lifeii Hence it 
cx)me6 tfe paft, that PhilofopMers jttdge- ©f raoft Things-^ 
vi»y difierehdy from the Vulgar. Some Inftances of this- 
may be (ben in the Jlpe^Uitus ,of Fimoy where S$cr^n*' 
xfiftkes tlR following Remarks, among others of the like 
Nature. 

• WHEN at Philoiophcr hears ten thoiifand Acres men- 
tloned as a great E^te, he' looks upbn it as an inconfi* 
derableSpot, having been ufed to confefaiplate thewhde 
Gbbe of Earth. Or when he beholds a Man elated with 
the Nobility of his Race,"becaufe he can reckon a fcrics 
of feven rich Anceftors, the Philofepher thhikshima 
ftupid igilorane Fellow, whofe Mind cannot reach to a 
general Vie^ of Human Nature, which wou'd ihew 
him that we have all innumerable Anceftors, among 
« whom are cmwds of Rich and Podr, Kings and Slaves/ 

O ^ ' Gretk^ 
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' ks and BMrSMfiMiu Thus far Socrates, who was ac- 
;ed wtfcr than the reft of the Heathens, for Notion 
ii approach the neareft to Chriftianity. 

aS all Parts and Branches of Phiblbphy, or Speculative 
Knowledge, are ufcful in that rcfpeft, Aftronomy i« pc- 
culiariy adapted to remedy a little and narrow Spirit. In 
that Science there afe good Rcafons adigned to profC tw 
Sun an hundred thouSnd times bigger than oar Earth} 
and the diftance of the Stars fo prodigtoas, that a Caniwo 
Bullet continuing in its ordinary rapid Motion, would not 
arrive from heace at the neareft of them, in the fpacc of 
an Fiundred and fifty thoufaod Years, Thefe Ideas won- 
derfully dilate and expand the Mind. There is fomething 
in the Immenfity of this diftance, that (hocks and over- 
whelms the Imagination, it is too big, for the grafp of a 
Human Intelled : £ftates, Provinces, and Kingdoms va- 
nifli at its Prefcnce. It were to be wiflicd a certain 
Prince, who hath encouraged the Study of it m his Sn> 
jetb, had been himfelf a ft'oficicnt in Aftronomy. This 
might have (hewed him how mean an Ambition ^^^^* 
which terminated in a fmall Part of wliat is itfclf "?* 
Point, in ref^ of that Part •f the Univerfi: which li0 
ndthin our View. . 

BUT the ChrifisMt IBnUgim ennobleth and enlargeth tbe 
Mind beyond any other Profeffion or Science whatfcever. 
Upon that Scheme, while the Earth, and the o^^ 
Efijoymeats of this Life, (brink into the narrowcft a>|- 
mentions, and are j^ccounted as tht dufi 0f s ^^^"^'J t 
drof €f 4 Bucket^ yM, hfs thmi mhhtg^ the Intelleftiwl 
World opens wider to our View : The Perfcdioitf of fr 
Deity, the Nature and Excellence of Virtue, the Dign»*f 
of tho Human Soul, are difp^ayed ia the krgeft Cba^ 
aers; The Mind of Man feems to adapt it ftlf to t» 
different Nature of its Obje^Si it is contra<£ted and o«- 
bafcd by being converiant in little and low things *"^ 
feels a proportionable Enlargement arifing from the Cofi- 
tcmplation of theie great and fublime Ideaf* . . 

THE Greatnefs of things is comparative i and thiid^'r 
not only hold, in rcfped of Extenfion, but likcw«c m 
r^fpea of Dignity, Duration, and all kiods of fcrU&ion' 
Aftronomy opens the Mind, and alters our Judg«»^ ' 
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with rrgard to the Magnkode of extended Betags > Lut^ 
dhrifKanity produceth an univerfal Greatncfi of Sc.ul. Phi- 
lofcphy cncreafeth our Views in every RefpcA, but Chri- 
Aiaoity extends them to a degree beyond the Light of Na 
tare. 

HOW mean mud the mod ' exalted Potentate upon 
Earth appear to that Eye which takes in innumerable Or- 
ders of blefled Spirits, diileriog in Glory and Perre6kion( 
How little muft the Amufements of Sen(e, and the ordi- 
nary Occupations of mortal Men, feem to one who is 
engaged in fb noble a Purfuit, as the AHilmilation of him- 
felf to the Deity, which is the proper Employment of e- 
very Chriftian ! 

AND the Improvement which grows from habituating 
the Mind to the comprehenfive Views of Jleligion, muft 
abt be thought wholly to regard the Underftandiog. No- 
thing is of greater Force to fubdue the inordinate Motions 
©f the Heart, and to regulate the Will. Whether a Man 
be adluated by his Paffions or his Reafen ^ thefe are firft 
wrought upon by feme Obje^, which (lirs the Soul in 
Proportion to its apparent Dimenfions. Hence irreligious 
Men, whofe Hiort Profpedis are filled with Earth, and 
Senfe, and mortal Life, are invited, by thefe mean Ideas, 
to A6^ions proportionably little and low. But a Mind, 
whole Views are enlightened and extended by Religion, is 
animated to nobler Purfuits by more fablime and remote 
Objed^s. 

'THERE is nof any Inftance of Wcaknefs in the Trw- 
Thinkers that raifes my Indignation niore, than their pre- 
tending to ridicule Chriftians, as Men of narrow Under^ ■ 
Endings, and to pafs themfelves upon the World for Per- 
fbns c f Superior Senfe and more enlarged Views. But I 
leave it to any Impartial Man to judge which hath the 
Bpb'er Sentiments, which the greater Views j he whofe 
Notions arc dinted to a few mi(crable Inlets of Senfe, 
or he whoie Sentiments are raifcd above the common 
Tafte by the Anticipation of thofe Delights which will fa- 
tiate the Soul, when the whole Capacity of her Nature 
is bratxched out into new Faculties ? He who looks for 
nothing beyond this (hort Span of Duration, or be ^vho^e 
Aims are co-exteadcd witli the enalefs length of Eterni 
' O ^ ty. 
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tj'? He who derives his Spirit from the Elements, or be 
who thinks it was infpircd by the Almighty ?

IQueftion iJot but mj G)untry Ciiftoa^crs will be (ur- 
prifed to hear me complain that this Town Is, of late 
Years, very much infeiled with Lions $ and will* per- 
haps, look upon it as a ftrange Piece of News, when I 
afTure them that there are many of thefe Beafts of Prey 
who walk our Streets, in broad Day-light, beating about 
ftom Coffee-houfe to Cofifee-houfe, and £:eking whom 
tfiey may devour. 

TO unriddle this Paradox, I muft acquaint my R"™ 
Reader that we polite Men of the Town give the Name 
of a Lion to any one that is a great Man's Spy. ^nd 
whereas I cannot difchargc my Office of Guarsian with- 
out fctting a Mark on fucKa noxious Animal, and cauticn- 
ing my Wards againft him, I defiga this whole Paper 98 
ah EflTav upon the Political Lion. 

1 T nas coft me a great deal of Time to difcorer the 
Reafon of this Appellation, but after many Diiquifition* 
and Conje^urcs on fo obfcure a Subjed, I find there arc 
two Accounts of it more fatisfa6lory than the reft. 1** 
the Republick of KewVr, which has been always the Mo- 
ther of Politicks, there are near the Do^e\ Palace fcvcril 
large Figures of Lions curioiiQy wrought in Marble, vrith 
Mouths gaping^ in a moft enormous Manner. Thofe wha 
have a Mind to give the State any private Intelligence of 
what paflcs in the City, put their Hands into the Mouth. 
of one of thefe Lions, and convey into it a Paper of 
fuch private Informations as any way regard the Int^rrff. 
•r Safety of the Coinmon- wealth. By this meaof s^ ^''^ 



Secrets of State come out of the Lion's Mouth. The In- 
foryntt is coricdsilcd, it is the Lion that tells every thing. 
In fbort, there is not 9, Mirmanagement in Office, or a 
Mbrmur in Converfation, which the Lion docs not ac- 
quaint the Government with. For this Reafon. fay the 
Learned, a Spy is very properly difiinguiflied by the 

'Name of Lion. 

I muft confefs this Etymology is plaufible enough, and 
I dtd for fome time acquiefce in it, till about a Year or 
two ago I met with a littFe Manufcript which iets this 
Whole^ Matter in a clear Light. In the Reign of Quecyi 
JEGzahth, fiys my Author, the renowned PValJiftgham had 
ftiany Spies in his Service, from whom the Government 
received great Advantage. The mod eminent among them 
was the StatcniKin*is Barber, whole Sir ^ame Vas Lm* 
This Fellow had an admirable Knack of fifhing out the 
Secrets of hjs Guftomers, as they were under his Hands. 
He would rub and lather a Man's Head, 'till he had fftfi 
out every thing that was in if* He had a certain Sna^ «9 
fcis Fingers and a Volubility in his "foi^gu^, that; would 
engage a Man to talk with him whether ne wpuld orna 
By this Means he became an inexhauflible Fund^ of Private 
Intelligence, and fo Hgnalized himfelf in the Capacity of 
a Spy, that from his time a Mailer-Spy goes under the 
Name of a Lion. 

WALSliHGHAM had a moft cxcelleat Penetration^ 
and never attempted to turn any Man into a lion whom 
he did not fee highly qualified for it, when 1^ .was in hjf 
Human Condition . ' Indeed the Speculative: Mea of t^ofe 
Times fay of him, that he would aow and thea ^f 
them off and expofe them a little unmercifully j but th^t« 

' in my Opinion, feems only good Policy, for otherwiftf 
they might fet up for Men again, when they thought fit, 
and defcrt his Service. But however, tho* in that very 
corrupt Age he made ufe of thefe Animals^ he had ^ 
great Edeem for true Men, and always exerted the high- 
eft Generosity in offering th^m more, wicbo]at asking 
Terms of them, and doing more for them out of meer 
refped^ for their Talents, tho' againft him, than theycoukl 
exped): from any other Minifler wbood they had ferved 
never (o confpicuouny. This fliade ^k'^k (whopro- 

fclTcd 
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fefled himfelf his Opponent) fay one Dstj to a Friend, 

* Vox take this Walfingham, he baffles every Body, be wofit 
' fi much as let a Mem hate him in frivate. True it is, that 
' by the Wandrings, RoariBgs, and Lurkings of his Liooi 

Ik knew the way to every Mam breathing, who had not 
a Contempt for the World it felf: He had Uons Rampant 

* whom he ufed for the Service of the Church, and Cou« 
, chant who were to He down For the Queen. They were 

io much at Command that the Couchant would t£k u 
Rampant, and the {lampant as Couchant, without beint 
the lead out of Countenance, and all this within four ana 
twenty Hours. IPatfingbam had the pleafanteft Life in 
the World, Yor, by the Force of his Power and InteUi- 
geoce, he faW Men as they really were, and not as the 
WorU thought of them : All this was principally brought 
abeutby feeding his Lions well, or keeping tnem Hungry, 
according to their diiferent ConfHtutions. 

* HAVING given this (hort, but neceffary Account of 
*tiis Sratefman and his Barber, who, like the Taylor in 
Shakefieai^s Tyrmims and ihishe, was a Man made as o- 
ther Men are, notwithftanding he was a nominal Lion, I 
Ihalt proceed to the Defcripion of this ftrange Species of 
Creatures. Ever fiace the wife Walfingham was Secreta^ 
ry in this Nation, our Statefmen are faid to have encou« 
raged the Breed among us, as very well knowing that a 
Liofl in our 'Britlflf Arnls is one of the Supporters of the 
Crown, and that it is impoiUble for a G5vemment, in 
which there are i^ch a variety of Fadions and Intreigues, 
to fubi^ without this neceil&ry Animal. 

A libn, or Maftcr-Spy, has fereral Jack CjiUs under 
hnn, who are his Retailers in Intelligence, and bring him 
in Materials for his Report^ his chief Haunt is a Co£Fee« 
keofc, and as his Voice is exceeding llrong, it aggravates 
the Sonnd of every thing it repeats. 

AS the Lion generally thirfts after Blood, and is of a 
Herce and cniel Nature, there are no Secrets which he 
hunts after with naore delight, than thofe that cut off 
Heads, Hang, Draw and Quarter, or end in tlw Ruin of 
the Peribn who becomes his Prey. If he gets the Wind 
of any Word or A^ion that may do a Man good, it is 
not for his purpole, he ^uits the Chace, and nlU into a 
more agrecaUe Scent. H£ 
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H E difcovers a wonderful Sagacity in feeking after his 
¥rcj. He coaches and frisks about in a thousand fportful 
Motioas to draw it within his Reach, and has a particular 
^rzy of imitatif^ the' Sound of the Creature \vh«m he 
would enihare i an Artifice to be met with in no Beaft 
of- Prey, except the Ify^M and the Poiiticai Uon. 

YOU {eldom iee a clufler of News-mongers without 
a lion in the midft of them. He never mifles taking his 
Stand within Ear* (hot of one of thofe little ambitious Men 
yirlko (et up for Orators in Places of Publick Rcfort. If 
there is a whirring hole, or any publick-fpirited Corner 
ia a Gofiee-houie, you never fail of ^tng a Lion couched 
upon his Elbow in fome part of the Neighbourhood. 

A Lion is particularly addided to the Perufal of every 
loofe Paper toat lies in his way. He appears more than 
ordinary attentive to what he reads, while he liAens to 
thofe who are about him. He rakes up the fofimMn, and 
fhu£Fs the Candle that he may hear the better by it. I 
bave (een a Lion pore upon a (ingle Paragraph in an old 
Gazette for two Hours together, if his Ne^hbours have 
been talking all that while. 

HAVING given a full Defcription of this Monfter, 
for the^Benefit of fuch Innocent Perfoas as may fall into 
his Walks, I (ball apply a Word or two to the Lion him- 
felf, whom I would defire to confider that he is a Crea- 
ture hated both by God and Man, and regarded with tho 
utmo/l Cor.tempt even by fuch as make ufe of him« 
Hangmen and Executioners are necefTary in a State, and 
fo may the Animal l.have been here mentionii^^ but 
how defpicable is the y^retch that takes on him fo vikaa 
Employment ? There is fcarce a Being that would not 
fu6Fer by a Compari&/n with him, except that Being only 
who ads the fame kind of part, and is both the Tempter 
and Accufer of Mankind.

The laft Poft brought 
me his ExcoTe, whieh is, that he hath been wholly taken 
op in pivpariiig feme Excrcifts fof the llieattc. He 
Inti-melfkewHe, that the Talk there is about a Ptdiick 
ACT, and that the gay part of the Univerfity have great*

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aJaprcd to the Dignity of hfs Auditory, by exoofing th^ 
falfe Reafoning 6? the Hcr^Vlck, or TidituHng the damfie 
Pretenders to Genius and Politenefs. In the jovial Reign 
of King Charles the Second, w'heretn heVer did more 
Wit or more Ribaldry abound, the Fafliion of being arch^ 
upon all that was Grave, and t^aggifli upon the Lidies^ 
crept into oiir Seats of Learning upon thde Occafion*. 
This was managed grofslv and awkardlj enough, in a 
Place where the general Plainnefi and Simplicity of Man- 
ners could ill bear the Mention of fuch Crimes,, at in 
Courts and great Citfes are called by the fpeciotls^Names 
of Air and Gallantry. It is to me dm^zlng, that ever any 
Man bred up in the Knowledge of Virtue and Humanity^ 
(liould fo far cafl off all Shame and Tenderntffs; as to ftand 
up in the Face of Thoufands, and utter foch Contumelies 
as I have read and heard of. Let fuch an one kno\^ 
that he is making Fools merry^ and wife Men fick ; and 
that in the Eye of confidering Perfons, he hath lefs Com-^ 
pun^bion than the common Hangman, and lefs Shame 
than a Proftitute. 

INFAMY isfo cutting an Evil, that moft PerfonsJ 
who have anv Elevation of SouL think it worfe thaii 
Death. Thofe, who have it not in their Power to re- 
venge it, often pine away in Anguifh> and loath their Be- 
ing i and thofc who have, enjoy no Reft till they have 
Vengeance*. I fhall therefore make it the Bufincfs of 
this Paper, to (how how baie and ungenerous it is to tra-* 
duce the Women, and how dangerous to expofe Men of 
Learning and Charafter, who have generally been the 
Subjeds of thcfe Inveftives. 

I T hath been often faid, that Women fcem formed to 
foften the boifterous Paflions, and footh the Cares and 
Anxieties to which Men are expofcd in the many Per- 
plexities of Life. That having weaker Bodies, and lefs 
Strength of Mind than Man, Nature hath poured out her 
CJharms upon thcm^ and given them fuch Tendernefs of 
Heart, that the moft delicate Delight we receive from them, 
is in thinking them entirely ours, and under our ProtCifti- 
on. Accordingly we find, that all Nations have paid a. 
decent Homage to this weaker and lovelier part of the . 
Rational Creation, in proportioil to their Removal from 

Savage*. 
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S^Tageoefs tod Barbariffn^ .Chaftitj and Trath sure the 
only due Returns that they can make for this generous 
Diipolition in the nobler Sex. For Beauty is fo far from 
iatisfying us of it felf, that whenever we think that it 
is communicated to others, we behold it with Regret and 
Difdain. Whoever therefore robs a Woman of her Re- 
putation, defnoils a poor defencelefs Creature pf all that 
makes her valuable, turns her Beauty into Loathfbme!ie{s, 
and leaves her friendlefs* abandoned, and undone. There 
are mznj Tempers fo fbft, that the leaft Calumny gives 
them Pams they are not able to bear* They give them- 
ielves up to grange Fears, glodmy Reflections., and deep 
Melancholy. How favage mufl he be, who can (acrifice 
the Quiet of fuch a Mind to a tranfient Burft of Mirth! 
Let him who wantonly (ports away the Peace of a poor 
Lady, consider what Difcord he fows in Families -, now 
often he wrines the Heart of an hoary Parent j bow of- 
ten he roufcs the Fury of a jealous Husband i how he 
extorts from the abufed Woman Curies, perhaps not un- 
heard, and poured out in the Bittemefs of her Soul!

I Ever thought it my Duty to prefcrvc Peace and Love 
among my Wards. And (ince I have fet op for z^ 
Univerfal Guardian, I have laid nothing more to Heart 
than the -Diflerences and Quarrels between the Landed 
and the Trading Interefts of my Country, which indeed 
comprehends tne whole. I fball always contribute, to 
the utmoft of my Power, to reconcile thcfc Interefts to 
each other, and to make them both fenfible that their 
floutual Hapjnnefs depends upon their being Fiiends. 

THEY mutually furnifh each other with all the Nc- 
ceilaries and Conveniencies of Life; the Land fupplies 
the Traders with Corn, Cattle, Wooll, and generally all 
the Materials, either for their Subfiflence or their Riches j 
the Traders in return provide theGenrlemen with Houfcs, 
Cloathff, and many other things, without which theif 
Life at befl would be unoomfortable. Yet thefe very In- 
terefts ar6 almoft always dafhiogi the Traders confido* 
cverv high Duty upon any part of their Trade, as pro- 
ceeding from Jealouiie in the Gentlemen of their rivalling 
them too faft i and they are often Enemies on this Account. 
The Gentlemen, on the other hand, think they cm ne- 
ver lay too great a Burthen upon Trade, tho' in every 
thing they eat, and drink, and wear, they are iiire to bear 
the greateft Part thf mfcives. 

I (hall endeavour, as much as poilible, to remove- 
this Emulation between the Parties, and in the firft 
place to convince the Traders, that in many Inilancei 
high Duties may be laid upon their Imports, to enlarge 
the general Trade of the, Kingdom : For example, if there 
fhould be laid a Prohibition, or high Duties which (hall 
amount to a Prohibitioii, upon the Imports from any o- 
ther Country, which takes from us a Million Sterling e- 
rery Year, and returns us nothing clie but Mantifadures

fat' the ConfiimptiQii of our own People, it is certain this 
ought to be confidered as the increafe of our Trade i^ 
general ; for if we want thcfc Manufactures we (hall ci-r 
ther aiake them our felves, or, which is the fame thing, 
import them from other Countries in Exchange for our 
own. In either of whxh Caies our Foreign or inland 
Trade is enlarged, and Co many more of our own Peo- 
ple are employed and fubfifled for that Mony which was 
annually exported, that is in all probability a hundred and 
fifty thoufand of our People, for the Yearly Sum of one 
Million. If our Traders would coftfider -many of our 
Prohibitions or high Duties in this Light, they would 
think their Countnr and themfelves obliged to the Land- 
ed Intcreft for thcfc Reftraints. 

AGAIN, Gentlemen are too apt to envy the Traders 
every Sum of Mony they import, and gain from Abroad, 
as if it was Co much Lofs to themfdves} but if they 
could be convinced, that for every Million that (hall be 
imported and gained by the Traders, more than twice 
that Sum is gained by the Landed Intereft, they would 
never be aver% to the Trading Part of the Nation. To 
convince them therefore that this is the Pad, (hall be the 
remaining Part of this Difcourfe. 

LET us fuppoie then, that a Million, or if you* pleafc/ 
that 20 Millions were to imported, and gained by Trade: 
To what VCcs cou'd it be applied ? and which tV^ould be 
the greateft Gainers, the Landed or the Trading Interefl ? 
Suppofc it to be a o Millions. 

IT cannot at all be doubted, that a Part of the afore** 
mentioned Sum would be laid out in Luxury, fuch as the 
Magnificence of Buildings, the Plate and Furniture of 
Houfes, Jewels, and rich Apparel, the Elegance of Diet, 
the Splendor of Coaches and Equipage, and fuch other 
things as are an Expence to the Owners, and bring in no 
manner of Profit. But becauie it is fcldom fcen, that 
Perfons who by great Indudry have gained Eftates, are 
extravagant in their Luxury; and becaufe the Reve* 
nue mull be Ml fufficient to fupport the annual Expence, 
it is hard to conceive that more than two of the 20 Mil- . 
lions can be converted into this dead Stock, at lead 18 
mufl flill be left to raife an Annual Inttrcft ce the Own* 
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•n, ttd the Reireooe from tbe ift MilUonsat ^ per Cmt. 
will be little more than one Million fet Aim. 

AGAIN, a P^t of the lo Millions is very likdj to 
be converted to incrcaie the Steck of our laUnd Trado» 
in which h coinprebendcd that upon all our Farms. Ttus 
is the Trade which providet for the Annual Confun^pci« 
on of our Peopk, aod a &ock of the Vdue of tviro Ycart 
Confumpdon is f eaerally believed to be &fficieat km 
flua Purpoib. If the iS Millions abovcQ^entioM wlO 
not raiie a Revenue of sure tha» one Million fer Mm, 
it is certain that no nuue than this bil Value can be adM 
tq our Annual Coniiunptioa, and that two of tke %m 
Mlliofia will be fufficicnt to add to the Stock of our la- 
land Trade. 

OUR Porei^ Trade is coofidered upon anotJier foot; 
for jtho' it provides jn part for the Annual Confiivption 
of our own People, it provides alfo for the GooiumpiicNi 
of Fordgn Nations. It exports our fupcrSuous Mannfar 
^res^ and (heuld make fcturns of Bullion, or other du- 
rable Treafure. Our Foreign Trade, for 40 Years laft 
paft, in the judginent of the moft ixuelligeat Perfons, haa 
been managed by a Stock not leis than four, «u] not ex- 
ceeding eight Millions, with which laft Sum they think 
it is driven at. this time, and that it cannot be earned 
much farther, unlefs our Merchaott (hail endeavour to 
cn>en a Trade to Xcrrii Au/traUs ke^ts^ or feme Place 
that would be equivalent It will therefore be a verr 
large Allowance, that one of the xo Millions can be ad- 
ded to the Capital Stock of cur ForeigR Trade. 

T H £ R E may be another way otraifing Imtcrcft, that 
is by laying' up, at a cheap time. Com or other Goods 
or MaDufaOures that will keep, for the Confumpdon of 
future Years^ and when the Markets may happen to call 
for them at an advanced Prke. Qut as moil Goods art 
periihable, and wafle fomethiog every Year, by which 
n^eans a part of the Principal is flill loft, and as it is Ibi- 
dem fiben, that theie Engroflcrs get more than their 
Principal, and the common JntereS of their Mooy, this 
way is ib precarious and full of hazard, that 'tis verv un- 
likely any more than three of the ao Millioai will be 
applied to EogroiUflg. It were to be wiihed tbe Cn- 

groifof 
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fioflcrs vcre more profitable Traders for thcmfclves, 
they *are certainly very beneficial fortheCominonwcalch: 
Tbey arc t Market for the Rich in a time of Plenty, 
and ready at hand \¥tth Relief for the Poor in a time of 
Dearth. They prcVcnt the Exportation of many Neccf- 
firies of Life, when they are very cheap, fo that we are not 
ftt the charge of bringing them back again, when they 
arc very dear. They fave the Mony that is paid to Fo- 
reign Qmntries for Intorefi and Wareboufe Room > but 
there is fo niuch Ha»ird> and To little ProBt in this Buii- 
neis. that if ao MilUoos were to be imjported, f^arce three 
of them would be ap^d to the nuking Magazines for 
tjie Kingdom. 

I F any of the Mony fhould be lent at Tntereft to Per- 
fons.that iball apply the fatoe to any of the Purp6jfe» 
above-mentioned, it is ftill the fame thing. If I have gi* 
yen good Reafona for what I have fajo^ no more than 
e.ight of the twenty MiUioa; can be applied either to our 
dead (lock of Luxury, our Stock in Inland or Foreign 
Trade, or our Stores or Maga^nes. So that ftill there 
will remaio twelve Milliofls, whfchare now qo other wife 
to be difpoTed of tj»an in buying of Lands or Houfes, ot. 
our new Parliamentary Funds, or in being lent out ac 
Intereft 'upon Mortgages of thofe Securities, or to F^er- 
foQs who have no other ways to repay the Value than b/ 
part of the things themfelves. 

THE QucHion then if what Effea thefe twelve Mif- 
liofw will have towujds reducing the Intered of Mony, or 
]«i(ing tihe Value of Edatesj for as the former grows Iefs» 
the. latter will ever rife in Proportion. For Example^ 
while the Intereft of Mony is f fir Cmu per Aa»* a Matx 
leads XQOoL to raife a Revenue of i«o/. fer J3m. by 
the Intered of his Mony \ and for the &me Reaibo he 
gives xoQoU or more, to purchafc an £(!ate of loo/. 
p«r Am, Again, if the Intei eft of Mony Ihall fall i fer 
Qm* he muSbe forced to lend 2400 /. to gain the Re- 
venue of 100 /. p^ Am* and for the fame Reafon he 
sauft give at kaft 2409 Z. to pur chafe an Eftate of the 
fame yearlv Rent. Therefore if thefe 12 Millions newly 
gained (hail reduce 1 frr Q$nt. of t^ prclbu latereft of 

Mopjt 
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Mony, they mud of necefTity increafe every Eftats at 
lead four Years Value in the Purchafc. 

IT is ever caficr to meet with Men that will borrow 
Mony than fell their Eftates. An Evidence of this is.' 
that we never have fo good a Revenue by buying as by 
lending. The Br ft thing therefore that will be attempted 
with thofe 1 1 Millions is to lend Money to thofe 'that 
want it. This can hardly hil of reducing i fer Cent of 
the prefent Interefls of Mony, and confequently of raifing 
every Eftate four Years Value in the Purchafe. 

FOR in all probability ail the Mony or Value now ia 
Xngland^ not applyed to any of the^Ufes above mendoned, 
and which therefore lies dead, or affords no Revenue tQ 
the^wners, till it can be difpofed of to fuch Ufes, does 
net exceed i a Millions. Yet this Sum, whate\'er it is^ 
iHuificient to keep down Mony to the prcicnt Intercft, 
and hold up Lands to their prefent Value. One would 
imagine then, if this Sum fhould be doubled, if 1 1 Milli- 
ons extraordinary fhould be added to it, they fhould re- 
duce half the prefent lutereft of Mony, and double the 
prefcnr Value of Eftates. But, it will eafily be allowed 
they muft reduce" one per Cent, of the prefent Intcreil of 
Mony, and add the Value of four Years Rent to the Pur- 
chaie of every Efta'te. - 

TO confirm the Belief of this, an Argument might be 
taken from.what.really happened in the Province of Hb/- 
landhchre the Year 1570. I think it is in Sir WiUUm 
Temple's Obfervations upon the United Netherla?jds. The 
Government there was indebted about 1 3 Millions, and 
paid the Intercft of f fer Cent, per Am. They had got a 
Sum of Mony, I think not above a Million, with which 
rhey prepared to difcharge fuch a Part of the Principal. 
The Creditors were fo unable to find fb good an Intercft 
clfewhere, that they petitioned the States to keep their 
Mony, with an abatement of i per Cent, of thc.r Inte- 
rcft. The fame Mony was offered to the fame Number 
of other Creditors with the fame Succefs, till i per Centi 
of their whole Intercft was abated, yet at laft fuch a Part 
of the Principal was difcharged. And when this Sum 
came to be lent to privace Perfons it had the lame E£fc^i 
there j fer Cent, of the conuiioQ latereft was abated ' 

throi^. 
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throughout the whole Province, as well between Subjed 
and Subje£):, as between the Subjeds and their Governors. 
And nothing is fo notorious as that the Value of Lands in 
that Country has ri(en in Proportion, and that Eflates are 
fold there for 30 Years Value of their whole Rents. It 
is not then to be doubted, that i a Millions extraordinar3r. 
to be lent at Intereft, or purchafe Lands or Govern Rienc 
Securities, muft have the like EfFe6fc in lEngland, at leaft 
that Lands will rife 4 Years Rents in every Purchafe 
above their prefent Value. And how great an Improve^ 
xnent muft this be of the Landed Intereft ? 

THE Rents of England^ according to the Proportion 
of the Land Tax, (hduld be little more than 8 Millions, 
yet perhaps they may be 11. If there is made an Addi- 
tion of four Years value in every Purchafe^ this, upon all 
the Rents of England, amounts to 48 Millions. So that, 
by the Importation and clear Gain of 10 Millions by 
Trade, the Landed Intereft gains an Improvement of 48 
Millions, at leaft 6 times as much as all other InterefU 
joined together. 

I (hould think this Argument, which I have endeavour^ 
cd to fet in a clear Light, muft needs befufiicient to (hew 
that the Landed and the Trading Intereib cannot in reality 
but be Friends to each other.

TH E Writers of Morality aiTign two forts of Goods» 
the one is in it felf defirable, the other is'tebedefi* 
red, not on Account of its own Excellency, but 
for the fake of fome other thing which^ is Inftrumen- 
tal to obtain. Thefe are ufually diftiogui(h*d by the Ap-' 
pellations of jBw*/ arfd Means, We arc prompted by Na- 
ture to dcfire the former, but that we have any Appetite 
for the latter is owing to Choice and Deliberation.

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BUT, as wiSo Men engstge ia the Purfuit of Means, 
from a fariber View of (bmc ottural Good with whkk 
tbey are conncdadi Fool$, who arc a£ted by Imitadoa 
a^od not b]F Reafi)a> blindly |MlriIiethe Means* without any 
Oefign or ProfytA of applyme them. The Refult where- 
cif is, that they entail upon themfelves thr Anxiety and 
Toil but are debarred from the fubfequent DeJijrhts 
which arife to wifer Men; fince their Views, not reaching 
the £od» tcrnnmate in tboie things, whicby altho' they 
have a relative Coodnefii yet» confidered abfolutely, arc 
ind!^rent« or, it o^sv be* Evil. 

.THE Principle of this Mifconduft is a certain Short- 
iightedaf fs in the Mind: And as this DefeAis braached 
forth into innumerable Errors in Life» and hath infedled 
9SL Ranks and Ginditioos of Men, fo it more eminently 
tpjpcars in three Sftcks, the Ohich, Mifin, and Wrn^bmkers. 
I inall endeavour to make good this Obfa'varion withre- 
gird to each of them. And firft of the Crlticks. 

Profit andPIeaiure are the Ends chat a reafonable Cre»* 
ture would propofe to obtain by Study, or indeed by any 
other Undertaking, ' Thofe Parts of Learnin|[ which re- 
late to the Ima^iiutioa, as Eloquence and Poetry, pro- 
duce an immediate Pleafure in the Mind. And fnblimo 
and ufeful Truths, when they are conveyed in \apt Alle- 
gories or beautiful Images, make inore diftin^ and laft- 
mg Imprefibna} by whteb means the Fancy b cco m e i 
fi£ferv!ent to the Underf!anding, and the Mind is at the 
fame time delighted and Inftru^d. The Excercife of 
the Underftanding, in the difcovery of Truth, is likewife 
at ie a iied with groat Pleafure, as weil as immediate Pro* 
fit. It not ooly ftrengthens our Faculti;s> purifies the 
Soul, fubdues the PaiTions, but befides thefe Advantages 
there is al£> a fecr^ Joy that flows from intelle&ual O- 
pcrationsy prqwrtiooni to the Noble nels of the Faculty, 
and not the \t£i aifeding becaqfi: inward and unfeen.

Head of bringing Pleafiire or imoMdiate Benefit, is a thing

Bat where Men of (hort Views and mean Soide 
give themfcives to that fort of Em^oyment which Na- 
ture never deiigned them for, they, indeed, keep one ano- 
ther in Countenance; but inftead of cultivating and adorn- 
' ing their own Minds, or acquiring an Ability to be ufeful 
to the World, they reap no other Advantage from their 
Labours than the dry Congelation arifing ironi the Ap- 
plaufes they beftow upon each other. 

A N D the fhme Weaknefs, or Defe£fcin the Mind, froon 
v^hence Pedantry takes its rife, xioes likewife give Birth 
to Avarice. Words and Mony are both to be regarded as 
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only Marks of Things. And as the KnowIed2:e of th^ 
one, fo the Poflfeflfion of the other U of no Ufe, unlefs 
diref^ed to • further End. A mutual Commerce coald 
not be carried on among Men, if fome common Standard 
had not been agreed upon, to which the Value of all the < 
various Produds of Art and Nature were reducible, and 
which might be of the fame u{e in the conveyance of 
Property, as Words are in that of Ideas* Gold, by its 
Beauty, Scarcenefs, and durable Nature, feems deiigned 
by Providence to a Purpofe fo excellent and adrantageous 
to Mankind. Uponthefe Confiderations that Metal came 
firft into Efteem, But fuch who cannot fee beyond 
what is neareft in the Purfuit, beholding Mankind touched 
with an Afiedion for Gold, and being ignorant of the 
true Reaibn tltat introduced this odd PaiTion into Human 
Nature, imagine fome intrinfick Worth in tHe Metal to be 
the Caufe ofit. Hence the fame Men who, had they' 
been turned towards Learning, would Jbave employed 
themfelves in laying up Words in their Memory, are by 
a different Application employed to as much purpoie in' 
treafuring up Gold in their Coffers. They differ only ia' 
the Obj^i the Principle on which they a^, and the in- 
ward frame of the Mind, is the fame in the Cr'akk and 
the Idifer* 

AND, upon a thorough Obfervation, our Modem* 
ScQt of Ine-Th'mkers will be found to labour under the 
fame Defed^ with thofe two inglorious Species. Their 
fhort Views are terminated in the next Obje^s, and 
their fpecious Pretences for Liberty and Truth are fo 
many Infbnces of miftaking the Means for the End.

IT muft be confeifed, that if one turns ones Eyes round 
thcie Qties of iMukn and Pfyimhtfier, one cannot over* 
look the exemplary Inftanccs of Heroick Charity, in pro* 
viding Reftraints for the Wicked, Inftru^ions for the 
' Young, Food and Raiment for the Aged, with regard 
alfo to all other CircumllaBces and Relations of Hunq^ 
Life i but it is to be lamented that thefc Provifions are 
oiade only by the middle kiad of People; while thofe of 
Faihion or Power are railed above the Species it ftif, and 
are unacquainted or unmoved widi the Calamities of o* 
thers. But alas! how monftrous is thisHardnefs of HeaK? 
how is it poffible that the Remms of Hunger an.d.Thirft 

fiiouid 
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ihould not importune Men, tho^ in the higheft Affluence* 
to coofider the Miicrics of their Fellow- Creatures ivho 
JaneuiAi under NecefTity ? Buti as 1 hinted jud now, the 
piftindHbns of Mankind are almofl wholly to be refolded 
into thofe of the Rich and the Poor ; for as certainly ^ 
Wealth eives Acceptance and Grace to all that its Pofleflbr 
fays or does, fo Poverty creates Difefteem, Scorn and Pre- 
judice to all the Undertakings of the Indi^nt : The Ne- 
ceffitous Man has neither Hands, Lips, or Underibnding^ 
for his own or Friend's ufe, -but is in the fame condition 
"with the Sick, with this Difference only, that his is an In- 
fedion no Man will relieve, or AOTifl, or if he does, 'as 
feldom with fo much Pity, as G>n tempt, and rather for 
the Oftentatioo of the Phyfician, than Compaffion on the 
Patient : It is a Circumftance, wherein a Man finds all 
the Good he deferves inacceflible, all the 111 unavoidable;

Exemption from, the Wants, for which he defpifes hin^: 
Yet fuch is the unaccountable Infolence of Man» that be 
will not fee that be who is fupported, is in the fame Qafi 
of natural Necclfity with hinii that wants a Support ; and 
to be help'd, implies to be indigent. In a Word, after ail 
you can lay^of a Man, conclude that he is Rich, and you 
nave made him Friends j nor have you utterly overthrown 
a Man in the World's Opinion, 'tDl you have (aid he is 
Poor : This is the Emphatical Expredion of Praife and 
Blame, for Men fo fhipidly forget their namral Impo« 
' tence and Want, that Riches and Poverty have taken in 
our Imagination the place of Innocence and Guilt. 

REFLECTIONS of this Kind do but wafte ones Be- 
ing, without Capacity of helping the Diftrefled ^ yet tho' I 
know no way to do any Service to my Brethren mder 
fuch Calamities, 1 cannot helo having fo much Refped 
for them, as to fuder with tnem in a fhiitleis Fellow- 
feeling.

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I Have found, by Experience, that it is imlpoflible to 
talk diftindly without deiiaiag the VlFords of which 
we make ufe. There is not a Term in our Lan- 
guage which wants Explanation ib much as the Word 
Chmeh, One would think when People utter it, they 
Ihould have in their Minds Ideas ^f Virtue and Religion i 
but that important MonoTjUable drags all the other Wohi» 
jn the Language after it, and it is made ufe of to exprcft 
both Praiie and Blame, according to the CharaOer of him 
who Q»eaks it By this means it happens, that tto one 
knows what his Neighbour means when he (ays fiich t 
€meis for or aninfttheChufch. It has happened that the 
Peribn,who isicenevery Day at Church, has not been ia the 
Eye of the World a Church-man $ and he who is very 
zealous to oblige every Man to frequent it, but hifflfelr. 
lias been held a very eood S«n of the Church. This Prx« 
fofieiTion is the beft aandle imag^able for Politicians t* 
make ufe of, for mana^ng the Loves and Hatreds of 
Alankind to the Purpofes to wMch they would lead 
them. But this is not a thing for Fools to meddle with, 
for they only bring difefteem upon thofe whom they at- 
tempt to ferve, when they unskilfully pronounce Tenm 
«f Art* I have obferved great. Evils arife from this Pra* 
dice, and not only the Caufe of Piety, but alio the Secu^^ 
lar Intereft of Clergymen, has extreamly fuflered bv the 
general unexplained Signification of the Word Churd, 

THE ExMrntfUTy upon the Strength cf being a received 
Church- man, has oHended in this particular more grofsly 
than any other Man ever did before, and almoft as grofsly 
as ever he himielf did, iiippofing the Allegations in tfaie 
following Letter are jyA.

TH E Paper which was publKh'ed ob the 30th of hft 
Month, ended with a Piece ef Devotion writtea 
hy the Archbifliop of CamhrMf. It would (as it 
tvas hinted in that ?recatttim) be of nngular Ufe, for the 
Ifnprovcincnt of our Minds,, to have the fccret Thoughts 
of Men of good Talents on fuch Occafions. I (ball for 
tRc EnJertainment of this Day give my Reader two Pieces, 
v^hich, if he is curious, will be pleafing for that Reafon, if 
tfiey prove to have no other Effcifi upon him. One of 
tfiem was found in the Clofct of an jifhmian Libertine, 
who lived many Years ago, and is a Soliloquy wherein 
hte contemplates his own Life and Anions according to 
the Lights Men have from Nature, and the Compunctions 
of Natural Reafon . The other is the Prayer of a Gentle- 
man who died within few Tears laft pa^, and lived to a 
very great Age, bnt had pafled his Youth in all the Vices 
in Fafhion. The Athenian \s fuppofed to have been ^« 
etkMt:, 2 Man of great Spirit, extremely addidedtoPlea* 
iir es, but at the fame time very capable, and upon O^ca- 
fion \^?ry attentive to Bulinefs* He was by Nature endued 
with all the Accompliftiments fhe could beftow, he had' 
Beauty, Wit, Courage, jmd a great Underflanding ; but 
in the ftrH: Bloom of his Life was arrogantly alfc^led with 
the Advantages he had above others. TKat Teniper i^ 
pretty vilible in an Expreflion of his, when it was pro« 
pofed to him to learn to play upon a Mufical Inftrument^ 
he anfwered, U is not for me to ^ive, hut to receive D«- 
ii^hr. However, the Converfatton of Socrates tempered a 
ftrong Inclination to Licentioufnefs into Reflcdlions of 
Fhilolophyj and- if it had not the force to make a Man of 
bis G«nius and Fortune wholly regular, it gave him fbme 
€Ool Moincnts> and this fbliowing Soliloquy is fuppofed by 
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the Learned to have been thrown together before fomc 
expedcd EngagMBent, and U&ms to be very much the 
Piaurc of the Man. 

' I am now wholly alone, nay Ear^ are not ento'tapncd 
with Mufick, my Eyes with Beauty, nor any of nay 
SofipM^ Qy iotc^ am^kd, a« to divert the <>Mir& o4 
my ini^ard Thoughts : JMethinks there is fomethiog 
Sacred in my fcif, now I am alone.

I can 
perceive n)y Faculties grow ftronger, the lefs I adinit 
the Pleafures of Senfe j and the nearer I place my (elf to 
a bare Exigence, the more worthy^ the mere noble> 
the more Celeftial does that Exiilence appear to me. If 
my Soul is weakned rather than improved by all that 
the Body adminiAers to her, fhe may reafonablybe fup- 
pofed to be defisned for a Manfion more fuitable than 
this, wherein wnat delights her diminiflies her Excel- 
lence, and that which affliifis her adds to btr Perfe^ion. 
There is an Hereafrer. and 1 will not fear tobelmmor- 
tar for the Sake af Aihens. 
THIS Soliloquy is but the /irft Dawnings of Thought 
in a Mind of a meer Man given up to Senfuah'ty. The 
Paper which I mention of our Contemporary was found 
in his Scrutore after his Death, but comimunicated to a 
Friend or two of his in his Life-time.
